Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Martin,  National  President  of  the  Woman's  llelief  Corps, 
Was  introduced  to  the  convention  and'  remained  its  guesl  throughout  the 
entire  session. 

Mrs.  Mary  L.  Carr,  in  a  timely  speech,  presented  Mrs.  Hardin  with  a 
gavel,  a  gift  from  John  R.  Miller  of  Denver.  Mrs.  Hardin  responded  in  her 
usual  cordial  manner. 

Mrs..  Alice  M.  Seeds,  Department  Senior  Vice  President,  delivered  a 
beautiful  address  of  welcome  as  follows  :

So  you.  my  sisters,  who  come    from  the 
beautiful  tlower  gardens  of  the  plains,  we  will  content  ourselves  by   weleoin 
ing  you  to  the  most  wonderful  city  and  "I  Jivn  lest  I  Sold  ( 'amp"  known  in  his 
tyry.    Wonderful  on  account  of  its  unparalleled  growth  and  imprbxcinculs  iu 
the  brief  period  of  its  existence.      Knowing  1  hat  you  are  fulls  aware  t  hat  but 
two  short  years  have  elapsed  since  the  entire  business  and  greater  portion  of 
the  residence  part  of  our  city   was  devastated  by  the  ruthless  hand  of  the  tire 
demon,  w'e  feel  proud  to  da  v  to  ha  ve  l  lie  privilege    of    entertaing    sou    that 
you  may  have  the  opportunity  of  seeing    for    yourselves    the    energy .  pluck 
and  business  ability  n[  our  citizens,  in  raising  IMuen'ix  like  Irian  the    ashes, 
this  city  of  modern  impro\ "emeiits  and  pleasant    homes.     The  resources  and 
wealth  that  sustain  this  business  activity  is  contained    in  "these    uncomely 
hills.     When  you  take  this  into  consideration  and  survey  the  district    from 
our  railways,  especially  the  electric,  it  cannot  help  but  excite  a  sense  of  ad 
miration  and  wonder  in  behalf  tit*  'the  citizens  of  the  "llreatest  (iold  District 
fmi  Earth." 

As  I  look  into  the  faces  of  this  assembly  of  intelligent  women,  gathered 
hereforthepurpose  of  legislating  in  behalf  of  this  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  who  have  the  honor  of  being  auxiliary  to  one  of 
the  noblest  organizations  of  men.  it  recalls  to  my  mind  the  words  of  old 
(Jalileo,  •The  world  moves.'*  Less  than  a  score  of  years  ago,  almost  within 
the  memory  of  every  one  present,  the  average  woman  had  jeopardized  her 
rcputatation  and  the  good  opinions  of  her  neighbors,  had  she  with  satchel 
in  hand  gone  from  the  extreme  <■[]({  of  a  great  state,  sat  in  convention  three 
or  four  days  transacting  its  business  and  returned  quietly  to  family  duties, 
broadened  and  benefitted  by  the  interchange  of  thought. 

To-day  many  women's  societies  prevail  throughout  these  great  United 
States  in  the  interests  of  literature,  morals,  philanthropy,  reform,  patriot- 
ism and  I  might  add,  politics,  but  undoubtedly  the  latter  might  be  classed 
under  the  head  of  reform.  These  various  organizations  are  banded  together 
as  one  great  sisterhood.  Colorado  stands  among  the  tirsl  in  her  quota  of 
representative  women  interested  in  the  aforesaid  societies.  And  as  you 
represent  one  of  the  great  foundation  principles,  loyalty  and  patriotism 
ujwjn  which  .depends  the  future  safety  of  our  government,  it  is  with  some 
pride  that  we  have  had'exemplilied  to  us  very  recently  the  loyal  and  patri 
otic  spirit  that  imbues  the  minds  of  our  young  men  in  volunteering  then 
•services  so  unscllMilv  in  their  country's  defense.     May    they    return    to    u* 
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unharmed  and  victorious,    hearing    tin-    banner  of  our    lovivd    A lm-ricn    lor 
which  their  fathers  fought  and  died  to  savi\  unsullied. 

Again  I  extend  to  you  a  generous  and  sincere  welcome  to  our  city,  our 
homes,  our  hearts  and  our  firesides.  Ma>  you  legislate  wiseh  and  every  net 
be:  tempered  with  the  sweet  spirit  of  charity.  Ma\  you  leave  us  refreshed 
and  strengthened  to  put  forth  more  earnest  ellorls  for  tiie  welfare  of  the

Spartan  mothers  reared  their  children  to  rough  usage-,  as  good  soldiers, 
making  them  hardy  in  body  ami  blunt  to  [lie  natural   feelings  of  s>  111  path) 
that  they  through  their  roughness    might    strike    strong    blows  for    Sparta 
ami  for  liberty  ;  while  thc\  gave  ol  'their  own  jel  t\    locks    to    make    strings 
for  their  bows  and  cords  for  their  shipping. 

Roman  matrons,  by  teaching  the  sovereignty  of  Rome  and  inculcating 
a  pride  of  citizenship,  made  their  sons  well  nigh  invulnerable  to  the  darts 
of  their  foes.  England's  sons,  followed  by  the  prayers  and  sympathies  of 
their  women,  went  into  the  Crusades  against  the  Turk,  while  l  he  color 
floating  from  their  spear  heail  tolil  ol  favor  lu  be  won  or  lost  b\  success 
in  battle. 

Women  of  later  general  ions  have  urged  mankind  to  deeds  of  prowess 
and  heroism  b>  encouragement  and  support.  Women  of  ■America,  God's 
Land  of  Freedom,  have  nut  been  behind  then  sisters  of  other  nations  in 
loyalty,  patriotism  antl  -devotion  to  principle.  Into  the  pesi  house  of  dis- 
ease: and  death,  on  the  battle  held,  euml'ur  I  i  nj  the  dying,  eneuu  racing, 
upholding,  counseling,  ministering  to  the  even  ueeessiu  ui  ihe  American 
soldier,  the  American  woman  has  trul\  enlisted  in  the  service  of  her  Coun 
try:  and  there  is  not  an  ollicer  commanding  the  rank  and  file.,  or  1111} 
private  who  carries  his  knapsack  on  the  lung,  drear),  toilsome  march,  who 
is  more  devoted  to  his  Country  and  the  cause  of  freedom  than  nIu-.  ■ 

In  time  of  disaster  and  danger,  when  hope  has  lied  and  defeat  seemed 
imminent,  she  hrnvch  toiled,  struggled  and  endured,  until  victor)  brought 
the  peace  she  coveted.  Th  e  women  of  I  he  Wesl  join  hands  with  the  women 
of  tin;  East  in  the  conflict  for  freedom  now  being  waged.  The  cries  of  the 
downtrodden  and, distressed  ones  have  reached  hearts  open  to  their  'cry, 
and  mother-,  wives,  sisters  are  read\  lo  give  of  their  best  for  the  cause  of 
freedom,     hraveh    has  she  again  taken    up    the    cause   of    lutmauilv,    and 
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with    her    soul    on    lire    with    patriotism    is    ready     to   sa>     with    t)ueen

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In  my  Thanksgiving  order  1  asked  the  Corps  lor  money  to  pun-has" 
literature  for  the  Soldiers'  I  Ionic,  to  which  request  there  was  ;i  gener- 
ous  response. 

Failing  to  find  anyone  to  servo,  on  this  committee  ;ii  Monte  ViMa, 
Clara  Iiapp,  Depart nient  Treasurer,  kindly  consented  to  lake  charge 
of  11ns  work.  She  spent  much  time  and  thought  and  did  the  work 
.admirably,  as  a  letter  from  Commander  French  will  show.  11.-  >,ivs 
that  the  collection  is  the  finest   they  have  yet  received. 

Mrs.  Nettie  .Mann,  widow  61'  Major  .1.  C.  .Mann,  gave  to  me  two 
illustrated  volumes  of  "The  Soldier  in  the  Civil  war,"  to  be  presented 
to  the  Colorado  Soldiers'  Home  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband's  mem- 
ory. The  commander,  in  acknowledging  the  same,  says  that  "they  are 
the  choicest  volumes  they  have,  and  that  it  will  be  his  opecial  pride 
and  duty  to  look  after  them." 

The  soldiers  living  there  are  still  dissatisfied  with  the  location  of 
fihe  Home,  both  for  the  climate  and  the  isolation,  and  we  trust  that  at 
the  next  General  Assembly  something  definite  will  be  done  to  move 
this  home  to  a  more  desirable  location.  A  location  where  tin-  people 
will  welcome  the  soldiers'  dependant  ones  among  them,  and  that  cot- 
tages may   be  erected   for  their   use. 

I  expressed  a  desire  to  take  my  meals  while  there  at  tin-  dining 
room  where  the  men  ate  theirs,  and  was  allowed  to  do  so.  much  to  my 
satisfaction. 

It  was  my  pleasure,  to  visit  tin-  Wyoming  Soldiers'  lloim-  m  coin 
pany  with  Miss  Sadie  Fisher  of  Cheyenne  and  (Mara  Uapp  of  Denver. 
The  Commander  and  wife  both  received  us  in  a  very  cordial  manner. 
We  found  about  thirty  Comrades  there.  The  Home  is  a  small  one.  but 
neat  and  comfortable  and  well  kept,  the  old  Comrades  expressing 
themselves  as  being  quite  happy  ihere.  'flic  Corps  in  Wyoming  loo!-; 
after  the  interest  of  tin'  Veterans  in  this  Home  in  a  very  Iambi  hie 
manner. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 
There  have  been  two  .Memorial  hays  under  this  Administration. 
Tin:  six  Corps  in  Denver  have  each  day  been  failed  out  to  attend  Sun- 
day services  in  a  body,  and  a  large  representation  of  us  tiled  into  the 
church  behind  our  Department  llanher,  carried  one.  day  by  a  colored 
i  J  rand  Army  man  ami  lie-  other  by  a  Comrade  of  one  of  the  DenVeV 
Costs. 

The  reports  from  over  the  Department  show  that  great  interest 
has  been  felt  every  where.  We  are  happy  to  stale  that  good  work  his 
been  accomplished  by  the  united  efforts  of  tin-  if  A.  It.  and  W.  If  C. 
in  their  attempt  to  do  away  with  entertainments,  etc.,  on  .Memorial 
Day  that  would  tend  to  desecrate  the  day  and  interfere  w-ith  the  sacred 
Work  for  which  Memorial  Da\  was  originated.  Let  the  good  w  oil; 
go  on. 

We  did  rejoice  op  this  our  last  .Memorial  Day  to  sec  the  hands  and 
we  believe  the  hearts  of  the  Comrades  of  the  North  and  South  united 
It  has  been  a  long  lime  coming,  and  1  am  glad  that   1  lived  to  see  it 
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IN  MEMORIAM.

The  two  latier  wen-  elected  in  Denver, 
the  Queen  City  of  the  Plains,  in  July,  LS.s;j,  when  our  National  organi- 
zation was  perfected. 

We  have  lost  by  death   this  year  eighteen   members  of  our  Order, 
a  report  of  which  will  hi'  given  by  our  worthy  Chaplain.

After  talking  with  Sarah  .1.  Martin.  National  President.      in     regard 
to  the  inspection  in  our   Department    being  done   by   blank,    to  save   tlte 
•expense   to  the   Department,   and   as  our  Treasury    was   so   low    I    went 
ty)  see   what   could   be  done    with    the   railroad    companies    in    regard    lo 
transportation,   and   finding   that    through    my   own   personal    inlluence 
and  that  of  some  friends  that  a  hall-fare  rale  was  the  best    1   could  do 
for  the  Inspector  ami  the  Assistant    inspectors,  and   being  assured   thai 
transportation   would   be  riven   me.    I    considered    it    a   duly    I    owed    the 
Order  to   do  all  of   the   inspecting    1    could.     Therefore,    some   changes 
were  made,  much  to  the  relict  of  both   the   Inspector  and   myself.   Imp 
having  the  financial   interest   of  our  Order   in   view,    the  changes    were 
made,  and  to  me  fell  the  pleasure  and  burden  of  inspecting  twenty-one 
Corps,  only  one  near  Denver.      I   went   to  the  extreme  southeastern  pan 
of  the  state,  to  Spriugllold.   lil'ty-four  miles  by  stage  (did    1   say  stage'.'

•eluded   lo  turn   his  head  towards   home,    which    we  did  and  got   anothoi' 
broncho.     That  <>ue  did  very  well  until  he  got  lirod.  ami  could  only  go 
in  a    slow    walk,    but    we    liually    reached    our   destination    about    lilno 
oYlock  p.   in.,    feeling   that    We   Were   lucky   after  all.      I    was   nut    by   a 
.sweet  little  lady  and  taken  to  her  home,  w  here  I  was  entertained.     The 
next  day    we   had   a  very   good    meeting.    1    being   the    lirst    Department 
otlicer  that   had   ever  been   to  see   them.      We  came   back   somewhat   as 
we  went,  getting  itdo  Lamar  about  eight  o'clock  at  night,  1  with  a.  feel- 
ing of  relief  flint  I  was  alive  ami  glad  to  be  back  to  the  railroad.   When 
I  was  in  the  act  of  alighting  Irom  the  buggy  the  horse  jumped,  knock-

1  went  to  Silver.  Cliff,  another  stage  ride  ol'  I  w  cut  y-eighl  miles. 
There  WO  had  ,i  good  lour  horse  team,  ami  I  really  enjoyed  that  ride. 
as  il  reminded  me  of  the  pioneer  days  in  Colorado, 
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1    inspected   the   Corps   in    Wyoming   and    found    in    that    far-away 
town  of  HaWii'ns  a  comparatively  new  Corps,  but  a  good  one.

In  accordanee  with  the  rules  of  our  Order,  I  submit  the  follow  big 
report  of  the  entertainment  and  proceedings  of  the  Fifteenth  National 
Convention  of  the  Woman's  Keliel  Corps,  held  at  IJuffalo,  New  Vork. 
August  2Gth  to  28th,  lSi*J. 

The  official  train  on  the  It.  &  M.  left  Denver  on  Friday  evening, 
August  19th,  and  a  majority  of  die  delegates  with  the  Department 
President  joined  the  members,  of  the  G.  A.  U.  mi  that  train.  Man.y 
pleasant  ineidents  oeeurred  on  the  way  which  will  never  he  forgotten. 
^Several  hours  were  spent  in  Chicago  on  Sunday,  and  we  arrived  at 
Buffalo  Monday  morning  about  10  o'clock,  very  tiled.  We  had  very  little, 
time  for  rest,  however,  for  there  was  one  continuous  round  of  pleas- 
ures from  that  time  on.  Colorado  Headquarters  were  very  pleasantly  lo- 
eated  at  Ellieott  Square,  within  two  blocks  of  the  National  Headquarters 
:it  Iroquois  Hotel,  where  our  party  was  stopping.  I  n  light  I  ill  Weather  was 
experienced  during  the  whole .week,  and  we  could  npi  but  say  that  l»uf- 
falo  was  a  beautiful  city  and  an  ideal  place  for  a  convention  Camp 
Jewett,  where  the  Grand  Army  was  encamped,  was  a  beautiful  park  ou 
the  edge  of  Lake  Erie,  on  a  high  stretch  of  land  next  to  fort  Porter, 
where  the  United  States  regulars  are  stationed.  We  ought  to  be  very 
proud  of  our  Cook's  Drum  Corps.  They  escorted  the  Commander  -in- 
Chief,  General  Clarkson,  upon  his  arrival.  io  the  National  Headquar- 
ters, and  were  given  right  of  way  at  the  head  of  the  procession  in  the 
Grand  Parade.  They  played  ai  all  the  receptions  at  the  Iroquois  Hole! 
and  Tifft  House,  and  the  people  looked  in  wonder  when  they  played 
that  favorite  of  theirs,  •'Pat  lie  of  Get  lysburg." 

On  Monday  evening  a  grand  reception  was  tendereu  to  General 
Clarkson  at  Music  Hall.  There  was  also  a  parade  of  over  l'U,OUU  citi- 
zens of  Puffalo  to  welcome  the  (i.  A.  K.  All  the  great  arches  on  Main 
Street  were  lit  up  wilh  thousands  ot  electric  lights,  red.  white  and  blue, 
and  myriads  of  colored  lights  and  Llags  decked  the  buildings  and 
streets. 

Tuesday  afternoon  the  ladies'  Citizens  Committee  gave  an  excursion 
on  Pake  Erie  on  the  boat.  City  of  IJuffalo,  to  all  the  delegates  and 
friends,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  who  participated.  In  the 
evening  were  several  receptions  ai  the  different  hotels  and  Music  Hall. 

Wednesday  was  the  Grand  Parade,  al  which  over  f>U,UUU  soldiers 
marched  to  the  old  familiar  music  of  ihirty-iivo  years  ago:  H  was  six. 
hours  in  passing  a  given  point.  It  was  our  pleasure  and  good  fortune 
to  have  seats  on  I  he  reviewing  stand  reserved  for  the  representatives 
of  the  W.  P.  C  directly  opposite  to  the  grand  stand  where  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chh  i  and  his  staff,  and  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
•  Major  MeKinh  y,  were  stationed.     It  was  a  source  of  supreme  sal  elm- 
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tion  to  watch  the  chief  magistrate  of  this  great   nation  paying  suitable 
acknowledgements  to  the  nation's  defenders.     As  the  soldiers  represent- 
ing the  several  states  oil  me  iiloiig  with  hauliers  tattered  ami   lorn,   his 
greetings  were  courteous  and   fraternnh   and  al    limes,  as   I'm-  instance 
when  the  three  crippled  soldiers  rode  by  with  only  three  legs  and  three 
arms  among  the  number,  the  emotion  of  the  ['resident   was  plainly  vis- 
ible, but  when  that  soldier  came  up  with  only  head,  arms  ami  trunk 
left,  the  President  stooping  down  took  his  old  comrade  by  the  hand  and 
spoke  to  him  softly,  ft  rid  we  doubt   not   thai   he  was  made  to  feel   that 
the  President  of  this  great  Kopuhlic  felt  it  an  honor  to  grasp  him  l»y 
the  hand,  for  when  he  assumed  his  station,  we  saw   him  dry  the  falling 
tears.    Oh,  what  a  day  it  was,  what  sights  we  saw,  and  we  were  carried 
hack  to  the  days  of  the  war   when   the   troops  ca,me  marching   home. 
The  color  bearer  of  Veteran  P<»*i   No.    \'2  of  this   Department,  carried 
the  colors  of  this  Department.     lie  has  since  answered  the  last  roll  call. 
The  Convention  opened  on  Thursday  morning  at  in  o'clock  at  Music 
Hall,  with  the  National  President.  Mrs.  1  lit  t ,  in  the  chair,     Prayer  was 
i?nid  by  the  National  Chaplain.    The  credential     committee  commenced 
their  work,  and  the  other  committees  were  appointed  by  the  President. 
The  day  was  largely  taken  tip  by  the  reception  of  guests,  the  first  to  h  • 
admitted  being  the  Ladies'  Citizen's  Committee,  who  presented  the  Na- 
tional President  with  beautiful  baskets  of  flowers  and  gave  a   cordial 
welcome  to  the  City  of  IVuffalo.     Alter  they  had  retired,  the  President 
presented  all  the  National  Officers  and  seven  Past  National  Presidents 
to  the  convention.    The   President    then    read   her  address,   which   con- 
tained  several   recommendations    for   the   consideration   of   this    body 
tending  to  the  benefit  of  the  Order.    The  Secretary's  report  showed  that 
there  were  3,050  Corps  and  l-ln.ooo  members   in  the  Order.     All  other 
reports  were  submitted  without  reading  and  referred  to  the  proper  cum 
mitteev.       Special    greetings    were   sent    to    the   absent    Past    National 
Presidents.    Luncheon   was  served   by    the  ladies'   committee  at    noon, 
and  convention  convened  again  at  l:hi  in  the  afternoon. 

Mis.  Lizabeth  Turner,  chnhhinn  of  the  Audersonville  Prison  Hoard., 
read  a  very  interesting  report,  staling  that  she  had   received   the  day 
before  a  deed  to  the  property,  they  having  bought   the  remaining  tour- 
teen  and  onodialf  acres  of  land.     She  also   reported   that    I  he  live-cent 
contribution    from    the    \Y.    II.    ('.    had    resulted    in    the   sum    of    three 
thousand  dollars  for  Audersonville.     Mrs.    Flo   Miller,   chairman   of   the 
committee  on    Patriotic  Teaching,    made   a    report    which    was   enthusi- 
astically received.     Among   file  delegations   received   during   the  after 
noon  were  committees  from  the  Army   Nurses,   the   Daughters  of   Yet 
erans,  The  Citizen's  Committee,  of  Cincinnati,  urging  them   to  accept 
the  invitation  to  hold  the  next   encampment  in  Cincinnati;  also  a  dele- 
gation consisting  of  the  Department  Commander  of  Indiana  with  forty 
members  of  that   Department.     They  presented   the  National   President 
with  a  breastpin  consisting  <»f  1  IS  period   pearls  surrounding  one  large 
clear  diamond.

colored  Veterans,  their  wives,  sisters  and  mothers,  n  1 1  t-i  w  huh  she 
sang  "Let  It. Wave."  Iter  remarks  were  appropriate  and  elegant.  At 
5  o'clock,  Memorial  Services  in  houoi"  of  the  deceased  member,.,,  Past 
National  President  Sarah  C.  Mink,  and  Marie  llascnwiiikle.  National 
Senior  Viee  rresident.  Colonel  Mink  and  Mr.  I  lasenw  inkle  ami 
daughter  were  eseorted  to  the  plat  form;  A  beautiful  tribute  was  paid 
to  the  memory  of  Mis.  Mink  by  Llhn  M.  Putnam,  an. I  to  Mr-.  Ila^eii- 
winkle  by  Kate  B.  Sherwood.

Tlie  lirs|  oi  iler  of  business 
was  election  of  officers.  Mrs.  Sarah  Martin  of  Missouri  was  elected

A  con  unit  lee 
from  the  (J.  A.  11.  consisting  of  Department  Commander  Dodge  oi'  In- 
diana, Comrade  Mack  of  old...  Past  Commander  Cleary  of  New  York, 
,  and  Comrade  Evans  of  Massachusetts.  After  each  one  had  made  re- 
marks, our  Department.  President,  Mrs.  Hardin,  asked  permission  of 
the  convention  to  pin  a  Colorado  badge  on  each  one  of  the  eommiilec, 
as  it  was  through  their  efforts  that  it  was  made  possible  for  the  or- 
ganization to  e;ist,  and  they  had  gone  to  Denver  in  ISNIS  to  help  or- 
ganize the  Naii<  mil  organization  of  the  Woman's  Itciief  Corps.  One 
.  of  the  pleasing   lentuivs  of  the  afternoon  was  the  Hag    salute  given   by 
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thirteen  little  girls  dressed  in  white  with  rod  ami  blue  sashes,  direeted 
by  Captain  Foster,  a  deal!  veteran,  lie  carried  a  beautiful  silk  Hag 
made  by  the  school  children  of  N'ew  York,  all  of  its  stars  being  ex- 
quisitely embroidered.  After  the  salute,  they  sang  "America"  and  tin; 
"Star  Spangled  Banner." 

The  retiring  National  Commander-in-Chief,  (ieneral  ClarUsoh.  and 
the  newly  elected  Comnuinder-in  Chief,  General  Gubin  oi!  I'oimsyh'ania,. 
were  introduced  and  escorted  to  the  platform.  They  pledged  their 
fealty  to  the  Woman's  itelief  Corps;  that  the  G.  A.  U.  intended  always 
to  cherish,  love  ami  protect  the  \Y!  li.  C,  and  did  not  propose  to  give 
them  any  cause  or  grounds  for  a  diVoree,  nor  did  the  organization  in- 
tend to  commit  bigamy. 

The  session  on  Friday  lasted  until  11.  :.".o  o'clock.  Convention  con- 
vened on  Saturday,  and  spent  part  of  the  day  in  making  the  final  re- 
ports and  passing  upon  resolutions.  The  recommendation  ol  the  Na- 
tional President  adopting  the  new  ritual  was  carried  l>y  a  rising  vote. 
♦A.  resolution  was  also  passed  to  the  effect  that  members  transferring 
from  one  Department  to  aimthei  may  retain  their  honors  and  have  a 
vote  in  the  Department  in  which  they  hold  their  membership. 

The  newly  elected  otlicers  were  installed,  and  the  Fifteenth  Na- 
tional Convention  of  the  Woman's  belief  Corns  passed  into  history. 
The  opening  of  the  session  was  marked  by  affectionate  and  fraternal 
greetings.  It  was  harmonious  and  pleasant  to  the  end,  and  the  parting 
came  all  too  soon.  It  seemed  as  if  we  had  hardly  concluded  our  greet- 
ings when  we  were  called  upon  to  make  our  adieus.  In  many  instances 
words  failed,  and  we  remembered  the  old  lines  familiar  to  all: 

"Adieu!   Adieu!  Is  n   lonely    word, 
And    oflimes    brings    a    tear; 
But  the  heart  feels  most  v.lun  the  lips  move  not, 
And  the  eyes  speak  ;i  penile  good-bye."

This  fact  was  amusingly  il- 
lustrated hereon  Memorial  Day.  A  patriotic  programme  was  rendered  in 
the  evening,  in  which  it  was  neeessarj  to  have  some  boys  play  the  part  of 
Spaniards,  but  in  all  the  schools  of  the  city  not  a  boy  could  be  found  who 
would  consent  to  take  the  part,  and  that  number  had  to  be  dropped.  All 
school  children  are  thoroughly  posted  concerning  the  present  war,  even  to 
the  minutest  details.  Never  were  Hags  displayed  in  such  profusion,  aud 
the  national  colors  are  worn  I >y  everybody.  10 very  school  child  wears  some 
kind  of  a  Hag,  as  an  emblem  of  hi>  lovalu  and  devotion  to  the  '"best  coun- 
try the  sun  ever  shone  upon.'1

Champa  street,  Denver,  May  3rd,  1899. 

The  Department  President,  Lucy  M.  Campbell,  stated 
that  the  Credential  Committee  was  not  ready  to  report,  and 
asked  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention. 

Moved  by  Fannie  1).  Hardin,  seconded  by  Miss  Sadie 
M.  Fisher,  that  the  Convention  remain  in  open  session 
until  after  the  reading  of  the  President's  address.     Carried. 

Miss  Edna  Hamilton  acted  as  pianist  for  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  and  Miss  Aliee  T.  Smith  lor  the  last  day. 

The  President  appointed  as  Conductors  for  the  first 
day,  Minnie  L,.  Benson  and  Minnie  M.  Pond.  Color 
Bearers  for  the  entire  session,  Kllen  Pierce,  ICtiima  P. 
Hobart,  Georgia  Bunn  and  Ida  Ault. 

Guard  and  Assistant,  Louise  Harding  and  Charlotte 
Moore.  To  all  of  whom  the  President  returned  the  sincere 
thanks  of  the  Convention  at  its  close. 

The  National  President,  Mrs.  Flo  J.  Miller,  and  her 
daughter,  Miss  Zola,  were  escorted  to  the  platform  and  in- 
troduced, and  they  remained  the  honored  guests  of  the  Con- 
vention during  the  sessions.  Alice  Seeds,  Kli/a  LePever 
and    Mrs.    Amanda    Olmsted,    National  Aides,  Mrs.  Jennie 
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McGill  Assistant  National  Inspector,  ami  the  Past  Presi- 
dents, Mrs.  C.  C.  Kennedy,  America  Anderson,  Clhnena 
G.  Howard,  Janette  1,.  Todd,  and  Dannie  1).  Hardin, 
together  with  the  Department  Presidents,  Stall  and  Aides, 
were  also  presented.  After  which  the  Convention  listened 
with  delight  to  the  welcome  by  Mrs.  KUen  Pierce,  ot  M. 
M.  Crocker,  No.  40,  of  Denver.  Her  address  was  as 
follows: 

Mrs.  President  and    members    of    the    Fifteenth   Animal 

Convention,     Woman's    Relief    Corps,    Auxiliary    of 

the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

It  is  with  a  prond    heart    1    stand    here    this  morning, 

fully  appreciating  the  honor  conferred   in   being  chosen   to 

extend  to  you  the  fraternal  greetings.      Denver  bills    you   a 

royal  welcome  within  her  gates. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Denver  extends  to  you 
a  cordial  welcome.  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
welcome  you  as  their  true  Auxiliary,  and  all  loyal  women 
of  Denver  welcome  you  with  open  hearts  and  hands.  I 
feel  doubly  honored  when  1  consider  that  to  me  has  been 
allotted  the  privilege  of  bidding  you  welcome  to  the  birth- 
place of  our  Grand  Order. 

Where  find  a  more  fitting  place  than  here.  Nearly  in 
the  shadows  of  the  grand  old  Rockies,  that  lift  their  sunny 
crests  toward  heaven,  was  organized  the  noblest  band  of 
women  the  sun  ever  shone  upon.  They  are  banded 
together  with  the  jeweled  bands  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and 
Royalty;  banded  together  to  care  for  the  old  Veteran  ami 
his  dependent  ones,  who  never  appeals  to  us  in  vain, 
knowing  full  well  he  will  have  the  aid  and  sympathy  of  the 
noble  women  of  our  Order  in  whatsoever  he  may  need. 
The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  are  standing  to-day  with  their 
mantle  of  Charity,  that  is  broad  enough  to  cover  all  fail- 
ings, when  the  tender  words  "He  was  an  Old  Soldier" 
gleams  from  its  white  folds. 

To  our  Order  has  been  given  the  sacred  trust  of  caring 
for  these  comrades  who  brought  back  "Old  Glory"  with- 
out one  pure  star  dimmed  on    its   a/nre    field,    and    made   it 
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possible  for  that  starry  banner  to  float  cm  high   over   a  free 
people,  over  a  United  States. 

When  we  gaze  upon  the  remnant  of  "Our  Hoys  in  Blue" 
"note  the  empty  sleeye,  the  faltering  step,  the  silvered 
locks;  see  them  marching  on  to  join  the  Grand  Army  of 
Comrades  gone  before,  the  eyes  fill  with  teais,  and  the 
heart  throbs  with  love  and  tenderness  ior  those  left  a  little 
longer  to  our  care,  and  we  consecrate  ourselves  anew  to 
this  our  crowning  life  work. 

There  is  a  sorrowful  side  to  these  Conventions,  the 
missing  of  familiar  faces ;  they  have  gone  out  in  the  gray 
shadows  never  to  return. 

We  meet  on  Memorial  Day  bearing  our  beaut itul 
tributes  of  flower  garlands,  woven  with  the  memories  of 
the  old  days  filling  our  minds.  The  buds  and  the  blossoms 
are  wet  with  our  tears,  and  those  of  a  grateful  nation,  as 
we  tenderly  strew  them  over  the  graves  of  our  soldier 
dead,  and  we  realize  they  are  not  all  here. 

The  low  green  mounds  of  our  heroes  are  scattered  all 
over  this  broad  land,  many  of  them  marked  by  the 
pathetic  word  "Unknown,"  but  never  forgotten  by  the 
women  of  the  Relief  Corps. 

"  The  laurel  wreath  of  glory, 
That  dicks  a  Soulier's  grave 
Is  but  tlu-  liuislied  story 
1  he  record  ol'  the  brave." 

I  look  over  this  Convention  and  see  many  strange 
faces,  but  as  my  eye  falls  upon  our  loved  badge  I  know  you 
all.  Once  again,  welcome  to  Denver,  beautiful  Denver, 
noted  for  her  hospitality,  called  the  "Queen  City  of  the 
Plains,"  the  City  of  Conventions,  but  this,  the  one  Con- 
vention so  dear  to  the  hearts  of  our  patriotic  people. 

May  this  Fifteenth  Annual  Convention  ever  remain  as 
a  bright  spot  in  the  memory  ol  each  is  the  sincere  wish 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Denver.  Mrs.  President, 
I  thank  you  for  this  honor,  and  ladies  for  your  kind 
attention. 

The  response  was  made  by  Miss  Minnie  McLain  of 
George  H.  Thomas  Corps,  No.  26,  ol  Id.  Collins,  which 
also  held  the  attention  of  the  Convention. 
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Mrs.  President  and  I<adies  of  the  Convention: 

It  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  in  behalf  of  the  visiting 
Corps  of  this  Department,  to  thank  yon  for  the  cordial 
greetings  which  have  been  extended  to  us  by  the  Corps 
of  this  city,  especially  M.  M.  Crocker  Corps.  When  the 
Department  President  honored  me  by  requesting  me  to 
answer  this  kind  address  of  welcome,  I  wished  tor  a 
tongue  to  express  golden  thoughts  that  I  might  assure  you 
of  our  full  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  extended  to  us.  I 
am  sure  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  each  member  of  this 
Convention  when  I  say  the  welcome  you  have  given  us 
to  your  city  is  royal.  You  have  opened  your  doors,  and 
hearts  and  received  us  most  hospitably.  Many  of  you  I 
have  never  seen  before,  but  'i  am  sure  each  one  present 
feels  with  me,  when  I  say  we  are  not  strangers,  but  friends, 
even  though  we  meet  for  the  first  time. 

I  am  thankful  for  this  organization  which  bands  us 
together  to  help  those  who  fought  so  nobly  for  our  country, 
and  to  whom  we  are  under  lasting  obligations;  we  should 
all  be  thankful  for  a  thoroughly  reunited  country.

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At  the  conclusion  of  this  response  the  President  called 
the  Senior- Vice  to  the  chair,  and  proceeded  to  read  her 
address. 

Address  of  Dki'akymknt  Prksidknt. 

Officers  and   members  of   the    Fifteenth    Department  Con- 
vention : 

Time,  in  its  ceaseless  flight  has  again  brought  us  Lo 
another  Annual  Convention,  to  render  an  account  <>i  ihe 
year's  work  just  closed,  and  to  legislate  for  the  luturc 
welfare  of  our  beloved  Order.  May  ii  be  dune  wisely  and 
well.  In  the  name  of  the  Department  1  bid  you  welcome. 
Less  than  a  year  ago  when  I  was  elected  to  the  responsible 
position  of  Department  President,  it  was  with  some  fear 
and  yet  with  pride  that  I  accepted  the  distinguished  honor; 
for  I  do  deem  it  a  special  honor  to  be  chosen  the  leader  of 
a  band  of  women  whose  object  is  "To  assist  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  its  dependent  ones,"  ami  when 
I  assumed  the  sacred  obligation  of  the  office,  I  promised 
you,  with  the  help  of  Him  who  reigns  on  high,  ami  with 
the  assurance  of  your  loyal  support,  1  would  serve  yon  to 
the  very  best  of  my  ability,  and  daily  have  1  tried  to 
fulfill  that  promise.  In  such  a  iheasure  as  I  have  sue 
ceeded,  it  has  been  by  the  aid  ami  encouragement  of  the 
efficient  associate  officers  whom  tin-  Fourteenth  Annual 
Convention  so  wisely  elected.  Von  will  find  the  detailed 
reports  of  each  filled  with  interesting  matter,  and  I  heartily 
jConnnend  them  to  your  careful  consideration.  I  here  wish 
to  express  my  appreciation  for  their  services,  and  I  feel 
gratified  that  we  have  unitedly  labored  for  the  grand  cause 
of  our  Order. 

Growth  of  tiii;  Okdkk. 
Although  there  has  been  but  a  small  gain  in  members, 
or  Corps  instituted,  I  can  say  there  is  an  increased  interest 
among  our  members.  Corps  No.  41  was  instituted  at 
'Victor,  Colorado,  January  5th,  with  twenty-two  charter 
members,  and  applications  have  been  sent  to  three  other 
points.  I  had  hoped  to  have  added  them  to  our  roll  before 
Convention,  but  by   some    delay,    1    must    transfer    them   to 
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my  successor.  One  great  diffiuulty  has  been  the  cost  of 
supplies  in  our  smaller  towns,  but  that  has  now  been 
removed  by  the  National  by  issuing  cheaper  books,  and 
I  look  for  a  prosperous  year,  and  that  many  new  Corps 
may  be  added  to  our  list. 

I  do  not  consider  that  it  is  the  number  of  Corps  in  the 
Department  that  tells  the  strength,  but  we  should  be 
counted  by  the  harmony  that  exists,  the  relief  extended 
and  the  lessons  of  patriotism  taught* 

That  as  the  relief  fund  is  held  sacred  to  assist  only 
the  old  soldier  and  his  dependent  ones,  our  members  should 
fully  explain  the  objects  of  the  Order  to  those  seeking 
admission. 

D [Shan DiU)  Corps. 

We  report  two.  The  fourth  quarter  of  1898  I  received 
a  letter  from  General  Shields,  No.  10,  asking  the  privilege 
of  retaining  their  charter,  as  they  were  anxious  to  hold  the 
Corps  together  if  possible.  The  request  was  cheerfully 
granted,  but  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  they  decided  to  dis- 
band, which  was  done  in  proper  form  by  paying  per  capita 
tax  and  with  a  request  for  seven  transfer  cards. 

It  is  also  with  regret  that  I  announce  the  surrender- 
ing of  the  charter  of  one  of  our  oldest  corps,  15.  V.  Simmer, 
of  Silver  Cliff,  the  first  quarter  of  1899,  there  having  been 
but  few  members  and  little  interest  in  the  work. 

Official  Visits. 
It  was  my  earnest  desire  to  have  visited  more  of  the 
Corps  than  I  have  been  able  to  do,  but  owing  to  the  low 
condition  of  our  treasury  and  not  at  all  limes  able  to  secure 
transportation,  I  combined  my  visits  with  the  work  of 
inspection.  In  doing  this  I  was  enabled  to  visit  many  of 
the  Corps  that  were  remote  front  headquarters.  I  regret 
that  I  could  not  respond  to  the  many  kind  invitations  that 
1  have  received  ;  each  and  all  will  be  remembered  with 
pleasure.  The  Corps  that  are  so  far  away  from  all  of  the 
privileges  of  not  even  having  the  benefit  of  a  friendly  visit 
from  another  Corps,  are  to  be  commended  on  their  work 
and  the  interest  sustained.      While    1    was    at    I,as    Animas 
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my  attention  was  called  to  the  ease  of  an  old  Grand  Army 
man  and  his  wife,  who  were  being  cared  for  by  the  local 
Corps  of  that  place.  The  husband  hail  applied  for  admis- 
sion to  the  National  Soldiers'  Home  at  Ft.  Leavenworth 
and  had  been  admitted.  The  Corps  was  somewhat  at  a 
loss  to  know  what  disposition  to  make  of  the  wife,  and 
upon  my  recommendation  an  application  was  made  to  the 
National  W.  R.  C.  Home  at  Madison;  Ohio,  to  admit  her 
to  that  institution.  The  papers  admitting  her  have  been 
properly  approved  and  endorsed  and  the  same  forwarded  to 
her,  but  the  same  mail  that  carried  those  papers  also  car- 
ried a  letter  from  the  Ft,  Leavenworth  Soldiers'  Home 
announcing  the  death  of  her  husband.  This  is  only  one 
case  where  the  veteran  and  wife  must  be  separated;  there- 
fore, I  would  recommend  that  this  convention  take  some 
action  whereby  cottages  may  be  established  in  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  old  comrade  and  his  wife. 

DeI'artmhnt  Rkj.ikk. 

The  very  capable  manner  in  which  the  relief  work  has 
been  conducted  leaves  no  room  for  criticism.  Slum  v.eal, 
such  constant  attention  to  duty  could  emanate  only  from 
those  whose  whole  hearts  were  in  the  work.  We  may  all 
be  proud  of  the  record  they  have  made  this  year,  and  I  am 
sure  we  are  all  grateful  to  them,  and  to  Mrs.  Flla  M.  Bycrs, 
the  chairman,  who  has  superintended  this  work  so  nobly, 
always  faithful  and  ever  on  the  alert  to  extend  aid  in  our 
behalf  when  needed.  She  has  been  a  conscientious  officer, 
and  we  know  the  graceful  deeds  and  kind  words  w it'll  which 
she  cheered  the  unfortunate,  could  be  prompted  only  by  a 
nature  that  was  thoroughly  charitable. 

National  Convention. 

The  W.  R.  C.  were  most  cordially  invited  by  the 
Department  Commander  to  accompany  the  comrades  on 
the  official  train  to  Cincinnati.  Fifteen  members  accepted 
and  the  trip  was  enjoyed  by  all.  Ivvery  delegate  that  was 
elected  at  the  Department  Convention  at  Cripple  Creek 
attended  the  National  Convention,  and  remained  at  every 
session  until  th<'  final  tap  of  the  gavel  that  closed   the   Six- 
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teenth  National  Convention.  I  wish  to  express  niv  thanks 
to  Commander  May  for  the  free  use  of  headquarters,  where 
our  banner  was  unfurled  and  admired  by  many. 

Soi. ducks'  IJomivS. 
Early  in  the  year  I  wrote  to  the  commanders  of  the 
Homes  asking  what  could  be  done  by  the  Relief  Corps  of 
the  Department  that  would  be  of  the  most  assistance.  The 
commander  of  the  Wyoming  Home  replied,  saying  their 
greatest  need  was  overcoats.  The  Colorado  Home;  asked 
for  literature.  In  my  next  order  I  asked  for  donations  for 
both  cases,  and  the  response  was  most  liberal. 

By  an  invitation  of  the  legislative  committee,  1  was 
enabled  to  visit  the  Colorado  Home  in  company  with  other 
members  of  the  Relief  Corps  and  of  the  Grand  Army.  This 
Home  has  been  described  many  times  by  others  much  more 
able,  and  I  need  add  nothing  to  what  has  been  said  in  that 
direction.  We  found  the  institution  in  an  exceedingly 
prosperous  condition  under  the  efficient  tnanageineul  of 
Colonel  French,  whom  every  one  of  the  one  hundred  and 
sixty -one  inmates  love  and  respect.  We  were  entertained 
royally  by  those  old  comrades,  and  were  invited  to  dine 
with  them,  which  invitation  was  accepted  and  enjoyed. 

The  recent  death  of  Mrs.  Hattie  M.  French  was  keenly 
felt  by  every  one  at  the  Home,  who,  as  the  beloved  matron, 
had  daily  carried  the  kindly  greetings,  and  by  her  womanly 
tenderness  and  sympathy  had  endeared  herself  to  every 
member  of  the  Home. 

By  an  invitation  of  the  Department  Commander,  the 
Department  Secretary  of  the  W.  R.  C.  and  myself  visited 
the  Wyoming  Home.  It  is  situated  in  a  lovely  spot  in  the 
city  of  Cheyenne,  easy  of  access,  and  is  a  home  in  the  true 
sense  which  the  name  implies.  The  twenty  -live  inmates 
are  contented  and  well  cared  for  under  the  able  manage- 
ment of  Commander  Stit/.er  and  wife. 

National  Inspector  ot  Soldiers'  Homes,  Colonel  K.  F. 
Brown,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  speaking  of  the  Wyoming 
Home,  says:  *'  I  consider  this  a  model  home,  as  its  size 
and  completeness  indicate,  being  the  smallest,   and    I    may 
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say  most  perfect  of  any 'of  the  1  Ionics,  state  or  national. 
The  friends  of  the  disabled  soldiers  living  in  the 'eastern 
and  older  states  may  have  perfect  confidence  that  those 
who  have  left  them  and  pushed  their  fortunes,  pioneer 
fashion,  to  the  far  west  and  located  in  the  state  of  Wyom- 
ing, will  be  provided  for  if  at  any  time  their  circumstances 
demand  it. " 

COMMI'iTHKS. 

Knowing  of  the  efficiency  of  the  former  work  of  Mrs. 
Clara  Rapp  in  securing  literature  for  the  Soldiers'  Homes, 
I  asked  her  to  take  charge  of  the  same  again  this  year, 
which  she  kindly  consented  to  do,  and  the  manner  in  which 
this  work  has  been  accomplished  merits  only  words  of  the 
highest  commendation. 

In  accordance  with  decision  live  of  the  Fourteenth 
Department  Convention,  I  appointed  a  committee  of  nine 
to  work  with  a  like  committee  of  the  (/rand  Army  to  use 
their  influence  hv the  removal  ot  the  Soldiers'  Home  from 
Monte  Vista  to  Golden,  Colo.  Hvery  endeavor  has  been 
put  forth  bythis  committee  towards  its  removal,  hut  the 
General  Assembly  did  not  seem  inclined  to  heed  our  entreat- 
ies. A  full  report  will  be  given  by  the  chairman:  of  the 
work  they  have  undertaken. 

FrN  ANGUS. 

On  account  of  our  state  of  finances  the  strictest  econ- 
omy has  been  observed.  Through  the  kind  interest  which 
Commander  W.  T.  S.  May  lias  ever  evinced  for  our  Order, 
I  was  granted  many  privileges  in  the  way  of  transportation, 
thereby  enabling  me  to  visit  more  than  I  could  have  done 
otherwise,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  we  have  added  a  little 
to  our  Department  funds. 

»  Official  Corrkspondkncic. 

The  official  correspondence  has  been  large  and  we  have 
tried  to  give  it  careful  attention.  Over  eleven  hundred  let- 
ters have  been  sent  out  from  headquarters.

The  greatest   pleasure,   perhaps,  of   the   year,  was   the    work  of  |

Tost,  with  old  soldiers  in  three  different  Wyoming 
towns,  where  I  feel  sure  there  ought  to  be  loyal  women  enough  to 
organize  a  Relief  Corps,  broui  one  l'ost  commander  1  received  a 
courteous  letter,  thanking  me  for  my  interest  in  the  old  soldier,  and 
stating  that  at  present  he  thought  that  there  was  no  hope  of  organi/-  ! 

ing.  From  another,  a  newspaper  notice-,  stating  that  I  was  going  to 
organize  a  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  that  town,  was  my  only  reply* 
I  have  written  since,  but  have  received  no  further  word.  I  loin  the 
third  place  1  received  no  reply;  but  at  present  we  have  a  good  live 
member  of  Custer  Corps  residing  there,  and  through  her  1  hope  to 
arouse   the  interest   necessary  to  organize.     I  shall   continue   to  write  , 

to  each  of  these  places  from  time  to  time,  and  shall  hope   to   report  *■ 

three  new  Corps  for  Wyoming. 

Very  much  to  my  regret,  I  have  been  unable-  to  attend  many  of 
the  Council  meetings,  owing  to  the  distance  ol  my  home  from  head- 
quarters.

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Report  of  Delegate  at  Large. 

Ckiimm.k  Ckeek,  Colo.,  May  3,   1  S^«>. 

Mrs.  President  and  Memheks  ok  this  Convention: 

In  accordance  with  an  established  custom,  1  take  pleasure  in 
submitting  a  brief  report  of  the  Sixteenth  National  Convention  <>f 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  held  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  September  8th 
and  9th,  1898. 

Colorado  should  feel  proud  of  the  large  delegation  sent  from  the 
borders  of  her  State,  as  each  Order  was  well  represented.  This 
Department  was  represented  by  Department  President  Lucy  M. 
Campbell,  Past  Department  Presidents  Catherine  Kennedy  and  Mary 
L.  Carr,  Department  Treasurer  Clara  Rapp,  Delegates  Lihbic  K. 
Daniels,  Ellen  Wheatley  and  your  humble  servant.  The  official  train 
commanded  by  Colonel  May  and  stall  left  Denver,  by  the  Union 
Pacific,  on  Saturday  evening,  September  3d,  and,  as  it  consisted  of 
six  coaches,  it  was  made  a  special  ;  therefore,  followed  the  regular 
train.  Many  courtesies  were  extended  by  Colonels  May  and  Ken- 
nedy; both  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  in  making  every  arrange- 
ment possible  for  the  comfort  of  the  excursionists.  Alter  an  unevent- 
ful trip  of  two  days,  we  arrived  in  Ciu<  innaii  on  Monday  evening,  and 
to  the  inspiring  music  of  Cook's  Drum  Corps  the  entire  delegation 
marched  through  the  street  to  the  Gerties  hotel,  where  Department 
headquarters  were  established  in  connection  with  those  of  the  Grand 
Army. 

Cincinnati,  with  its  beautiful  parks,  suburban  villas  and  pictur- 
esque river,  is  certainly  a  lovely  city  of  modern  improvements,  and 
deserves  the  name  of  the  "  Queen  City  of  the  Last."  The  decorations 
were  most  elaborate;  several  imposing  white-  arches,  representing 
modern  architecture,  studded  with  hundreds  of  various  electric  light 
shades  in  beautiful  designs,  were  erected  in  different  parts  of  the-  1  ity. 
Covington  and  Newport,  just  across  the'  river,  showed  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  veterans  by  their  profuse  and  magnificent  decorations  of 
homes  and  public  buildings.  The  citizens'  committee  had  made 
every  arrangement  for  the  reception  and  -entertainment  of  their 
guests,  by  way  of  receptions,  camp  tires, .  musicales,  and  as  a  souvenir 
the  delegates  were  presented  with  a  small  knap-sack  in  black  enam- 
eled paper  and  lettered  ill  gill,  which  eontained  a  booklet  of  coupon 
passes,  admitting  them  to  the  various  excursions  free;  of  charge. 
Lack  of  time,  however,  prevented  us  from  taking  advantage  of  but  a 
few  of  them.  The  most  interesting  place  1  visiteel  while  in  Cincin- 
nati was  the  little  trip  to  Fort  Thorn. is,  Kentucky,  a  six  mile  electric 
car  ride  acre>ss  the  river.  Port  Thomas  is  beautifully  located  on  the 
banks  of  the  Ohio,  and  has  every  improvement  of  a  modern  fort.  A 
pathetic  feature  at  this  time  was  the  three  hundred  and  fifty  sick 
soldiers  brought  up  from  the  South.  The  hospitals  were  filled  with 
the  sick  and  wounded  of  the  battle-  .it   Santiago.     It   was  not  permis- 
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sible  to  talk  with  any  of  tiV'e  convalescents,  much  to  our  regret  ;  hut  it 
was  a  pleasure,  at  least,  to  give  one  poor  fellow  our  Colorado  dele- 
gates' badge,  which  he  seemed  to  appreciate  as  a  souvenir.  One 
thousand  colored  immunes  were  beiitg  drilled  here  to  be  sent  to  Cuba 
October  ist. 

The  Woman's  Citizens'  Committee  gave  a  delightful  reception 
in  honor  of  their  guests  in  Scottish  Right  Cathedral  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing. Mrs.  Governor  Bushnell  assisted  in  receiving.  A  beautiful  hall, 
festooned  and  decorated  with  the  national  colors,  Hags,  plants  and 
flowers,  with  a  host  of  elegantly  attired  ladies,  leaves  a  pleasant  mem- 
ory of  the  occasion.  Orchestral  music  and  a  male  quartette  enlivened 
the  evening  with  their  excellent  music.  On  Wednesday  evening 
Mrs.  Martin,  National  President,  assisted  by  her  staff,  held  a  fcevp- 
tion  in  honor  of  General  Gobin,  at  National  headquarters,  the  Grand 
Hotel.  The  parlors  and  halls  were  well  filled  during  the  entire  even- 
ing, and  was  a  delightful  and  brilliant  affair.  On  Wednesday  morn- 
ing the  grand  parade  took  place.  1  was  fortunate  to  have  a  seat  near 
the  reviewing  stand,  and  for  the  second  time  viewed  this  grand  body 
of  soldierly  bearing  men.  The  day  being  cool  permitted  many  to 
join  their  comrades  in  this  grand  march.  Although  thirty-three  years 
has  passed  since  the  first  triumphal  review,  yet  the  same  enthusiasm 
and  expression  of  gratitude  was  evidenced  by  the  people,  young  and 
ol<jJ,  as  if  the  day  of  victory  was  but  yesterday.  The  parade  num- 
bered 16,500  heroes,  who  tramped  with  swinging  step  to  the  inspiring 
music  of  132  bands.  The  gre.it  number  of  tattered  banners  and  flags 
borne  by  them  testified  to  their  devotion  to  Old  Glory,  and  the  part 
they  took  in  the  preservation  of  the  Union.  1  will  riot  dwell  on  the 
many  novelties  introduced  by  the  different  departments,  as  time  and 
space  forbids. 

.  The  Convention  convened  on  Thursday  morning  in  Scottish  Right 
Cathedral  at  9,  A.  M.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  National  Presi- 
dent, Sarah  J.  Martin,  who  presided  during  its  sessions  with  her  usual 
grace  and  dignity.  Roll  call  found  every  officer  present.  The 
National  Chaplain  led  in  prayer,  which  was  followed  by  the  singing 
of  the  opening  ode.  Miss  Anna  Laws,  Chairman  ol  the  Ladies' Citi- 
zens' Committee,  was  presented  to  the  Convention,  and  in  beautiful 
and  fitting  terms  gave  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  city  and  their  homes. 
In  behalf  of  the  various  womans'  organizations  and  clubs  of  the  city, 
she  extended  an  invitation  to  all  to  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  meeting  them  at  their  receptions. 

Vesta  J.  Shoemaker,  President  of  the  Department  of  Ohio, 
extended  a  cordial  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  1 1,000  members  of  her 
department.  A  quotation  she  gave  from  Charles  Sumner  on  our  Hag 
is"  worthy  of  repetition,  lie  once  said  :  "The  very  colors  have  a  lan- 
guage white  is  for  purity,  red  is  for  valor,  blue-  is  for  justice,  and 
all  together  make  die  (lag  of  our  country  to  be  cherished  by  all  our 
hearts,  to  be  uplifted  by  all  our  hands."     Mis.  Martin  responded, and 
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in  turn  was  presented  with  ;i  vase  of  beautiful  flowers.  This  si-ssion 
by  vote  was  an  open  mic,  that  all  who  wished  might  hear  the  address 
of  the  National  President,  which  was  a  clear  and  concise  report, 
showing  that  much  had  been  accomplished  during  the  p.ist  year  in 
strengthening  the  Order,  assisting  tlie  veterans,  and  disseminating 
patriotism.  A  careful  consideration  of  all  the  officers'  reports  shows 
a  flourishing  condition  of  the  Order.  The  following  statistics  may  be 
of  some  interest  to  you  :  The  secretary's  report  shows  an  aggregate 
of  144,245  members,  a  net  gain  of  1,069;  number  of  Corps,  3,25.1  ; 
expended  for  relief,  $155,160.41;  balance  in  relief  fund  of  Corps, 
£56,468.29.  This  large  amount  expended  for  relief  panes  litis  to  be 
a  very  charitable  organization  indeed,  and  many  have  been  made 
glad  thereby,  The  treasurer's  report  shows  the  assets  of  the  organi- 
zation to  be  $18,997.02,  with  no  liabilities.  This  report  was  received 
with  great  enthusiasm,  and  to  show  the  good  will  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  to  the  Grand  Army,  two  thousand  dollars  was  voted  to 
that  organization  by  unanimous  vote.  Mrs.  liagley  was  delegated  10 
make  the  presentation,  and,  upon  her  return,  reported  the  great  sur- 
prise and  emotion  of  Commander-in-Chief  Sexton  in  receiving  it.  lie 
concluded  his  expression  of  gratitude  with  "God  bless  the  ladies." 
One  thousand  dollars  was  also  voted  to  the  Andersonville  Prison 
Fund,  to  be  used  in  improving  and  beautifying  the  grounds  of  that 
historic  place.  Also  one  thousand  dollars  was  voted  for  the  support 
of  the  National  W.  U.  C.  Home  at  Madison,  Ohio,  where  sixty-live 
dependent  widows  and  army  nurses,  who  are  most  all  invalids,  arc- 
being  cared  for.  The  report  of  the  matron  shows  that  fourteen  are 
past  eighty  years  old,  and  as  many  more  past  three  score  and  ten. 

Past  National  President,  Anna  Wittenmyer,  the  revered  army 
nurse,  is  continued  on  the  pension  legislative  committee.  Through 
her  untiring  efforts  six  hundred  and  sixty-live. army  nurses  are  draw- 
ing pensions,  which  aggregate  near  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
annually,  thereby  relieving  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  Home  of 
this  burden  and  giving  room  for  others  more  needy  than  themselves. 
The  emergency  fund,  instituted  by  Past  National  President,  Mrs. 
Martin,  will  be  continued  on  the  same  plans  as  long  as  our  boys  at 
the  front  demand  its  existence.  Good  work  has  been  done  along  this 
line  -$16,093.07  has  been  received,  $1  1,379.28  has  been  expended,  and 
supplies  sent  out  to  the  amount  of  $6,352.97. 

Among  those  who  honored  the  convention  with  their  presence 
were  General  Ransom  Post,  of  St.  Louis,  who  came  preceded  by  their 
band  playing  "  Marching  Through  Georgia,"  Kach  officer  of  tin- 
Post  was  escorted  and  introduced  by  a  Past  National  President  and 
they  were  received  by  the  handkerchief  salute.  Ik-sides  their  many 
kind  wishes  and  cordial  greetings,  they  came  with  handfuls  of  fra- 
grant flowers,  which  they  presented  to  the  president  ami  secretary. 
Other  prominent  (i.  A.  K.  men,  who  .paid  their  respects,  were  Ouar 
tcrmaster-Oiencral    Burrows,  chairman  of  the  official  committee  from 
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the  Grant]  Army.  Comrade  Burrows,  in  eloquent  terms,  paid  a  flow- 
ing tribute  to  their  auxiliary;  lie  expressed  the  appreciation  ui  the 
Grand  Army  for  the  contribution  for  Memorial  Day  in  the  South, 
whereby  they  were  enabled  to  purjclia.se  lot t y-two  thousand  flags  to 
send  to  the  south  and  national  cemeteries.  The  other  members  of 
the  committee  had  nothing  but  words  of  praise  and  encouragement. 
Comrade  Hurst,  of  Pennsylvania,  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to  the 
convention  to  meet  in  the  "Quaker  City"  this  year. 

Our  late  Commander-in-Chief,  James  R.  Sexton,  waited  upon  the 
convention  and  was  received  with  applause.  He  pledged  his  loyally 
to  the  Order  by  saying,  if  he  was  not  a  friend  of  the  \V.  R.  C.  he 
would  resign  his  position.  Mrs.  Miller,  National  President  elect, 
pledged  to  him  the  fealty  and  support  of  the  organization.  l>y  the 
death  of  this  honored  comrade  the  Older  has  lost  a  true  friend. 

National  President  Mrs.  Martin  called  the  National  aides  to  the 
l^atform  and  introduced  them  to  the  convention,  whereupon  Mrs. 
Mall,  chief  of  staff,  presented,  in  lining  terms,  the  president  with  a 
handsome  ring  and  brooch,  studded  with  diamonds. 

Mrs.  Fannie  Gee,  president  of  Mrs.  Martin's  home  Corps  in 
Brook  field,  Mo.,  presented  her  with  a  handsome  cut-glass  dish. 

Another  highly  appreciated  testimonial  was  a  gavel  made  of 
wood  from  Mt.  Vernon,  bound  with  metal  from  a  piece  of  six-inch 
gun  carriage  of  the  battleship  "  Maine." 

A  courtesy  extended  by  the  Ladies'  Kxcculive  Committee  was  .in 
elegant  course  luncheon,  served  to  the  delegates  both  days  of  the 
convention  in  the  spacious  banquet  hall  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Scott- 
ish 'Rite  Cathedral.     Covers  were  laid  to  serve  four  hundred. 

Election  of  officers  took  place  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day 
of  the  convention,  and  resulted  in  the  election  of  Flo  Jamison  Miller, 
as  -National  President.  The  convention  made  no  mistake  in  their 
choice,  as  she  will  bring  new  life  and  enthusiasm  to  the  Order.  I  will 
not  mention  the  other  officers,  as  all  have  been  announced  through 
general  Order.  Mrs.  Wickins  installed  the  officers  at  a  late  hour  on 
Friday  evening,  and  the  Sixteenth  National  Convention  was  brought 
to  a  close  after  a  most  successful  and  harmonious  session.  It 
undoubtedly  inspired  its  three  hundred  ami  seventy-five  delegates 
present  to  greater  work  and  zeal  for  the  Order  and  to  the  principles 
to  which  it  stands  pledged  in  assisting  that  noble  org.mi/ation,  the 
Grand  Army.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Legislation. 

Mrs.  Hester  VV.   I  Iakt/ki.l,  Department  Secretary: 

Madam-  Your  committee  on  legislation  lor  tin-  removal  of  the 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  i -Ionic,  appointed  by  the  last  1  )cpariiiieiii  Con- 
vention to  assist  the  committee  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  prompt!)  tendered 
its  services,  and  the  same  were  accepted.  In  fact,  there  was  a  joint 
committee  comprised  of  the  (1.  A.  R.  and  those  representing  .ill  live 
Auxiliary  associations,  with  the  following  named  officers  ;  John  \V. 
Browning,  chairman;  Mrs.  Debra  Moser,  of  the  W.  R.  C,  and  Mis. 
C.  M.  Baker,  of  the  Ladies'  of  the  ("..  A.  R.,  as  vice  chairman  ;  M.  S. 
Crawford,  secretary,  and  Mrs.  Mary  1 1.  Calvert,  of  the  \V.  R.  C,  as 
assistant  secretary. 

Frequent  meetings  were  held  in  the  Department  headquarters  at 
the  State  Capitol,  in  which  your  committee  took  an  active  part.  On 
the  evening  of  September  5th,  we  all  met  at  Colorado  Springs,  where 
we  secured  the  adoption,  by  each  convention  then  in  session,  of  ;i 
pledge  to  remove  the  Home  from  Monte  Vista.  This  pledge  was 
subsequently  adopted  by  the  convention  which  convened  in  Denver. 
The  work  accomplished  at  the  several  conventions  was  of  great  .is.-.i>t- 
ance  to  us,  as  many  members  of  the  lower  house  were  influenced  by 
'this  action  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  bill,  when  it  came  up  lor  final  pas- 
sage. The  bill  was  prepared  by  the  Department  Commander  \V.  T. 
S.  May,  Past  Department  Commanders  B.  L.  Carr,  A.  V.  liolin,  V.  S. 
Hollister  and  Comrade  J.  11.  Cooke,  and  was  introduced  in  the  house 
by  Comrade  W.  R.  Kennedy,  of  Leadville,  a  member  of  that  body. 
His  efforts  were  ably  seconded  by  Rast  Department  Commander 
John  W.  Browning,  also  a  member  of  the  house,  who  worked  with 
continued  zeal  and  interest  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

The  act  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  of  live  to 
erect  a  new  home,  and  appropriated  forty  thousand  dollars  out  of  the 
general  fund  for  that  purpose.  It  passed  the  house  March  16th,  with 
a  vote  of  43  to  16.  but  failed  to  receive  consideration  in  the  senate,  (.11 
account  of  the  rules  of  that  body,  which  enables  one  senator  to  become 
an  obstructionist. 

Afterwards  the  following  resolution  was  introduced  and  passed 
both  houses,  and  has  been  approved  by  the  governor  : 
Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  12,  by  Senator  Roe: 
Whereas,    The  members  of  the   (band  Army  of  the  Republic 
are  desirous  of  moving  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  from  its  pres- 
ent location,  and 

Whe-reas,  It  is  believed  by  all  concerned  that  some  other  insti- 
tution should  be  located  at  or  removed  to  Monte  Vista  before  the 
Soldiers'  Home  is  removed  from  its  present  location, 

Be  it  Resolved,  Hy  the  senate,  the  house  concurring,  that  the 
governor  be  empowered  ami  requested  to  appoint  within  ninety  days 
from  the  adjournment  of  this  session,  a  commission  of  five  citizens, 
who  shall  receive  no  compensation  except  their  actual  expenses,  and 
who  shall  investigate  the  whole  subject  of  the  removal  of  such  1  lome, 
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am]  who  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  next  session  of  live  legislature 
such  hill  or  hills,  as  they  may  deem  j > rt >| icr  ami  just,  looking  to  and 
providing  for  a  just  and  fair  exchange  thai  will  remove  the  Soldiers' 
Home  to,  or  near  one  of  the  following  cities, 'viz:  Denver,  Colorado 
Sprint^,  Pueblo,  (iolden  or  Brighton,  and  which  shall  provide.  Col- 
locating at  or  removing  to  the  present  Soldiers'  I  Ionic  site  some  other 
State  institution  that  will  be  a  fair  and  just  exchange  for  the  loss  to 
the  people  of  Monte  Vista  for  the  removal  of  the  Soldiers'  Home; 
Provided,  That  the  Home  for  Incorrigible  Girls  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered in  such  exchange;  and  I'rouidcd,  that  two  members  of  sueh 
commission  shall  be  residents  of  Monte  Vista  and  three  members  shall 
be  members  of  the  Grand  .Army  ;  and  l'rocideil  further,  that  such 
commission  shall  arrange  for  donations  looking  to  the  establishment 
of  the  new  home  for  the  soldiers'  and  sailors'  at  or  near  one  of  the 
cities  above  named. 

There  was  also  passe*!  by  the  two  houses  and  signed  by  the  gov- 
ernor,a  bill  introduced  by  General  Browning  amending  the  present 
law  affecting  the  management  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  providing  that 
ttie  Soldiers'  Home  Commission  shall  have  sole  and  absolute  care 
and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  and  report  direct  to 
the  governor,  instead  as  heretofore  being  under  the  control  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction  ;  also  that  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  for  a  Colorado  volunteer  to  reside  in  the  State  one  year 
before  being  eligible  for  admission  to  the  Home.  The  amendments 
also  pVovide  that  the  doors  of  the  Home  shall  be  open  to  those  who 
served  in  the  recent  war  with  Spain. 

We  do  not  recommend  a  continuance  of  this  committee,  as  noth- 
ing can  be  done  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Department  encamp- 
ment, when  we  have  no  doubt  another  legislative  committee  will  be 
appointed  to  take  this  matter  up  for  presentation  to  the  Thirteenth 
General  Assembly,  when  we  hope  that  the  removal  will  be  pro- 
vidtyl  for. 

We  regret  that  our  labors  were  not  crowned  with  success,  but  we 
are  satisfied  that  the  work  already  accomplished  will  have  its  influ- 
ence upon  future  consideration  of  this  matter. 

The  members  of  our  committee  were  always  treated  with  con- 
sideration by  the  Grand  Army  committee  in  all  matters,  and  your 
committee  was  fully  represented  on  all  subcommittees  appointed  by 
the  chairman  of  the  joint  committee. 

In  conclusion,  special   mention   should  be  made  to  the  interest 
and   zeal    manifested   by  our  chairman,  John  \V.  Browning,  who  left 
nothing  undone. by  which  to  effect  the  passage  of  the  bill  ;  also  to  the 
good  work  done  by  Department  Coiumainh  r   May,  l\i>i  Cniniu.indi-r 
Hollister,  Comrades    Baker   and    Crawford,  and    Mrs.  CampU  II,  mVr 
Department  President;   Mrs.  K.  U.Webb,  Ruth  K.  Loote,  Amos  Bis- 
sell  and  Mary  R.  Kill's.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Decisions. 


The  committee  appointed  to  collect  the  decisions  of  the  -Depart-' 
ment  Conventions  submit  iis  report  as  follows  : 

As  no  Journal  of  the  Department  is  to  he  had  prior  to  1889,  we 
could  go  no  farther  hack  than  1 888  in  our  research.  After  carefully 
looking  over  the  decisions  of  each  convention,  we  find  the  following 
to  still  be  in  force  in  this  Department  : 

I.  A  Roll  of  Honor  is  hereby  established  for  all  Corps  sending 
correct  reports  of  both  secretary  and  treasurer,  with  per  capita  tax 
inclosed,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  alter  the  close  of  the  quarter. 

II.  That  rituals  and  badges  (new  ribbon  being  supplied  the  lat- 
ter) belonging  to  Corps  disbanded,  be  sold  at  regular  prices. 

III.  That  the  president-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  Deci" 
sions  of  convention  within  fifteen  days  after  its  adjournment. 

IV.  That  the  rate  of  representation  to  Department  Convention 
Remain  the  same  :  one  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one  additional 
for  the  fraction  of  more  than  one-half  that  number. 

V.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  fifteen  cents  per  quarter. 

VI.  That  all  orders  for  supplies  be  sent  direct  to  the  Depart- 
ment treasurer. 

VII.  That  at  least  two  members  of  the-  executive  board  be 
elected  from  Corps  nearest  the  Department  president,  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  auditing  of  the  books  and  accounts. 

VIII.  That  the  Corps' quarterly  reports  be  tilled  out  on  day  of 
last  meeting  in  the  quarter,  the  same  to  be  enclosed  in  one  envelope 
and  forwarded  without  delay  to  the  Department  secretary.

of  previous  quarter; 

XL  That  a  Red  Book  be  purchased  by  every  Corps  in  this 
Department  for  the  use  of  officers  especially  ;  by  so  doing  much  valu- 
able time  and  postage  may  be  saved. 

XII.  That  the  records  of  disbanded  Corps  be  kept  on  file  at 
Headquarters  for  one  year. 

XIII.  That  a  record  be  kept  at  headquarters  giving  the  date 
of  organizations  of  Corps  and  names  of  charter  members;  also  a 
record  of  all  disbanded  Corps,  and  cause  of  same,  with  a  full  list  of 
members  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  disbandrncnt. 

XIV.  That  a  complete  file  of  Department  and  National  Jour- 
nals be  bound  and  kept  at  headquarters,  and  that  great  care  be  taken 
in  the  preservation  of  the  same. 

XV.  That  Corps  hereafter  organized  be  given  the  vacant  num- 
bers in  the  Roster,  commencing  with  the  first  vacant  number,  and 
that  the  date  of  organization  be  added  to  the  Roster. 

XVI.  That  on  election  returns  sent  to  the  Department  secretary 
be  written  the  address  of  the  Corps  president,  secretary,  treasure) 
and  chaplain,  u  it'll  street  -anil  number  of  those  living  in  cities. 
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XVII.  That  .1  Central  OnKr  containing  the  adelres.s  ol  the 
Department  chaplain  hi'  scut  to  ;ill  Lm  ps  i  liaplains. 

X\'11I.  That  Corps  treasurers'  bunds  he  furnished  free  to  .ill 
Corps;  Department  secretary  to  send  the  same  with  Corps  secre- 
taries' and  treasurers'  blanks,  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

XIX.  That  no  supplies  he  sent  Corps  Unless  ordered  on  regular 
requisition  hlanks,  the  amount  due  to  at  -company  llu-  order,  as  per 
Rules  and  Regulations. 

XX.  That  the  delegate  badges  ordered  hy  the  P.ighlh  Annual 
Convention  remain  the  property  of  the  Department,  and  in  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Department  treasurer;  that  they  he  furnished  hy  her  to 
delegates  fe>r  use  in  National  convention,  each  delegate  to  receipt 
for  her  badge,  and  re-turn  the-  same-  to  the  Department  treasurer 
after  the  'convention ;  that  the  Department  president  can  change  the 
ribbon  of  the  badges  at  her  discretion.

I.  That  wc  petition  the  next  General  Assembly  to  sti  amend  the 
law  relating  to  the  appointment  of  the-  Soldiers'  Home  Hoard  that  at 
least  one  member  shall  be  a  woman  :  the  wife,  widow  or  daughter  of 
a  soldier  and  a  member  of  the  \V.  I\.  C. 

II.  That  we  endorse  as  the  official  organ  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  of  this  Department  lire  weekly  paper  known  as  "The  National 
Standard,"  published  in  Denver  by  a  (.rand  Army  man. 

III.  That  the  incoming  president  use  her  own  discretion  in  the 
appointment  of  an  Emergency  Committee  in  every  Corps  in  the

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ADDRESS  OF  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT. 


To  the  Ojjlcers  and  Mouhcrx  of  the  Sixteenth  Department  Cnutu  n- 

tion: 

Ladiks — A  little  less  than  eleven  months  ago  the  representatives 
of  this  Department,  in  convention  assembled,  elected  meto  the  high 
and  responsible  office  of  President,  entrusting  lo  my  guidance  the 
welfare  of  this  Department.  It  is  with  some  pride  1  stand  In-fine  you 
to-day  anil  review  the  work  we  have  accomplished  in  advaiu  ins*  the 
interests  of  our  loved  Order  within  our  borders. 

When  1  accepted  the  honor  you  so  generously  bestowed  up. in 
me,  1  was  somewhat  acquainted  with  the  responsibilities  attendant;  it; 
but  the  performance  of  these  duties  from  day  In  day  brought  a  deeper 
sense  of  re;'li/.ation  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work,  and  the  necessity 
of  devising  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  the  best  results  was  my 
constant  thought,  labor  and  anxiety.  My  term  of  oilier  has  been  all 
too  short'for  the  accomplishment  of  what  I  had  hoped  and  desired  to 
do;  yet  it  is  with  gratitude  that  we  stand  on  the  threshold  between 
the  eve  of  the  old  and  the  dawn  of  a  new  administration  and  greet 
you  all  with  fraternal  feelings. 

As  we  listen  to  the  reports  of  each  of  the  Department  officers,  1 
trust  every  member  present  will  realize  the  importance  of  giving 
their  earnest  ami  thoughtful  attention  to  the  same  and  all  suggestions 
made,  and  legislate  wisely  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order. 

T1IK    WORK    OK   THK    Y1CAR. 

The  days  and  hours  as  I  recall  them  have  been  full,  but  the 
,  pleasant  tasks  have  overshadowed  by  far  those  of  an  unpleasant 
nature. 

The  correspondence,  of  which  I  endeavored  to  keep  an  account, 
soon  grew  beyond  me,  so  that  I  gave  up  keeping  an  accurate  record 
of  letters  received  or  answered.  Might  (leneral  Orders,  one  Memorial 
Order  and  four  Circular  Letters  have  been  issued  from  Department 
headquarters;  the  latter  included  Circular  Letter  No.  1  to  I'ost  (  mii- 
manders  having  nd  Auxiliary;  No.  2  issued  by  Department  Inspector; 
No.  3  to  Assistant  Patriotic  Instructors  from  Department  Patriotic 
Instructor,  and  No.  4  to  Department  Aides  from  Chief  Aide;  the  first 
and  last  were  type-written  at  no  expense  to  the   Department, 

MKMDKRSMIP. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  an  increase  in  membership. 
Our  loss  during  the  year  is  largely  due   to  suspension,  to  which 
the  Department  Secretary  will  call  special  attention. 
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While  every  effort  has  been  made  to  organize  a  Corps  auxiliary  hi 
every  Post  in  this  Department,  our  efforts  were  not  as  success! til  as 
we  desired.  The  great  number  of  beneficiary  and  social  organizations 
springing  up  throughout  our  states  impedes  to  a  certain  extent  the 
advancement  of  our  Order.  Early  in  my  administration  1  prepared 
and  sent  to  the  Commander  of  each  Post  without  a  Corps  a  circular 
letter,  accompanied  by  the  necessary  instructions  for  organizing, 
which  resulted  in  the  organization  of  two  Corps,  bearing  the  names  of 
two  of.  our  most  worthy  comrades  of  this  Department,  Myron  W. 
Reed,  No.  7  and  Byron  L,  Carr,  No.  10.  Phil.  Sheridan,  No.  \\,  has 
also  been  recently  reorganized,  thus  adding  three  new  Corps  to  our 
roster. 

My  efforts  have  not  been  only  to  organize  Corps, but  to  encourage 
the  weak  ones,  and  I  feel  rewarded  to  some  extent  in  this  respect.  I 
found  three  Corps  while  on  my  inspection  trip  very  much  discour- 
aged and  on  the  verge  of  disbanding,  but,  by  earnest  solicitation, they 
decided  to  retain  their  charter,  and  with  their  renewed  efforts  are 
now  in  good  working  order. 

The  increase  in  membership  and  interest  in  many  of  the  older 
Corps  is  marked.  Therefore  I  make  recommendation  No.  1:  That 
the  rate  of  representation  to  the  Department  Convention  remain  the 
same.  1 

1 » y  reipusl,  applications  for  charters  have  been  lorwarded  to 
Sheridan,  Wyo.,  liolyokc,  Woodland  Park  and  Delta.  An  organiza- 
tion will  undoubtedly  be  effected  at  the  last  named  place  in  the  near 
future.  As  the  provision  for  defraying  the  traveling  expenses  of 
Instituting  and  Installing  Officers  is  left  with  the  Department,  I  offer 
recommendation  No.  2: 

That  the  Corps  organized  defrays  the  expenses  of  the  Instituting 
and  Installing  Officer,  said  officer  being  appointed  to  incur  least 
expense. 

DtSHANDKD    COKl'S. 

1  had  earnestly  hoped  to  avoid  reporting  anything  under  this 
head,  but,  to  our  sincere  regret,  on  March  ^ t li  the  charter  and  sup- 
plies of  Richardson  Corps,  No.  33,  Las  Animas,  were  received  at  head- 
quarters, thereby  incurring  a  loss  to  our  membership  of  twenty-eight 
members. 

Previous  to  this  time  1  had  correspondence  with  the  President, 
Department  Aide  and  other  members  of  the  Corps,  and  tried  in  every 
way  to  encourage  them  to  retain  their  Charter,  but  to  no  avail,  as  the 
President  stated  it  was  impossible  to  get  any  one  to  serve  as  officers; 
therefore,  on  account  of  lack  of  interest  it  became  necessary  to 
disband. 

FINANCES. 

Every  business  proposition  has  been  considered  well,  and 
economy  practiced  becoming  to  the  dignity  of  this  Department  in 
our  expenditures  111  order  that  we  might   be    able  to  increase  the  sur- 
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plus  received  at  the  beginning  of  this  administration.  But  being 
deprived  of  this  quarter's  per. capita  by  the  early  dates  for  Conven- 
tion has  interfered  largely  with  our  plans,  as  the  year's  expenses  are 
contracted  just  the  same  and  must  he  paid  from  the  finances  on 
hand.  Headquarters  not  being  located  on  any  of  the  main  lines  ol 
the  principal  railway  systems,  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  transporta- 
tion for  official  work  as  often  as  desired.  Through  personal  appli- 
cation, I  have  received  some  courtesies  in  the  way  of  transportation, 
thereby  enabling  me  to  travel  in  official  duties  about  7,000  miles  at  a 
small  expense  to  the  Department. 

The  reduction  of  one-half  cent  per  capita  to  National,  will  be  of 
some  assistance  to  our  finances,  but  not  sufficient  for  any  reduction 
in  our  capita  tax,  hence  recommendation  Nu,  3: 

That  the  per  capita  tax  be  continued  at  fifteen  cents  per  quarter. 

RRLIKF    WORK. 

The  relief  work,  "cash  and  estimated,"  amounts  to  the  magnifi- 
cent sum  of  $3,717.21. 

We  have  a  right  to  be  proud  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in 
the  past,  but  let  us  strive  to  excel  in  the  future,  even  if  it  requires 
much  self  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  each  member, 

DEPARTMENT    RELIEF   WORK. 

A  competent  committee  has  been  in  charge  of  this  branch  of 
Department  work. 

Many  worthy  cases  have  been  reported,  all  of  which  received 
prompt  attention  and  assistance.  It  has  been  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mittee to  visit  the  sick  and  bury  the  dead.  The  pathetic  cases  appeal 
to  the  sympathies  and  are  an  encouragement  for  the  continuance  of 
relief  work. 

1  appreciate  the  faithfulness  of  the  Department  Relief  Com- 
mittee, and  particularly  th.it  of  the  chairman,  Helen  R.  Fldridge,  who 
has  always  been  willing  to  devote  her  time  and  best  efforts  to  the 
duties  of  the  position. 

EMERGENCY    FUND. 

A  few  demands  on  this  fund  from  some  of  the  Corps  has  been 
brought  to  my  notice,  but  none  from  the  Department,  and  as  we  have 
a  surplus  of  £38.60  in  that  fund,  I  offer  recommendation   No.  4: 

That  the  amount  of  cash  in  the  Emergency  Fund  be  placed  in 
the  Department  Relief  Fund. 

MEMORIAL    DAY. 

"'Strew  all  their  graves  with  flowers  — 
»  They  for  their  country  died, 

And  freely  gave  their  lives  lor  ours — 
Their  country's  hope  and  pi  ide." 

This  day  is  of  sacred  memories,  dear  to  the  hearts  of  a  patriotic, 
loving  people  who  assemble  together  annually  to  pay  a  loving  tribute 
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to  the  memory  of  our  Nation's  honored  dead  by  strewing  the  graves 
with  springtime  blossoms,  their  fragrance  breathing  the  loye  and 
tender  recollections  of  hallowed  associations  and  sweet  memories. 

To  many  of  our  members  the  last  Memorial  Day  had  a  greater 
significance  than  ever  before,  when  we  offered  the  garlands  of  ever- 
green and  forget-me-nots  as  a  tribute  to  the  courage,  unfaltering  pur- 
pose and  self-sacrifice  of  those  who  fell  in  the  Spanish-American  war. 

The  day  was  universally  observed  throughout  the  Department, 
according  to  the  report  of  Department  Chaplain;  Corps. co-operating 
with  Posts  in  appropriate  exercises.  To  me  was  accorded  the  honor 
by  my  home  Post  and  Corps  of  delivering  an  address,  dedicating  a 
shaft  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  "Unknown  Dead." 

IN    MICMORIAM. 

During  the  year  twelve  members  of  our  Order  in  this  Depart- 
#  ment  have  passed  on  before,  leaving  us  to  take  up  the  work  they 
have  laid  down. 

By  National  authority,  our  charters  were  ordered  draped  in 
honor  of  Past  National  President  Annie  Wittenmyer,  who  passed  In 
a  higher  life  February  5th,  leaving  the  Order  to  mourn  the  loss  61  a 
worthy  member  and  a  true  friend  to  the  veteran.  "Her  works  do 
live  after  her." 

Sleep  sweetly  in  your  humble  Knives, 
,  The  blossoms  of  your  fame  are  blown, 

behold,  your  sisters  brin^  their  tear.-., 
Ami  yearly  their  memorial  blooms. 

NATIONAL    CONVENTION. 

The  W.  K.  C.  of  this  Department  accepted  the  kind  invitation  of 
Commander  Royal  to  join  Ihe  Comrades  on  the  official  train  to 
attend  the  Seventeenth  National  Convention  at   Philadelphia,  Penn. 

Our  delegation  was  very  small.  None  of  the  regularly  elected 
delegates  or  alternates  were  abb  to  attend;  so,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Department  Council,  Kmily  R.  Cohen,  Past  Department  Secre- 
tary, was  appointed  delegate-. it-large,  and  Minnie  lieetham  of 
Greeley)  second  delegate.  Only  one  other  representative  was  pres- 
ent—Past President  Fannie  D.  \V.  Hardin. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Commander  Uoyal,  we  ;ilso  had  the 
privilege  of  sharing  headquarters  with  them  at  the  Continental 
Hotel,  where  we  had  the  pleasure  of  greeting  many  members  of  our 
Order  from  other  Departments.  The  Convention  was  pleasant  and 
harmonious,  and,  1  believe,  one  of  the  most  profitable  ever  held. 

The  citizens  of  the  Quaker  City  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  in 
extending  courtesies  and  making  all  feel  they  were  truly  welcome. 

While  there  1  visited  many  places  of  interest  of  Revolutionary 
fame. 
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GRAND     ARMY. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Carps  lias  a  broader  mission  than  that  of 
charity.

May  the  result  of  this  Convention  reassure  the  Comrades  that 
we  honor  the  badge  they  wear  a  badge  emblematical  of  battles 
fought  and  victories  won  in  defence  of  the  'Union.

Let  us  render  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans  help  and  encouragement 
whenever  and  wherever  we  can. 

LADIKS   AID   SOCIKTY. 

This  organization  maintains  the  same  relation  to  the  Sons  of 
Veterans  that  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  sustains  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  We  extend  to  them  a  godspeed  in  their 
noble  work  and  our  thanks  for  the  interest  and  assistance  rendered 
the  Union  Veteran. 

SOI.DI KRS'    HOMES. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Homes  located  in  this  Depart- 
ment, while  on  my  inspection  tour  among  the  Corps,  and  found  both 
in  excellent  condition  under  their  present  management,  and  the  com- 
rades seemingly  contented  and  well  cared  for. 

The  cottage  plan  adopted  by  the  Wyoming  Home  will  be 
explained  by  the  Department  Junior  Vice  President,  Sadie  M. 
Fisher. 

During  the  past  year,  when  the  financial  condition  of  the  Monte 
Vista  Home  was  made  known  throughout  the  Department,  several  of 
the  Corps  wrote  immediately  to  headquarters  asking  how  they  could 
assist.  Two  Corps  forwarded  £25.60  each,  others  smaller  sums,  with 
request  to  call  upon  them  again  if  necessary.  Finally  the  counties, 
then  the  State,  came  to  the  rescue,  and  by  a  timely  appropriation 
placed  the  finances  on  a  more  substantial  basis. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  comrades  were  enrolled  at  the  Home  at 
Monte  Vista,  and  about  thirty  at  the  Wyoming  Home. 
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SPECIAL   FUNDS. 

The  call  issued  from  headquarters  for  the  assistance  of  Jim 
Bowie  Corps,  No.  30,  met  with  a  generous  response,  and  that  little 
band  of  patriotic  women,  encouraged  by  the  kindly  interest  shown 
in  them,  were  enabled  to  resume  the  work  again,  and  are  now  in  a 
prosperous  condition. 

While  visiting  the  Soldiers'  I lome,  Col.  Shaw,  of  Colorado  Home 
and  General  Stitzer,  of  the  Wyoming  Home,  were  interviewed  as  to 
what  would  be  most  appreciated  for  the  Corps  to  donate.  Col.  Shaw 
expressed  a  desire  for  a  rlag  for  the  hospital  building,  and  a  continu- 
ance of  current  literature  and  books  for  the  library.  General  Siit/er 
thought  a  gramophone  would  add  to  the  enjoyment  and  pleasure  of 
the  comrades.  Calls  for  the  above  funds  were  issued  through  Gen- 
eral Orders,  and  a  most  liberal  response  was  the  result.  A  detailed 
report  will  be  given  by  the  committee  in  charge. 

The  amount  contributed  to  the  National  W.  R.  C.  Home  fund 
compares  favorably  per  capita  with  that  of  other  Departments. 

Responses  have  not  been  received  yet  to  the  circulars  recently 
issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  "National  Council  of  Women"  and 
"Andersonville  Prison"  funds.  The  latter  is  an  assessment  of  one- 
half  cent  per  member,  to  be  forwarded  with  first  quarter's  reports. 

INSPECTION. 

Every  Corps  in  the  Department,  with  the  exception  of  three,  had 
a  personal  visit  and  inspection  by  a  Department  officer.  Arrange- 
ments had  been  made  for  the  visit  to  Springfield,  but  a  letter  from 
them  advised  us  not  to  make  the  long,  tiresome  stage  trip,  as  they 
had  not  been  able  to  hold  a  meeting  for  some  lime. 

It  became  necessary,  in  order  to  save  expense  to  the  Depart- 
ment, for  me  to  assume  the  entire  western  slope  of  the  Rockies,  and, 
owing  to  the  short  time  to  do  the  work,  I  was  obliged  to  forego  the 
pleasure  of  a  visit  to  Sedgwick,  No.  3,  and  North  Fork,  No.  11. 

A  half-rate  on  almost  all  lines  w.is  secured  for  the  inspection 
work. 

OFFICIAL   VISITS. 

I  had  expected  to  visit  the  majority  of  the  Corps,  at  least,  during 
the  year,  and  had  planned  much  for  the  present  month  in  this 
respect,  but  here,  too,  plans  were  frustrated  as  already  mentioned. 

Altogether,  combining  official  visits  with  inspection,  1  visited 
eighteen  Corps,  in  each  and  every  one  receiving  a  cordial  welcome. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  installing  the  officers  of  Upton,  No.  2, 
Pueblo,  Victor,  No.  41,  and  my  home  Corps.  All  held  joint  installa- 
tions with  the  Posts,  followed  by  receptions. 

It  was  with  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  accept  the  many  kind 
invitations  tendered  me  to  attend  campfires  and  reunions  in  company 
with  Com.  Royal. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

A  number  of  questions  have  been  referred  tome  for  decisions,' 
but  in  most  all  cases  they  were  readily  covered  by  Uulcs  and  l\ emu- 
lations. Two  cases  of  "charges  preferred"  were  sent  to  me  for 
approval,  but  they  being  irregular,  a  final  disposition  of  both  was 
made,  with  the  consent  of  the  Corps  forwarding  the  same. 

The  Department  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  general  harmoni- 
ous feeling  throughout  the  Corps, 

PATRIOTIC    INSTRUCTION. 

More  than  ever  do  we  realize  the  importance  of  teaching  patri- 
otism in  the  public  schools.  This  branch  of  the  work  of  our  Qrder 
is  receiving  more  thoughtful  consideration  every  year  by  our  best 
workers,  and  plans  laid  for  mure  systematic  work.  With  the 
Revision  of  the  blanks  for  this  year,  the  forwarding. of  the  same  has 
been  somewhat  retarded,  and  shortened  the  time  for  the  Assistant 
Patriotic  Instructors  to  forward  their  reports. 

DKPARTMKNT    AIDI-S. 

A  Department  Aide  was  appointed  from  each  Corps  with  Ida 
Critchellas  Senior  Aide  and  Chief  of  Staff.  She  will  give  an  account 
of  each  one's  stewardship  in  this  respect. 

Commissions  were  forwarded  to  all  who  accepted  the  honor  con- 
ferred, 

PRUSS    CORRKSPONDKNTS. 

The  Department  Press  Correspondent  has  been  ever  willing  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  Order  through  the  press.  She  has 
reported 'many  commendable  articles  from  the  Corps  of  this  Depart- 
ment to  both  National  and  local  patriotic  papers.  In  order  to  make 
known  to  the  general  public  the  objects  and  achievements  of  our 
Order  I  offer  recommendation  No.  5: 

That  the  incoming  President  apply  to  one  of  the  leading  daily 
papers  of  Denver  for  space  for  weekly  patriotic  contributions.

Madam — According  to  the  required  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
our  Order,  I  herewith  submit  the  following  as   Junior  Vice  President: 

We  are  fully  aware  the  office  for  this  year  h. is  been  one  without 
work.,  Perhaps  it  is  sometimes  more  pleasant  to  be  "ornamental" 
than  useful. 

The  efficiency  of  our  Department  President  left  no  work  for  the 
Junior  Vice;  therefore  I  determined  to  at  least  visit  the  Wyoming 
Soldiers'  Home  as  frequently  as  possible,  thereby  keeping  in  touch 
with  the  "veteran  and  his  dependent  ones."  Under  the  care  of  the 
Home  at  the  present  time  are  two  old  ladies,  whose  husbands  are 
inmates.  As  the  laws  prohibit  the  wives  of  the  comrades  from  living 
in  the  State  Homes,  cottages  are  provided  near  the  institution  and  they 
have  the  happy  privilege  of  being  together,  the  Home  furnishing  all 
the  necessaries  for  their  comfort,  the  comrades  paying  the  rent  from 
their  pensions. 

I  found  it  a  source  of  pleasure  to  visit  the  Home,  as  well  as  the 
old  ladies.  I  go  two  or  three  times  each  week,  read  to  and  often  write 
letters  for  them,  and  by  their  cheerful,  happy  greetings  am  amply 
repaid  for  the  time  spent. 

When  inspecting  the  Corps  assigned  me,  I  found  interest  mani- 
fested in  nearly  all.  Especially  in  one  of  the  smallest  Corps  in  this 
Department  were  the  members  working  faithfully,  although  under 
many  difficulties,  endeavoring   to  hold  semi-monthly  meetings  regu- 
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larly  with  just  a  quorum — "merely  this  and  nothing  mine,"  some  of  the 
members  going  several  miles  to  attend.  Their  aim  and  purpose  is 
how  best  to  serve  the  Post  to  which  they  are  auxiliary,  remembering 
always  the  object  for  which  they  are  banded  together.

Report  of  Delegate  at  Large. 

l'niLAOKij'iiiA,  March  i),  1900. 
Stklla  A.  Kyle,  Department  Secretary  Colorado  and  Wyiuitiu.^. 

Madam— I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  through  von,  to  the  Six- 
teenth Department  Convention  of  Colorado  ami  Wyoming  a  brief 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Seventeenth  National  Couvi  nii>n, 
held  in  Philadelphia  on  September  6  and  7,  p'899.  Being  a  resident 
of  that  city,  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  present  at  the  meetings,  ami, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  the  duly  elected  Delegate  at  Laigv.l  was 
appointed  in  her  place. 

Tlie  Convention  opened  in  the  audience   room   at    W.klte.rspoon 
Building  at  10  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  September  6,  National  1'ivs- 
'  ident  Flo  Jamison  Miller  in  the  chair. 

The  platforni  was  crowded  with  the  National  officers  from  all 
parts  of  the  country,  and  the  large  hall  was  tilled,  both  down  stairs 
and  in  the  gallery.  Among  others  present  on  the  platform  was  Clara 
Barton,  one  of  the  two  honorary  members  of  the  \\ 'oman's  Relief 
Corps.  Being  called  upon  for  a  speech,  Miss  Barton  fittingly  ex- 
pressed  her  gratification  at  being  present. 

After  introducing  her  staff  officers  the  National  President  u  ad 
her  address,  which  was  listened  to  with  great  interest. 

The  report  of  work  done  in  the  past  year  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  good,  practical  common  sense  had  characterized  the  administra- 
tion, as  well  as  a  deep  sympathy  with  the  cause  in  which  we  are  all 
enlisted. 

Two  impressive  recommendations  in  the  report  wen::  "The 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  tin-  only  auxiliary  of  the  (band  Army  ol  the 
Republic,  and  desire  at  all  times  to  be  of  assistance.  To  show  our 
appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  loyalty  of  the  (band  Army,  I  would 
suggest   that   we   tender   them    a    contribution    towards  their  general 
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fund."  Recommendation:  "A  committee  of  three  shall. he  appointed 
to  urge  the  adoption  of  a  hill  hy  Congress  making  (.lie  wives,  mothers 
and  daughters  of  soldiers,  living  in  the  various  Soldiers'  Homes,  eli- 
gible to  the  same  assistance  as  the  soldiers  in  the  State  Homes." 

The  report  closed  with  a  beautiful,  touching  memorial  to  the  late 
James  A.  Sexton,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army. 

After  the  report  had  heen  referred  to  the  proper  committee,  it 
was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Convention  signify  hy  rising  vote 
their  appreciation  of  its  beauty  and  the  splendid  work  that  had  heen 
done. 

After  this  Mrs.  Winans,  in  an  appropriate  speech,  as  a  testimo- 
nial from  the  National  officers  and  Aides,  presented  the  President  with 
a  recognition  pin  of  the  Order,  made  of  pure  gold,  the  letters  "\V.  R, 
C."  in  the  national  colors,  surrounded  by  a  laurel  wreath,  in  the  center 
of  which  was  a  diamond  solitaire.  At  the  same  time  she  was  pre- 
sented with  a  solitaire  diamond  ring. 

The  report  of  the  National  Secretary  showed  a  membership 
of  115,426. 

The  financial  report  of  the  W.  R.  C.  showed  a  total  cash  balance 
in  all  funds  on  hand  July  1,  1800,  of  >i8,oio.q6,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  more  than  $4,000. 

The  reports  of  the  officers  having  been  referred  to  the  several 
committees,  Major  Mink  was  announced.  After  being  presented  to 
the  Convention  he  made  a  short  address,  alluding  to  his  love  for  the 
W.  R.  C,  especially  for  the  sake  of  his  wife,  who  had  so  many  years 
been  an  active  worker  in  our  Order.  He  said  there  is  but  one  thing 
that  could  he  added  to  you  that  would  make  our  Republic  better,  and 
that  is  to  give  the  American  women  the  ballot  and  let  them  stand  side- 
by  side  with  men,  equal  in  all  things  and  worthy  of  our  country. 

Shortly  after  this  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Convention 
adjourn  for  lunch,  to  reconvene  at  1:30  p.  in. 

The  luncheon  prepared  for  us  by  the  committee  in  charge  was 
indeed  a  generous  one,  giving  evidence  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Phil- 
adelphia women.  And  here  may  I  say,  without  being  thought  ego- 
tistical because  it  is  my  birthplace,  that  Philadelphia  did  indeed  give 
a  royal  welcome  to  the  G.  A.  R.  Kverything  that  could  be  thought 
of  was  done  to  show  the  honor  in  which  were  held  the  veterans  of 
the  war.  Broad  street,  one  of  the  largest  avenues  in  the  world, 
through  which  marched  our  comrades,  was  most  magnificently  deco- 
rated, and  the  "Avenue  of  Fame"  will  long  be  remembered  by  the 
thousands  who  saw  it  by  day  and  brilliantly  illuminated  by  night. 

.  After  luncheon  Convention  was  called  to  order,  guards  closed  the 
doors,  and  none  were  admitted  without  the  password,  and  nomina- 
tions for  National  President  were  declared  in  order.  Although  there- 
were  several  candidates,  the  result  of  the  election  is  now  well 
known,  Mrs.  Hodge  getting  the  majority  of  votes,  200.  The  election 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Vice  Presidents,  as  well  as  that  of  Treas- 
urer and  Chaplain,  were  all  unanimous. 
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During  the  afternoon  (hiht.iI  Black  was  announced,  w  h.<  I, .id 
come  to  conduct  meuiorial  services  in  honor  of  Commander  in  Chief 
Sexton.     These  being  over,  the  Convention  was  declared  closed. 

On  Thursday,  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  1.  in.,  and 
after  prayer  the  election  til  the  Executive  Hoard  was  concluded;  the 
members  of  the  Board  are  as  follows:  Charlotte  |.  Cummings, 
Minnie  I).  Morgan,  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Scut t  and  Mrs.  Ball.  Tin  after- 
noon session  was  somewhat  taken  up  with  the  election  of  the  Home 
Board,  and  Flo  Jamison  Miller  was  elected  by  1S0  vou  s. 

I  was  impressed  by  a  suggestion  of  Mrs.  Turner,  in  regard  to  tin- 
auditing  of  the  books;  it  was  to  the  effect  that,  though  every  Depart- 
ment and  Corps  has  its  Auditing  Cuinniittee,  that  not  uiii  out  of 
every  twenty  understands  auditing,  ant]  she  suggested  that  a  blank  of 
instructions,  approved  by  the  National  President,  be  distributed  in 
each  Department, and  placed  in  front  of  the  cash  book  of  every  Corps 
for  the  instruction  of  the  Auditing  .Committee.  This  being  put  in 
the  form  of  a  motion,  was  seconded  and  carried  by  almost  the  entire 
Convention. 

Willi  reports  from  the  various  committees,. telegrams  and  gn :\  t- 
ings  to  the  absent  ones,  the  business  of  the  Convention  cam..'  to  a 
close.  It  had  been  an  instructive  as  well  as  an  interesting  one,  and' 
a  fitting  close  to  a  successful  year,  and  one  which  should  be  long 
remembered  by  all  present. 

In  Submitting  this  report,  1  must  ask  the  leniency  and  considt  ra- 
tion of  you  all.  In  a  way  1  have  gotten  out  of  the  work,  and  for  years 
fear  that  I  have  been  a  drone  among  so  many  bus)  workers.  Per- 
sonal matters  and  ill  health  have  made  it  impossible  for  me  to 
connect  myself  with  a  Corps  in  Philadelphia,  so  that  beyond  keeping 
up  my  membership  in  Veteran  Corps,  and  a  willingness  to  give  finan- 
cial assistance,  as  Jar  as  able,  whenever  called  upon,  1.  do  not  feel 
myself  of  much  use  to  the  Order;  therefore,  when  asked  by  our 
Department  President  to  write  this  report,  1  willingly  assented,  as 
here  was  my  opportunity  to  contribute  my  mite,  poor  though  1  knew 
it  would  be. 

It  is  almost  ten  years  since  I  gave  in  my  report  as  Department 
Secretary  at  the  Convention  which  met  in  Denver,  April,  189Q,  and  I 
little  thought  then  that  my  next  would  be  written  so  many  miles 
away,  but  God  knew  best,  ami  for  Mime  wise  reason  dealt  the  I  -low 
that  bowed  my  head  in  sorrow,  and  look  me  from  my  adopted  home 
in  Colorado. 

To  some  of  you  I  am  perhaps  not  known,  even  by  name,  but 
some  there  are  among  you  who  1  feel  still  hold  me  in  kind  remem- 
brance, and  so  to  one  and  all  I  send  a  loving  greeting,  and  "God 
bless  you."

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  attended  with  many  pleasant  in- 
cidents. In  almost  all  communications  sent,  personal  letters  have 
been  enclosed,  and  these  I  have  never  failed  to  acknowledge.  While 
the  resolutions  of  the  former  Press  Correspondent  were  adopted,  and 
subscriptions  were  forwarded  to  the  National  Tribune,  the  Seurt'M- 
liyht,  of  Kansas,  and  the  National  W.  11.

Once  more  we  approach  the  day  hallowed  to  the  memories  of  our 
Soldier  dead,  and  let  me  remind  all  members  of  the  Order  of  their 
sacred  duty  in  the  proper  observance  of  the  day,  and  lend  their  assist- 
ance in  making  this  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1899,  an  object  lesson  of 
patriotism,  demonstrating  to  the  world  our  love  of  country  and  the 
reverence  in  which  we  hold  the  memory  of  our  heroes,  who  gave  their 
lives  a  willing  sacrifice  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union. 

Many  who  participated  in  the  ceremonies  of  one  year  ago  are 
added  to  the  list  of  those  gone  before,  and  loving  hands  will  strew 
the  fragrant  blossoms  of  spring-time,  bedewed  with  the  falling  tears 
of  mourning  hearts  over  their  mounds. 
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The  realities  of  a  cruel  war  the  past  year,  whereby  many  who 
went  out  in  the  beauty  of  early  manhood  will  return  no  more,  is  a 
reminder  of  the  increasing  duties  incumbent  upon  us  in  remember- 
ing ihem  for  the  valor  and  patriotism  displayed  in  sacrificing  their 
lives  for  the  liberty  of  humanity. 

The  Twentieth  Annual  Kncampment,  G.  A.  R.,  Department  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming,  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  graves  of  the  volunteers  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  with  those  of  the  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  of 
the  United  States  forces,  shall  hereafter  have  a  tlag  placed  upon 
them  and  be  strewn  with  flowers  in  the  same  manner  as  the  graves 
of  the  Veterans  of  the  civil  war  on  the  regular  Memorial  Day  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Let  each  Corps  prepare  a  special  offering  to  the  memory  of  the 
hero  for  whom  its  Post  is  named. 

Remember  the  tribute  and  service  to  the  unknown  dead,  by 
erecting  an  altar  and  placing  the  choicest  (lowers  around  the  tlag 
they  died  to  save;  so  let  us  strew 

"Roses  for  the  blood  they  shed, 
Rue  for  the  pain  and  strife, 
Lilies  for  the  peace  they  made, 
Immortelles  (or  endless  life, 
Poppies  fur  for^etddness 
Of  the  hate  'twixt  lilue  and  Gray, 
And  over  all,  Forget-rue-nuts 
For  our  heroes  loved  alway."

II.  It  will   be   impossible   for   the    Inspectors   to  meet   with  all  *

Having  been  appointed  Patriotic  Instructor,  Department  of  Col- 
orado and  Wyoming,  I  assume  the  duties  of  the  same  with  a  willing- 
ness to  do  all  1  can  to  further  one  of  the  grandest  objects  of  our 
organization,  namely:  To  inculcate  lessons  of  Patriotism  and  Love  of 
Country  among  our  children  and  in  the  communities  in  which  we 
live. 

With  the  earnest,  united  efforts  of  every  Corps  in  this  Depart- 
ment this  very  important  line  of  work  can  be  made  a  success,  and  in 
every  school  lessons  of  American  citizenship  taught  and  the  salute  to 
the  American  Hag  given. 

The  question  comes,  "How  are  we  to  introduce  that  teaching  into 
the  public  schools  ?"  We  would  say:  Ask  the  consent  of  the  board  of 
education  and  teachers  and  explain  what  is  desired. 
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Certainly  there  are  none  who  would  object  to  the  child  salut- 
ing the  American  Hag  once  a  day,  ami  ilie  duties  of  American  citi- 
zenship  taught,  also  patriotic  songs  sung  at  least  once  a  week. 

And  where  Corps  are  not  financially  able  to  furnish  each  school 
room  with  the  necessary  outfit  for  patriotic  teaching,  such  as  one  flag, 
one  Declaration  of  Independence  chart,  one  Patriotic  Primer  and 
Ritual,  giving  the  flag  salute,  school  hoards   might,   if  asked,   furnish

tendents  would  recommend  the  same. 

Corps  will  obtain  the  above  outfits' 'from  Department  Treasurers 
through  Corps  Treasurers.

I.  A  Roll  of  Honor  is  hereby  established  for  all  Corps  sending 
reports  of  both  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  willi  per  capita  tax  inclosed, 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  after  the  close  of  the  quarter. 

II.  That  rituals  and  badges  (new  ribbon  being  supplied  the 
latter),  belonging  to  disbanded  Corps,  be  sold  at  regular  prices. 

III.  That  the  .President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  ol 
decisions  of  Convention  within  fifteen  days  after  its  adjournment.

That  Corps  Presidents  do  not  appoint  new  Patriotic 
Committees  until  after  Department  Convention,  thus  allowing  more 
time  for  good  reports. 

XXXV.  That  prizes  be  offered  for  patriotic  contests  in  the

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

MRS.    PRESIDENT,    OFFICERS   AND    LADIES    OF   THK    CON-

written  during  the  year,  but  early  in  my  administration  found  it 
would   be  impossible   and   abandoned   the   idea,     .vs   I   said    before,  i 

these  months  have  been  busy  ones  and  truly  they  have  been  short 
ones  as  well.     It  has  seemed  sometimes  thai   the  hours  must  eon- 
tain  fewer  minutes   than   they   did    when   my   time   was   less   oeou-  ,  ''*'" 
pied. 

Eight   General    Orders,    one    Memorial    Order,    two    Special    Or-  I 

ders,  and  five  Circular  Letters,  have  been  issued  from  the  Depart- 
ment Headquarters,  besides  a  vast  amount  of  official  correspond- 
ence! Circular  Letter  No.  2  was  typewritten  at  no  expense  to  the  , 
Department.  I  have  traveled  more  than  live  thousand  miles  on 
Department  business  at  a  very  trilling  expense  to  the  Depart- 
ment; I  have  attended  the  funerals  and  participated  in  the  last 
honors  to  five  comrades  of  the  line — in  two  cases  there  was  "lack 
of  woman's  nursing,  there  was  dearth  of  woman's  tears."  I 
have  been  weary  often  and  discouraged  much,  but  can  rejoice 
with  you  in  the  steady  growth  of  the  organization  in  our  Depart- 
ment. 

WOKK  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  well  deserves  the  recognition  it 
has  earned  and  receives  all  over  our  broad  laud.  All  loyal  women 
are  interested  in  the  work  we  are  doing  for  the  U niton  veteran  and 
his  family;  and  for  this  reason  they  are  rallying  from  the  East, 
West,   North   afnd  South   to  join     us   jn   our     efforts.     Our   work   is

RELIEF  WOlUv. 
This,  our  legitimate   work,   has  been   most  earnestly  and   faith-  f 

fully  carried  on  as  in  the  years  past;  Colorado  and  Wyoming  are 
ever  ready  t'o  extend  a  helping  hand  to  every  cay  of  distress.  It 
is  with  satisfaction  that  I,  today,  submit  my  report  to  the  De- 
partment Commander.  The  sum  of  $2, £.28. GO  has  been  expended 
in  direct  relief  work;  turned  over  to  Posts  $283.10;  relief  other 
than  money,  $2,278.85;  Texas  relief  fund,  $328.50.  This  is  a  work 
we  may  well  be  proud  "of.  Let  us  endeavor  to  perpetuate  our  claim 
of  standing  very  near  the  head  on  the  roll  In  charitable  deeds.

TEXAS  RELIEF.

through  a  member  k>Z  our  Council  of  our  proposition,  did  not  * 
wait  for  the  call  to  be  made,  but  sent  in  a  donation  of  ten  ($U)u) 
dollars  at  once.  You  will  have  seen  through  General  Order*  that 
this  appeal  from  Texas  met  with  a  most  liberal  response.  Our 
noble  hearted  women  "of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  could  n.«t  do 
otherwise. 

DEPARTMENT  RELIEF.  .*« 

~«*»»  ~- 

Under  the  chairmanship  \>t  Mrs.  Jennie  McOill,  this  department 
of  our  work  has  been  cart-fully  looked  after.  Many  cases  or*  distress 
have  been  reported  and  relieved.  Mrs.  MeGill  has  been  an  inde- 
fatigable worker  and  is  deserving  of  our  warmest  thanks  for  her 
earnestness  and  zeal.  Though  we  have  live  members  on  the  relief 
committee,  only  the  chairman  has  reported  any  relief  work  d<une. 
I  think  it  is  not  generally  understood  by  the  members  of  the  De- 
partment Relief  Committee  that  they  all  have  the  privilege  of  a 
careful  use  of  the  relief  fund  In  their  different  localities  in  eases 
not  covered  by  Corps  work. 

SOLDIER'S-  HOAXES. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  \isit  the  Wyoming  Home,  accom- 
panied by  my  Secretary  and  several  members  of  J.  F.  Reynolds 
Corps  No.  9.  We  found  the  thirty-three  inmates  comfortably 
housed  and  seemingly  quite  contented  with  their  surroundings. 
The  house  is  small,  and  with  the  influx  which  the  cold  weather 
always  brings  to  our   Homes,   it   would     be     tilled   to  overflowing. 

There  were  several  cases  of  sickness  in  the  house  at  the   time  of  j  ,. 

our  visit,  and  when  we  saw  those  in  health  "obliged  to  shure  their  j|p 

room  with  the  sick  comrade,  we  realized  their  pressing  need  of  a 
hospital  building,  where  good  nursing  for  the  sick  might  be  had. 
We  immediately  began  to  form  some  plan  whereby  they  might 
procure  that  which   they  s'o   much   needed.     Through    the   able   as-  ,* 

slstance  of  our   Secretary,    we    were   successful     in   getting  a   bill  TT 

introduced  into  the  Legislature,  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
$3,000,  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  building  and  a  cottage  for  the 
commander's  family.  Though  I  was  unable  to  attend  personally 
to  any  of  the  details,  I  believe  we  were  the  "power  behind  the  gun" 
and  the  bill  was  passed.  We  learned  later,  to  our  regret,  that  it 
would  probably  be  some  months  before  the  improvements  could 
be  made. 

General  Stltser  and  his  estimable  wife,  were  most  hospitably 
inclined  towards  us,  and  we  were  entertained  in  a  most  charming 
manner. 

My  visit  to  the  Monte  Vista  Home  was  a  pleasant  surprise,  for 
though  situated  in  rather  an  inaccessible  part  of  the  State  of 
Colorado,  I  found  the  surroundings  most  pleasant,  even  in  Novem- 
ber. The  comrades  seemed  delighted  to  shake  hands  and  con- 
verse with  me,  and  when  they  found  that  I  must  return  to  Monte  J 
Vista,  begged  me  to  remain  longer  with  them.  Colonel  and  Mrs.  £ 
Shaw  cordially  invited  me  to  remain    over    night,     but    as    1     was                           £ 
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obliged  to  take  an  early  morning  train  in  order  to  make  my  next 
appointment,  I  had  to  forego  ilu*  idea  sure.  Colonel  Shaw  repurteit 
the  comrade's  much  more  contented  than  when  he  first  took  com- 
mand,  but  in  my  eonversatioii  with  them  1  found  ihey  si  ill  sigh 
for  the  removal  of  the  Home 

INCREASE    IN   MEA1P.KKSH1P. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  membership  during  the 
year,  but  the  number  of  suspensions  at  times  has  been  very  dis- 
couraging. I  have  tried  to  impress  upon  my  aides  the  importance 
of  retaining  the  Old  members  as  wed  as  adding  new  ones  to  our 
number.     But   despite    it    all,    many    suspensions    are    reported. 

Early  in  my  administration  I  sent  out  a  typewritten  letter  to 
all  Grand  Army  Posts  having  no  auxiliary,  urging  them  to  lake 
steps  to  organize  one.  With  the  Posts  mentioned  in  my  predeces- 
sor's report,  as  having  requested  applications  for  charter,  1  kept 
up  a  personal  correspondence,  at  least  tried  to,  but  it  was  all  on 
my  side.  I  could  get  them  to  lake  no  further  steps  in  the  matter. 
To  many  of  our  Posts  I  have  written  perseverihgly,  but  all  ef- 
forts seemed  in  vain.  The  multiplicity  of  secret  'orders  through- 
out our  land  make  it  more  dihicult  each  year  for  us  to  get  a  foot- 
hold. By  request  two  applications  for  charters  have  recently 
been  forwarded,  One  to  Canon  City,  Colorado,  and  one  to  Saratoga, 
Wyoming.  We  hope  to  hear  wry  soon  of  good  earnest  Corps  in 
each  of  these  places. 

DISBANDED  CORPS. 

Though  we  can  report  no  new  Corps  organized  this  year,  we 
are  pleased  to  be  able  lo  report  but  one  disbanded,  that  of  Akron 
No.  3G,  with  a  loss  to  the  Department  of  only  three  members. 
Brave  little  Akr\>n,  after  a  struggle  of  four  years,  with  bin  live 
members,  llnally  surrendered  their  charter  voluntarily.  They 
loved  the  cause  and  it  was  with  sincere  regret  that  they  at  last 
disbanded. 

I  found  much  work  to  do  to  encourage  and  strengthen  some 
of  our  isolated  Corps.  Two  '.if  them  wire  working  under  peculiar 
disadvantages  and  were  greatly  discouraged.  P<or  some  time  they 
were  my  constant  thought  and  care,  but  1  am  glad  to  report  one 
in  a  nourishing  Condition,  the  other  on  a  fair  way  to  success. 

INSPECT  JON. 
Tro*  work  of  inspect  ion  u;i^  svslemal  icallv  and  economically 
planned.  Several  Corps  were  visited  that,  owing  to  their  isola- 
tion, had  not  seen  a  Department  odicer  since  lSHT-ltS.  They  were 
found  greatly  in  need  of  encouragement  and  were  most  eager  for 
instructions  in  the  door  work.  In  my  opinion  these  far  away 
Corps  are  to  be  commended  for  doing  their  work  even  moderately 
well,  for  they  are  without  the  stimulus  which  comes  from  contact 
with  our  co-worksrs  fPom  abroad.  Two  or  three  Corps,  through 
i  the  careless  indifference  of  presiding  ollicers,  unwisely  chosen, 
had  not  seen  a  general  order  for  many  months,  and  but  for  the 
correspondence   necessary    to   carry   Un    the    work    passing    between 
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Department  Headquarters  and  themselves,  (hoy  .scarcely  knew  we 
had  a  Department.  On:-  Corps  should  eyerei.se  groat  care  and 
sound  judgment  in  the  selection  of  their  ol  Moors.  Upon  the  whole 
I  found  the  Corps  of  'our  Department  as  earnest  and  determined 
as  only  a  band  of  loyal  women  can  be.  I  was  particularly  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  officially  visit  and  inspect  the  Corps  at  Laramie, 
Cheyenne,  Greeley,  Denver,  Florence:,  Salida,  Alamosa,  Monte 
Vista,  Amethyst,  Duruiig*o,  Buena  Vista  and  Leadville.  lam  in- 
deed grateful,  both  for  myself  and  the  Department,  for  the  many 
courtesies  extended  to  me  during  the  trip. 

GRAND  ARMY  OP  THE  REPUBLIC. 

The  work  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  so  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  Grand  Army,  that  to  speak  of  one  almost  of  ne- 
cessity includes  the  other.  The  fast  thinning  ranks  of  the  old 
veterans  should  constantly  remind  us  of  our  duty.  But  for  them 
and  their  deeds  of  self  sacrifice  we  should  have  no  existence.  Le: 
us  n'ot  call  it  charity,  but  rather  appreciation  for  the  prompt  re- 
sponse to  the  country's  danger  signal,  which  actuates  us  in  our 
relation  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

SONS  OF  VETERANS. 

Our  relations  with  the  Sons  of  Veterans  have  not  been  further 
extended;  but  through  our  mutual  love  lVn-  the  Grand  Army  we 
long  ago  established  a  good  fellowship  which  shall  last  as  long 
as  either  organization  exists.  Let  us  aid  and  encourage  them  In 
the  erection   of   their   Memorial   University,    at   Mason   City,    Iowa. 

NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

Our  preparations  for  this  event  were  more  elaborate  this  year 
than  usual,  entailing  some  extra  expense  upon  our  Department: 
but  we  went  to  Chicago  with  a  grand  purpose  and  returned  home 
victorious;  bringing  to  our  Department  the  highest  honors  in  the 
power  of  that  great  convention  to  bestow.  "We  had  a  fine  repre- 
sentation from  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  all  loyal  and  true  t'o  Mrs. 
Carr.  All  women  of  culture,  as  well  as  women  of  energy.  This 
was  my  first  national  convention.  Many  times  have  I  planned* 
t'o  attend,  but  this  was  the  fust  time  my  plans  carried  me  into 
the  fray. 

We  could  secure  but  five  tickets  to  the  grand  stand  to  witness 
the  parade,  but  those  of  us  who  were  favored  found  it  no  hard- 
ship to  sit  in  the  hot  sun  for  almost  four  h'ours  watching  the  vet- 
erans, so  proud  of  the  tattered  old  battle  Hags  they  carried,  many 
of  them  trying  to  deceive  themselves  into  thinking  they  were 
young  men  in  the  vigor  'of  life,  instead  of  old  and  gray  haired.  When 
we  heard  our  drum  corps  we  knew  the  Colorado  and  Wyoming 
delegation  would  soon  pass  the  grand  stand  and  prepared  to  Kive 
them  an  ovation  that  should  attract  their  attention,  but  wu  soon 
found  our  voices  all  too  feeble  to  be  heard  In  that  din.  As  we 
noticed  the  faltering  footsteps  of  the  veterans,  we  were  saddened 
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even  in  the  midst  of  all  the  enthusiasm-  i'u 
be  thinner  by  many  a  t'omradw  before  line  i 
meat. 

MEMORIAL   DAY. 

The  day  revered  in  honor  of  the  nation's  dead  brings  to  us 
year  by  year  new   responsibilities   and    new   duties; 

As  the  living  ranks  of  the  old  "Hoys  in  lilue"  grow  thintn  r 
with  each  Memorial  Day,  so  the  newly-made  mounds  of  earth — 
their  last  camping  ground  in  Lite's  journey- make  fresh  appeal* 
to  our  sense  of  their  heroic  struggles  and  sacrifices. 

As  we  bring  our  dowers  to  deck  the  graves  of  departed  com- 
rades, let  us  not  forget  'our  obligations  to  the  living.  Mans  a 
head  will  be  bowed  in  grief  on  this  anniversary;  many  a  heart  will 
feel  the  sting  of  sorrow  afresh,  and  will  once  more  long  for  "the 
touch  of  the  vanished  hand,  the  sound  of  a  Voice  that  is  still.  ' 
A  word  fitly  spoken,  a  kindly  deed  in  season,  a  salute  to  the  badge, 
these  and  numerous  other  acts  of  kindness  will  soften  the  rough 
places  of  life  and  add  a  real  value  to  the  last  tl'oral  offering.  Do 
not  forget  the  thousands  of  brave  men  whose  last  resting  place  can 
never  be  reached  by  mortal  hands,  on  whose  grave  no  blossom 
can  be  placed.  Arrange  some  suitable  offering  fvr  these.  Let 
the  "Memorial  services  for  the  unknown  dead"  be  part  of  Lin  ex- 
ercises of  every  Corps. 

Especially  let  the  children's  assistance  be  encouraged  un>1 
appreciated.  Their  young  hearts  are  susceptible  to  the  teachings 
of  loyalty  and  love.  Help  them  in  every  way  tv»  emulate  the  pat- 
riotism of  their  fathers.  Do  not  forget  the  action  id*  the  Twentieth 
Annual  Encampment  of  the  tl.  A.  11.  with  regard  to  decorating 
the  graves  of  the  Spanish-American  SMtdiers.  They,  too,  ai\*  a 
part  of  «our   nation's  dead.

Seventeen  faithful  members  of  our  Order  in  this  Department 
have  been  lost  to  us  by  death.

My  Dear  Secretary:  By  the  wayside  of  a  busy  life  I  have, 
during  the  past  year,  plucked  a  few  W.  It.  C.  llowers,  the  fragrance 
of  which  will  remain  with  me  during  my  future  life.  I  n'osv  desire 
to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  my  work  for  the  year. 

The  trip  to  the  National  Convention  was  full  of  interest  and 
pleasure.  It  was  my  first  National,  and  much  'of  my  pleasure 
was  due  to  the  kindness  of  our  Department  President  and  Secre-  •■  v 

tary  and  the  Past  Department  officers  who  were  there,  and  I  ap- 
preciate it  very  much.  As  you  have  heard  from  our  President 
and  will  hear  more  from  our  Pelcgate-at-Darge  abvmi  it,  1  will 
take  no  more  time. 

At  the  close  of  the  convention  I  spent  several  days  at  Dan- 
ville, 111.,  visiting  the  National  Soldier's  Home  there.  This  Home 
was  located  at  Danville   by  an   act  of  Congress,  June  4,   18'J7.     In  i 

July,  1898,  Col.  E.  V.  Brown  was  made  temporary  Governor,  and 
opened  headquarters  in  a  little  ht)use  which  is  still  standing.  The 
first  member  admitted  was  Charles  Butler,  who  was  admitted 
October  13,  "1898.     There  are  about  300  acres  in  the  Home  property,  f 

having  two  large  groves,  and  a  lake  covering  about  40  acres,  which 
the   members    have    named    "Lake    Clements"    after      the     present 
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Governor.  The  llV>spital  building,  which  will  accommodate  about 
300  patients,  is  situated  in  one  of  the  proves.  It  is  littted  up  with 
all  modern  improvements  and  the  rooms  ;uv  very  eomfortab.le, 
and  are  so  arranged  thai  while  situated  in  the  «i\j\'e  each  room 
has  the  sunlight  at  some  time  during  the  day. 

The  great  central  mess  hall  ami  kitchen  is  210  by  23ti  feet. 
Above  the  dining  hall  is  an  assembly  hall,  library,  billiard  and 
reading  rooms.  The  kitchen  is  most  completely  equipped  with 
all  modern  utensils  for  cooking  and  dish  washing.  The  dining 
ro'om  has  large  solid  oak  tables,  seating  twenty  at  a  table.  The 
captain  of  the  dining  hall  and  kin  hen  was  very  kind  in  showing 
me  round  and  explaining  everything  to  me.  The  baker  showed  me 
their  apparatus  for  linking,  a  large  patent  bread  mixer  and  oven 
holding  f)00  pounds  of  bread. 

At  that  time  there  were  twelve  barra<  ks  buildings  finished; 
these  are  arranged  around  the  central  mess  hall  in  a  eir'cle,  and 
are  235  by  CO  feet,  three  st'nies  with  basement,  and  each  will  ac- 
commodate about  200  men.  They  are  steam  healed  and  electric 
lighted  and  have  large  bath  ami  toilet  rooms,  also  a  smoking  room 
on  each  lloor. 

The  convalescent  barracks  was  marine  completion  and  is  for 
those  who,  while  not  sick  enough  to  be  in  the  hospital,  tire  not 
well  enough  to  go  from  the  bartaeks  to  ihe  mess  hall,  and  this 
buildine  has  a  dining  room  in  it.  The  plans  t  all  tor  sixteen  barrack 
buildings  in  all  and  with  the  hospital  are  designed  to  accommodate 
4.U00  men.  There  is  a  laundry,  power  house,  morgue,  quartermas- 
ter's headquarters  and  street  ear  depot,  all  built  of  red  brick 
with  stone  trimmings  and  equipped  with  all  modem  conven- 
iences. 

In  the  southwest  corner  'of  the  grounds  is  the  cemetery  and  at 
the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  12  graves  there.  Two  members 
being  buried  last  week.  When  this  Home  is  completed  and  the 
grounds  laid  out  with  llower  beds  ami  the  walks  put  in,  and  the 
trees  and  sod  grow  around  the  buildings,  it  will  be  a  pretty  and 
comfortable  placer.  At  that  time  there  were  about  1,100  members. 
The  Adjutant's  report  of  the  lath  of  March,  this  year,  shows  a 
total  membership  of  2,0515;  1,739  present  at  the  Home  and  12!)  sick. 
I  met  several  comrades  from  Colorado  and  all  whom  1  met 
seemed  to  think  it  was  their  duty  to  assist  in  some  way  to  make, 
my  visit  a  pleasant  'one. 

On  the  morning  of  the  ;»th  of  November  i  started  for  Colorado 
Springs  for  my  work  of  inspection;  arriving  there  1  received  a 
most  cordial  welcome  at  the  pleasant  home  of  the  President,  Mrs.

They  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  earnestness  and  zeal,  and  desire  to  know  the 
work  *of  the  ritual  more  perfectly.

Corps  works  to  a  great  disadvantage  owing  to  a  small  attend- 
ance; senior  vice  and  guard  having  to  act  as  color  bearers;  while 
the  floor  work  was  done  much  better  than  one  could  think  it  pos- 
sible with  so  small  a  number  present.  A  large  number  of  Colo- 
rado Springs  ladies  were  there,  and  a  lunch  was  served,  some 
of  the  comrades  coming  in  when  the  signal  Was  given.  There 
is  no  Post  there  and  the  ladies  are  working  hard  to  keep  up  their 
Corps,  and  do  a  good  relief  w  oik. 

The  following  Corps  were  inspected  by  Department  Secretary, 
Anna  D.  Fishback:— 

FARRAGUT  CORPS  No.  1,  DENVER,  COLORADO.— The 
Corps  is  large,  enthusiastic  and  earnest;  the  president  and  officers 
are  about  perfect  in  their  work,  but  working  under  the  old  ritual 
made  a  slight  difference  in  some  of  the  floor  work.  I  found  this 
Corps  paying  off  for  a  fine  piano,  which  is  a  credit  to  them.  And 
the  relief  rejyorts  were  indeed  inspiring.  I  don't  think  the  De- 
partment has  anything  to  fear  from  such  a  splendid  Corps 

VETERAN  No.  14,  DENVER,  COLORADO.— The  work  was 
well  done.  The  floor  work  was  especially  worthy  of  commen- 
dation. It  was  beautiful  t'o  see  the  service  of  initiation  as  put 
through  by  this  Corps.  All  the  parts  were  well  rendered,  and  the 
Conductor  was  about  perfect.  I  found  this  Corps  also  working 
under  the  old  ritual.    Veteran  is  a  real  credit  to  the  Department. 

RENO  No.  21,  DENVER,  COLORADO.— This  is  a  very  pros- 
pering, harmonious  Corps,  and  doing  its  work  in  a  conscientious 
manner.

After  meeting  a  nice  supper  was  served  and  a  pleasant 
evening  was  spent. 

KILPATRICK  CORPS  No.  34,  LA  JUNTA.  COLORADO —Very 
discouraging,  owing  to  nOu-attendanee  and  delinquent  members. 
As  there  were  only  six  members  present  at  inspection,  the  work 
could  not  be  properly  done.  They  had  not  met  since  May,  conse- 
quently their  books  were  not  complete,  and  secretary's  report  very 
unsatisfactory,  as  she   was  absent. 

CASPAR  COLLINS  No.  13.  RAWLINS,  WYOMING.— Was  in- 
spected by  Adda  Ulen,  Past  Department  Chaplain.  This  Corps  is 
in  excellent  working  condition,  although  just  at  present  laboring 
under  some  disadvantages  in  the  performance  of  its  lienor  work,  but 
this  will  be  relieved  when  a  number  of  its  most  efficient  workers 
are  released  from  scarlet  fever  quarantine.  The  outlook  for  the 
Corps  is  very  bright,  as  they  are  not  only  in  ^ood  working  order 
and  very  faithful  to  the  interest  of  the  Post  to  which  they  are  aux- 
iliary; but  one,  to  me,  very  creditable  feature  of  the  work  there,  is 
the  fact  that  they  are  making  an  effort  to  recruit  their  ranks  from 
the  Loyal  Young  Women,  whose  youth  and  joyous  spirits  can  add 
so  materially  to  the  efficiency  and  pleasure  of  their  meetings. 

A.  E.  BURNSIDE  No.  3S,  LOVELAND,  COLORADO.— Was

COLOR  ADO.— This  Corps 
having  exemplified  the  \\\>rk  so  beautifully  at  Department  Con- 
vention,   was   ^x^mnt    from    insider  ion.    eveeot    by    blank.

Report  of  Delegate-at-Large. 

Los  Angeles,  California,  April  3,  1.001. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  De- 
partment of  Colorado  and  Wyojmittg: 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  our  Order,  I  hereby  submit 
the  following  report  of  the  Eighteenth  National  Convention  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  held  in  Chicago,  August  29,  30  and  31,  11)00. 
The  official  train  left  Denver,  Saturday,  August  27th,  over  the 
Union  Pacific  railroad,  with  Harper  M.  Orahood,  Department  Com- 
mander of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  accompanied  by  the  members 
of  her  staff  and  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  offi- 
cers and  ladies  of  the  C.  A.   11. 

I  can  report  no  incidents  of  the  trip,  as  I  preceded  it  several 
weeks. 

The  National  Headquarters  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public and  Woman's  Relief  Corps  were  at  the  Palmer  House;  as 
also  the  Departments  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  and  many  other 
Departments'  Headquarters.  Chicago  had  made  ample  provision 
to  entertain  the  many  old  veterans  by  throwing  open  their  many 
school  houses  and  establishing  a  camp  in  Lincoln  Park  with  tents 
sufficient  for  all. 

The  grand  parade,  where  thirty  thousand  veterans  of  the  Civil 
War  marched  through  the  streets  of  Chicago  on  August  28,  1900, 
to  the  strains  of  martial  music,  was  inspiring  and  brought  to  mem- 
ory scenes  of  the  years  of  'til  to  'ti*».  As  they 'marched  the  veterans 
passed  through  an  Avenue  of  Fame,  in  which  the  portraits  of  their 
great  commanders — Grant,  Sherman.  Sheridan,  Logan,  and  many 
others — looked  down  upon  them  to  give  them  inspiration.  They 
heard  the  shouts  and  plaudits  of  a  million  of  their  countrymen. 
They  were  led  through  a  Court  of  Honor  elected  for  the  oc- 
casion to  greet  and  receive  the  greetings  of  National  Commander 
Albert  D.  Shaw,  who  has  lately  passed  to  his  great  reward.  They 
were  also  reviewed  by  Gen.  Miles  (as  representative  of  President 
McKinley),  Mayor  Harrison  and  others.  That  you  may  better  re- 
alize the  magnitude  of  the  parade,  it  took  them  four  hours  and 
twenty  minutes  to  pass  a  given  point,  and  had  they  been  stretched 
out  in  one  long  line  they  would  have  covered  fifteen  miles  in  close 
formation. 

Tuesday  evening  was  given  over  to  receptions  at  the  Palmer 
House  by  the  National  Officers  and  many  of  the  Departments, 
all  of  which  were  well  attended. 

The  Eighteenth  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  convened  in  Central  Music  Hall,  August  29th..  Mrs.  Har- 
riet J.  Bodge,  National  President,  in  the  chair.  All  National 
Officers  were  invited  to  come  to  the  platform.  All  officers  re- 
ported present  with  two  exceptions.  The  devotional  exercise.-? 
were   conducted    by   the    National    Chaplain.     The    President    then 
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declared  the  convention  open  for  business.  After  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  committees  the  President  introduced  the  officers  who 
had  been  co- workers  with  her  the  past  year;  also  the  AiKlerson- 
ville  Prison  Board,  and  the  National  Home  Hoard;  and  spoke 
feelingly  of  their  ranks  being  broken  the  past  year.  She  then  in- 
troduced Clara  Barton,  President  of  the  Red  Cross  Association, 
and  an  honorary  member  of  our  Order.  An  able  address  was  then 
read  by  the  National  President,  with  several  recommendations 
for  the  good  of  the  Order.  She  referred  feelingly  to  the  death  of 
our  beloved  Past  National  President.  Annie  Wittenmyer,  as  one 
of  those  sweet  stars  of  memory  which  never  wanes  or  sets;  and 
the  death  of  Past  President  Sarah  J.  Martin  and  her  Secretary, 
were  not  forgotten.  The  President  reported  no  new  Departments 
organized  during  the  year.  Eighty-two  Corps  have  been  instituted 
by  Departments,  and  two  detached  Corps  by  National  Head- 
quarters. 

National  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Hagley,  offered  a  special  resolution 
of  our  appreciation  for  the  work  of  our  beloved  sister.  Clara  Barton, 
in  Cuba  and  in  foreign  countries,  and  after  many  years  the  recog- 
nition by  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society,  and  extended  congratulations  on  the  successful 
recovery  from  oblivion  of  thirteen  thousand  graves  of  our  Union 
soldiers;  and  whereby  twenty  thousand  men,  borne  on  the  rolls 
of  the  missing  were  either  put  in  communication  with  their  friends, 
or  their  friends  received  definite  information  of  ther  fate:  and 
wherever  there  is  a  call  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  co-operate 
with  the  National  Red  Cross  Society  in  their  work  to  the  extent 
of  their  ability.  The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.  Miss 
Barton  was  again  presented  to  the  convention.  It  was  an  in- 
spiration to  look  In  her  face  and  hear  her  speak.  She  spoke  of  the 
grand  work  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  were  doing  for  the  veterans 
who  are  fast  gathering  on  the  other  shore,  and  of  the  comfort  and 
aid  we  had  been  to  her  in  her  work.  She  said  "you  have  never 
failed  me."  She  closed  with  the  wish  that  God  would  bless  us 
one  and  all.  Then  the  convention  adjourned  for  lunch,  provided 
at  Masonic  Temple  by  tre  ladies  for  the  delegates. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  at  1  o'clock 
p.  m.  The  Chaplain  being  absent  the  convention  was  opened  by 
singing  "Blest  be  Thee  that  Hinds."  Most  of  the  time  of  the  af- 
ternoon was  taken  up  receiving  guests,  receiving  and  sending 
greetings  to  absent  members.  One  of  the  guests,  Past  National 
Commander  Paul  Van  .Dervoort  (an  honorary  member  of  our 
Order),  was  introduced  to  the  President  by  Mrs.  Sherwood  as  the 
one  who  made  possible  our  organization  in  Denver  in  1SS2.  The 
President  pinned  a  rose  on  him.  The  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming  asked  and  received  nermlsslon  to  give  Comrade 
Van  Dervoort  one  of  their  convention  badges.  This  request 
was  followed  by  so  many  that  the  comrade  was  almost  covered 
with  badges. 

Memorial  services  were  held  in  memory  of  Past  National  Presi- 
dents, Mrs.  Annie  Wittenmyer  and  Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Martin,  who  had 
been  called  home  in  the  past  year.     At  the  close   the  convention 
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arose  and  sang   "Rock  of     Ages,"   sifter     which   it   adjourned   till    ~;  | 

Thursday  morning  at  nine  o'clock. 

Thursday;  Convention  called  to  order  at  nine  o'clock',!  with 
Mrs.  Baer,  National  Senior  Vice-President,  in  the  ehair.  The 
important  work  of  the  morning  was  the  election  of  a  National 
President,  in  which  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming; 
are  always  interested,  particularly  so  this  year.  Maine,  Cali- 
fornia, Massachusetts  and  Kansas  all  presented  worthy  candidates. 
Lastly  Colorado  and  Wyoming  presented  theirs.  A  campaign 
with  such  leaders  as  our  Past  Department  Presidents,  Laura  S. 
Dodge  and  Fannie  D.  W.  Harding  (now  National  Secretary),  and 
our  candidate  being  so  ably  nominated  by  Past  Department  Presi- 
dent, Mary  Jewett  Telford,  merited  the  success  won.  Mrs.  Telford, 
in  nominating  her,  set  forth  her  many  capabilities  for  the  position. 
She  was  one  of  the  forty-three  charter  members  of  the  W.  R.  C, 
which  has  had  National  Presidents  from  -so  many  different 
states.  Having  worked  silently  on  for  seventeen  years,  the  De- 
partment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  deemed  it  but  just  that  they 
should  be  honored  by  the  election  of  their  candidate,  Mrs.  Mary 
L.  Carl*,  and  that  National  Headquarters  should  be  established 
on  its  eighteenth  birthday  in  the  state  of  its  nativity.  Our  claims 
were  allowed.  Mrs.  Carr's  nomination  was  made  unanimous  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  convention 
for  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Carr  for  National  President,  after  which  the 
convention  adjourned  until  two  o'clock. 

Convention  called  to  order  at  two  o'clock  with  the  President 
in  the  chair;  opened  by  singing  •'America."  The  afternoon  was 
taken  up  by  the  election  of  National  Senior  Vice-President.

U.  S.  HOLLISTER— Mrs.  President,  and  Women  of  the 
Relief  Corps,  I  believe  this  is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  ha-d  the 
pleasure  of  coming  before  you  in  an  official  capacity  and  bring- 
ing you  the  greetings  of  the  Orand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  am 
particularly  glad  to  come  when  there  is  harmony,  and  when  you 
have  the  National  President  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  your 
ranks. 

You  represent  that  spirit  of  loyalty  that  we  fought  for  in  the 
days  gone  by.  We  want  to  tell  you  that  we  know  that  you  are 
strengthening  us  in  all  our  walks  of  life;  you  are  strengthening 
us  in  our.  fraternity.  The  ties  of  fraternity  are  growing  stronger 
every  day.  You  are  strengthening  our  charity,  which  tells  us 
to  throw  the  mantle  of  forgiveness  and  forgetful ness  over  the 
weakness  of  others.  Now  then,  ladies,  you  have  done  this  much 
to  strengthen  us  in  the  days  gone  by  in  all  the  great  principles 
of  our  Order. 

The  ladies  who  established  tins  noble  order  of  yours  in  the 
beginning  to  contribute  simply  to  the  necessities  of  the  Grand 
Army,  have  biiilded  better  than  they  knew. 

May  you  have  the  ability  to  continue  this  good  work  as  long 
as  there  is  a  gray  head  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  as  long  as  there 
is  one  he  will  bless  you. 

GEN.  N.  J.  O'BRIEN— Like  my  friend  Hollister,  this  is  the 
first  time  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  appearing  before  the  Relief 
Corps  in  an  official  capacity.  Ladies,  I  can  sssure  you  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  come  here,  especially  as  I  was  at  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Relief  Corps  in  Denver,  which  was  brought 
about  principally  by  the  efforts  of  our  National  President  of  today. 
I  shall  continue  to  work  for  it  until  you,  or  some  of  your  de- 
scendants put  me  in  Cod's  acre.  This  is  the  greatest  organiza- 
tion in  the  world. 
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But  we  are  not  hero  to  make  lorn?  speeches,  I  am  proud 
also  to  be  here,  as  a  representative  of  Wyoming-.  We  are  loyal 
and  always  ready   to  assist  ;i   suffering  comrade, 

COL.  J.  D.  JOHNSON— Ladies  oti  the  Relief  Corps  Convention, 
it  Is  fitting  that  I  should  return  to  you  especial  thanks  tor  the 
honor  conferred  upon  my  better  half  by  electing  her  President 
of  this  noble  organization.  We  are  told  in  the  good  book  "that  the 
first  shall  be  last  and  the  lasi  shall  be  first."  Woman  was  the 
first  to  minister  to  our  suffering;  many  a  soldier  remembers 
with  gratitude  the  soothing  hand  of  mother  and  of  sister  that 
was  on  the  battle  field  with  them.  She  has  always  been  found 
loyal  t«o  all  her  duties,  and  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
occupies  the  post  of  honor.  We 'are  growing  fewer,  and  we  expect, 
yes  we  know,  that  woman  will  be  the  last  at  our  sepulchre. 
God  bless  you,  and  may  you  bring  to  the  orphan  and  widow- 
words  of  cheer,  and  not  only  that,  you  bring  to  them  the  substan- 
tial   things    of   life.

GEN.  RASSIEUR— Mrs.  President  and  Ladies:  It  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  be  with  you  today.  This  Department  is  one 
of  the  oldest  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  has  been  a  banner 
one  in  the  work  which  has  been  done  and  deserves  a  great  deal  of 
credit,  as  it  has  accomplished  so  much  nationally  for  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

On  coming  to  you  as  I  do,  officially,  1  feel  that  I  may  discharge. 
in  a  small  measure,  the  obligation  that  the  Grand  Army  owes  to 
you.  I  cannot  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  your  organization  has 
done  more  in  the  way  of  charity  than  any  other  organiztion  in 
the  world,  of  its  kind.  When  we  reflect  upon  the  immense  amount 
of  money  which  you  have  distributed  for  the  uplifting  and  bene- 
fit of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  we  can  hardly  realize  that 
so  much  good  work  has  been  done  and  I  think  that  the  country 
owes  you  a  debt  of  gratitude,  as  well  as  the  organization  to  which 
we  belong.  We  cannot  but  realize  the  fact  that  our  great  country, 
with  its  prosperity,  is  but  the  result  of  the  hardships  endured 
by  those  who  went  out  in  1S61  to  ]86;>.  This  was  no  ordinary 
war,  history  will  establish  the  fact,  it  was,  when  compared  with 
■  other  wars  of  the  world,  the  greatest  in  the  number  of  persons, 
and  in  killed  and  wounded.  It  was  also  the  greatest  in  another 
respect,  that  the  issue  of  the  war  was  the  future  integrity  of  the 
nation.     If  not  for  the  sacrifices  of  those  who  fought  for  the   [In- 
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ion,    this   country   would    have   been    divided    in    two   parts.    The  ■■•■ 
division  in  two  parts  would   have  established   a  principle  in   the  J 

South  which  would  have  resulted  in  other  dissensions.  One  part 
of  this  country  would  have  forever  been  for  slavery  and  the 
other  for  freedom.    This  would   have  led   to  other  wars,   instead  \ 

of   prosperity   we     would   have     been    engaged     in    turmoils    and  i 

strifes.  All  of  the  nations  of  the  world  look  to  this  nation  as 
showing-  wnat  a  nation  can  accomplish. 

These    old    soldiers    have     accomplished      this    much    for    this  i 

country,  and  you  have  discharged  your  obligation  by  taking 
care  of  the  needy  ones;  you  deserve  a  monument  that  shall  last 
as  long  as  time  shall  last,  at  the  hands  of  the  government,  whose 
debt  you  have  paid  as  money  never  could  have  paid  it.     All  I  de-  j 

sire,  is  to  ask  you  to  continue  your  good  work.  Others  will 
question  your  work.  I  beg  of  you  to  stand  together  as  old 
soldiers  stand  together.  j 

While  others  may  attempt   to  emulate  what  you   have  done,  | 

I  fear  that  there  is  not  another  organization  which  can  do  what 
you  have  done,  so  I  beg  of  you  to  continue  in  the  good  work. 
The  time  is  fast  coming  when  more  will  be  required  than  has 
been   in   the  past.    If   the   government    fails   to  do    what   it  seems  I 

of  importance  to  do  or  plan  for  it  to  do,  come  forward  and  say, 
"these  are  my  wards  and  jewels."  With  your  record  <of  the  past  I 
have  no  fear  for  the  future.  I  feel  that  the  old  comrades  who 
are  weak  are  as  well  cared  for  as  they  can  be.  The  money  thus 
expended  is  as  well  used  as  any  other  under  the  sun.    It    is   not  j 

an  investment  only  of  the  past,  but  also  of  the  future.  The 
mother  can  safely  send  her  son  to  fight  the  battles  of  the  coun- 
try, for  she  knows  that  the  country  will  never  forget  its  obligation 
to  her,  if  he  leaves  his  life  on  the  field  for  his  country.  The  hus- 
band can  feel  that  the  country  will  take  care  of  the  wife,  who  has 
made  greater  sacrifices  for  the  government  than  any  money  can 
pay  for. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  feeling  of  the  women  in  1SG1  and  tip 
to  the  close  of  the  war  the  Union  could  not  have  been  saved.  It 
was  she  who  remained  at  home  and  gave  up  him  she  looked  to 
for  support  who  made  the  greater  sacrifice.  The  man  in  the  field 
had  his  mind  kept  on  his  duties  and  learned  the  duties  of  a  sol- 
dier, looking  forward  to  the  day  of  strife.  She  who  remained 
at  home  had  nothing  of  that  sort  to  keep  her  up;  it  was  her  wom- 
anly strength;  and  when  she  gave  up  she  gave  up  more  than  the 
man. 

When  he  left  she  took  him  to  her  bosom  and  told  him  1  want 
you  to  come  back  to  me  as  pure  as  you  leave  me.  Who  made 
the  greater  sacrifice?  There  is  no  question  in  my  own  mind  when 
I  think  of  it.  The  father  spoke  to  him  as  a  man  would  speak 
to  a  son.  The  father  said  "you  are  going  to  battle  for  your 
country,  you  owe  it  service.  Yes,  it  is  best  for  you  to  go;  1  am 
sorry  that  you  are  so  young,  but  1  think  you  can  take  care  of 
yourself."  But  mother  said  "do  all  in  your  power  but  come  back 
to  me  as  you  leave  me."  What  an  inspiration  that  was  to  him 
as  he  went  into  the  army.

They  are  now  considering  what  this  young  giant  of  the  west 
will  do  in  China.  All  this  is  traceable  to  him  who  gave  up  his 
life  for  his  country.

COL.  STERRITT— Mrs.  President.  Ladies  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming:  It  is  said 
*'old  men  for  council,  young  men  for  war."  Is  this  wisdom  or 
not  wisdom  to  select  the  young  men  to  perform  the  duties  of 
war?  Patriotism  has  come  down  to  us  in  song  and  story,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  when  the  history  of  the  W.  It.  C.  has  been  cor- 
recly  written  this  organization  will  outshine  others  as  the  sun 
outshines  the  moon. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  has  said  all  that  I  would  be  able  to 
say.  Memorial  Day  always  impresses  me  strongly  all  the  or- 
ganizations of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  when  we  an- 
nually meet  to  strew  ilowers  upon  the  graves  of  the  dead. 
The  noble  members  of  these  ladies'  organizations  meet  with  us 
and  do  this  work  as  faithfully  as  their  hands  administered  to 
ois  at  the  front  in  the  dark  days  of  the  war.

As  he  was  leaving 
for  Cuba  it  might  be  called  a  farewell  visit.  It  was  during  his  ad- 
ministration in  1SS3,  and  through  his  untiring  efforts,  that  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  became  a  national  organization.  The  con- 
vention received  him  with  a  burst  of  enthusiasm,  and  he  was  liter- 
ally covered  with  badges  from  every  Department,  Colorado  and 
Wyoming  leading  in  the  presentation.  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming  was  represented  by  11  delegates,  which  was  most 
gratifying.

Denver;  on  a  tract  of  land  not  less  than  kuie  hundred  acres  in  ex- 
tent; the  Home  to  be  located  and  ground  purchased  (unless  do- 
nated) within  three  months  from  the  approval,  of  the  act.  Work  to 
Commence  on  the  buildings  within  six  months  from  the  approval 
of  the  act.  The  bill  parries  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purposes  mentioned,  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  grounds  of  said   Ikime." 

This  is  a  matter  in  which  the  W,  R.  C.  is  vitally  interested 
and  1  would  urge  upon  all  members  the  importance  of  doing  ev- 
erything in  their  power  to  assist  in  the  passage  of  the  bill.  Urge 
your  senators  and  representatives  unitedly  and  individually,  by 
petition,  personal  letters  and  other  lawful  and  proper  means  to 
favor  the  measure.

Be  careful  to  look  up  the  delinquent  ones  in  your  Corps;  get 
them  back,  fbr  it  is  just  as  important  to  retain  the  old  members 
as  to  gain  new  ones.  Visit  as  many  Corps  in  your  vicinity  as  you 
can.  Keep  posted  in  regard  to  their  methods  of  gaining  new  mem- 
bers and  reinstating  old  ones.  Ascertain  if  there  is  any  Post  in 
your  community  without  an  auxiliary.  If  so  interest  the  proper 
persons  in  having  one.  Be  helpful  to  the  O.  A.  11.  in  every  way 
you  can  in  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day.

1.  A  Roll  of  Honor  is  herby  established  for  all  Corps  sending 
reports  tof  both  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  with  per  capita  tax  en- 
closed, on  or  before  the  fifth  day  after  the  close  of  the  quarter. 

2.  That  rituals  and  badges  (hew  ribbon  being  supplied  the 
latter),  belonging  to  disbanded  Corps,  be  sold  at  regular  prices. 

3.  That  the  President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the 
decisions  of  Convention  within  fifteen  days  after  its  adjourn- 
ment. 

4.  That  the  rate  of  representation  to  Department  Conven- 
tion be  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one  addi- 
tional delegate  for  the  fraction  of  more  than  line* half  that  number.

T.  B.  Stuart,  President  of  the  Senate,  and  a  good  beginning  was 
made  towards  the  wishes  of  the  l»oyal  women  of  the  State  In 
furnishing  bread  to  living  soldiers  rather  than  stone  monuments 
to   those    who    were   dead. 

Mrs.  K.  C.  Kennedy  represented  the  Department  in  the  Na- 
tional Convention  at  Portland,  Maine.  Gunnison  Corps  at  Gun- 
nison. Veteran  Corps  in  Denver,  and  Grunt  c<,rj)S  in  Greejy 
were   organized    during   this    year.

In  the  summer  of  1887  the  gift  of  a  cottage,   as  a  temporary  I 

Soldiers'    Home,    was    made    to    Dodd    Corps,    No.    r»,    by    Captain 
E.  L.  Berthoud,  as  a  memorial  of  his  deceased  wife,  Helen  Berth-  ! 

out.  This  was  used  by  Dodd  Corps,  Mrs.  Coe  being  put  in  charge 
•of  it,  and  was  afterwards  turned  over  to  the  Department, 
W.  R.  C,  for  the  same  purpose.  Many  disabled  and  sick  vet- 
erans were  thus  cared  for  by  UieWoman's  Relief  Corps  till  the 
'opening  of  the  State  Home  for  the  same  purpose.  In  his  General 
Orders  issued  August  17,  1887,  General  George  Ady,  Commander 
•of  the  Department,  used   these   words: 

"The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  this  Department  is  worthy 
of  our  hearty  endorsement.  It  is  carrying  on  its  charities  with- 
out bluster,  but  with  efficient  thoughtfulness.  Its  consolidated 
quarterly  reports  show  that  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1SS7, 
the  few  Corps  in  this  Department  have  expended  in  charity  for 
the  worthy  Union  veteran  and  ids  family  over  thirteen  hundred 
dollars  ($l.o00.)  Very  little  of  this  sum  would  have  found  itself 
In  this  channel  but  for  the  systematic  organization  <of  the  Relief 
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Corps.  When  the  comrades  learn  that  this  is  done  without  frit- 
lion,  and  that  the  relations  of  these  Corps  vvrth  the  Posts  t\> 
which  they  are  auxiliary  are  in  every  sense  harmonious,  they  will 
be  glad  that  this  is  the  one  authorized  auxiliary  in  our  common 
work  of  Fraternity.  Charity  and   Ltoyalty." 

During  the  two  years,  INsr,  and  1*S7,  Corps  were  organized 
or  re-orgfianized  at  Rreekenridge,  Silver.  Cliff,  Ornhd  Junction, 
Canon  City,  Aspen,  Larimie  (the  first  in  Wyoming),  Trinidad,' 
Idaho  Springs  and  Ghnwood;  all  without  Cost  to  the  Depart- 
ment. 

In  the  National  Convention  of  1S.X7,  held  at  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
the  Department  was  for  the  first  lime  represented  by  a  full 
delegation,  consisting  of  all  officers  entitled  to  such  place,  and 
Mesdames  Klock  and  Smedle  id'  Meade  Corps  No.  G,  Denver,  who 
were  delegates.  The  Department  paid  the  entire  hotel  expenses 
of  the  delegation,  this  being  the  vote  of  the  Department  Council. 
Unhappily,  the .  reports,  quarterly  and  annual,  of  the  De- 
partment Treasurer  for  the  first  four  years  of  the  life  of  this  De- 
partment, which  were  turned  over  to  the  succeeding  adminis- 
tration intact,  together  with  other  reports,  cannot  now  be  Pound. 
The  foregoing  may  not  be  complete,  but  It  is  exact  as  far 
as  it  goes;  being  taken  from  'occasional  official  reports  extant 
and  the  General  Orders  of  these  years.  The  unpublished  record 
closes  with  the  Department  Convention  held  l-n  Cheyenne. 
Wyoming  (then  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming),  v>n 
March  12  and  13,  18SS.  in  which  Mrs.  Telford  was  ably  helped, 
in  her  ill  health,  by  Mrs.  Kelsey,  Senior  Vice-President.

A  visil  was  made  to  (lie  Soldier's  Home   in   Monte    Y.ista, 
incompany  with  the  President  of  Joe  Hooker  Corps  and   her 
husband,  also  other  members  of  Corp.-   V.l.     We    found    the 
oeenpants    comfortably      eared     for,     well     snip  plied    with 
reading  matter,  and  I  ml  for  the  absence  of  woman's  ea  re,  en 
4     joying  their  home.     The  need  of  a  hospiial  and  an  assembly 
room  was  manifest.     Arrangements  have  been    made,  how 
ever,  for  the  erection  of  necessary   buildings   immediatel  \  , 
afterwhich  the  asseinbly  room  now   used  will  be  remodelled 
into  apartments  where  wives  of  soldiers  may    be    eared    lor 
with  their  husbands.     This  much  needed   improvement   will 
be  hailed  with  delight  by  ;ill  members  of  the  W.   R.  C  .  and 
steps  will  be  taken  to  supply   the  necessary  furniture  when 
ready  for  occupancy.     A  request  that  the  Corps  throughout

Accompanied  by  the  Depart  incut  Commander  we  visit- 
ed the  Soldier's  Home,  in  Cheyenne,  where  we  found  the 
home  an  i ileal  one  for  the  accom modal  ion  of  a  small  number.

As  it  was  the  desire  of  the  president  to  visit,  during  her 
term  of  office,  ever)'  corps  in  the  department,  and  as  the 
president  is  usually  much  more  welcome  as  inspector  than 
her  secretary  would  be,  in  order  not  to  incur  needless  ex- 
pense to  the  department,  your  secretary  irladly  transferred 
her  share  of  the  work  of  inspection  to  the  president  and  so 
can  speak  from  personal  knowledge  of  but  two  corps,  Reno 
and  Nathaniel  Lyon,  both  of  which  were  visited  in  an  in- 
formal manner  and  in  both  pleasant  acquaintances  were 
formed  and  the  heart  made  to  feel  that  there  was  a  stronger 
tie  than  mere  acquaintance  in  our  united  work  for  a  common 
cause. 

I  do  not  apologize  to  my  correspondents  for  my  sins  of 
"omission  and  commission":  they  are  known  and  I  also 
trust  it  is  believed  that  they  have  arisen  through  ignorance 
rather  than  intention. 

1  would  like  to  say  in  this  connection  that  as  man)  corps 
seem  to  desire  the  department  to  furnish  the  treasurer's 
bond,  and  as  this  is  now  impossible  as  they  are  not  amoni»" 
the  free  blanks,  as  also  these  blanks  are  now  furnished 
detachetl  corps  by  the  national,  I  will  offer  this  recommen- 
dation that  corps  treasurers'  bonds  be  placed  upon  the  list 
of  free  blanks. 

1  am  much  pleased  to  be  able  to  omit  the  half  page  or 
so  which  my  predecessors  have  been  obliged  to  insert  of 
prayers,  pleadings  and  reasonings  concerning  delinquent 
reports.     In  place    of    this    may  I  surest    I  hat  if  ALI,   corps 
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would  follow  the  example  of  some  of  the  larger  ones  and  al- 
low their  secretary  ami  treasurer  their  dues  while  their 
work  is  prompt  and  satisfactory,  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  receipts  of  reports  at  headquarters  would  result. 

I  believe  also  that  any  changes  in  blanks  that  simplify 
the  reports  to  he  made  by  corps  will  be  an  improvement. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  lo  a  secretary  to  know  that  the 
general  orders  sent,  reach  the  persons  addressed,  so  she  is 
glad  to  receive  corrections  to  her  mailing  list  at  any  time, 
and  the  only  way  such  list  can  be  Kept  correct  is  by  notice 
from  the  parties  themselves  of  any  change  in  address. 

To  Mrs.  Ida  Critchell,  department  treasurer,  a  tyro  in 
office  with  myself,  and  w  hose  work  is  so  closely  connected 
with  that  of  secretary,  I  will  say  that  my  labors  have  been 
lightened  through  her  intelligent,  systematic  reports  and 
correspondence,  and  as  1  with  many  others  of  the  council 
have  shared  her  generous  hospitality,  I  wish  here  to  thank 
her  for  these  and  other  courtesies  extended  and  to  hope  that 
the  friendship  ho  engendered  may  he  a  lasting  ■■one. 

And  now  as  our  relations  as  president  and  secretary  are 
about  to  terminate,  1  thank  yon  for  the  honor  you  have  con- 
ferred upon  me  in  appointing  me  to  this  position,  for  your 
patience  and  courtesy,  for  your  hospitality  which  we  of 
your  council  have  shared. 

I  know  that  your  successor  can  no  more  than  equal 
your  zeal,  which  has  not  spared  any  effort  to  yourself,  in 
becoming  fully  acquainted  with  the  needs  of  your  depart- 
ment, and  in  closing  1  wish  for  my  successor  the  same 
patriotic  support  which  I  have  myself  received.

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leaving  tilt*  Pueblo  coin  cut  ion  hi  lore  its  close  I  did  nut 
learn  officially  until  some  time  afterwards  of  my  appoint- 
ment and  after  being  inducted  into  the  office  I  at  once  bc- 
|>"ati  to  cast  about  for informal  ion  as  to  my  duties,  only  to 
learn  that  this  department  of  our  work  wns  comparatively 
new  and  that  I  must  use  my  wits  as  best  I  could,  read  over 
the  two  or  three  sentences  in  our  rules  and  regulations, -till- 
ing in  between  the  lines  and  guess  at  the  rest.  "Modus  pro- 
cedure." And  being  of  good  old  yankee  stock,  I  have  had 
ample  room  for  displaying  the  above  qualification. 

Just  at  that  hour  of  mystery  and  uncertainty  came  .  one 
of  the  kindliest  letters  from  Olive  Killen  (the  sister  who  had 
preceded  me  in  the  toils)  with  kind  oilers  of  assistance  and 
for  her  kindliness  I  wish  to  thank  her  most  sincerely.

The  day  before  .Memo 
rial  day  this  year,  also  die  week  before  last,  has  been  set 
apart  by  post  '22  when  several  comrades  have  been  detailed 
to  talk  to  the  public  school  children -of  the  civil  war,  of  its 
purposes  and  the  great  results  wrought.  This  year  the  post 
invited  several  members  of  the  corps  to  accompany  the  vet- 
trans  and  also  to  make  short  speeches,  which,  it  is  needless 
to  say,  was  promptly  accepted,  as  corps  No. -I  never  loses 
an  oj)portunity  of  talking,  especially  of  the  heroic  deeds  and 
sacrifices  made  by  the  old  boys  who  wore  the  blue  for  those 
four  long,  cruel  years. 

Thus  closes  another  year  of  work,  and  in  its  conclusion 
1  wish  to  thank  our  president.  Mrs.  Johnson,  for  appointing 
me  to  this  oil  ice  of  department  patriotic  instructor,  al- 
though very  little  has  been  accomplished  Of  what  1  had 
hoped  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  still  the  inspiration  and 
uplift  that  it  has  brought  me  will  ever  be  a  most  delightful 
remembrance. 
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And  to  my  assistants,  tho.se  'SJ.  women  ^dikI  and  true. 
wlio  have  so  nobly  stood  by  mc.nnd  so  faithfully  responded 
to  my  every  call,  I  want  to  thank  you  all  ;iud  say  to  each 
one,  take  heart,  my  sisters;  another  year  will  begin  to  bear 
fruit  of  your  earnest  work  put  forth,  although  this  year  has 
been  one  of  confusion,  caused  largely  by  lack  of  knowledge 
and  system.  Remember  that  no  effort  for  good  is  ever  lost, 
and  to  all  members  of  the  convention  our  patriotic  work 
must  stand  second"  to  none  other  in  our  grand  work  of  the 
department.  Let  us  keep  in  mind  that  patriotism  thorough- 
ly taught  to  our  little  men  and  women  today  will  be  the 
cornerstone  upon  which  our  great  und  beloved  republic 
shall  stand  tomorrow.

Report  of  Delegate-at-Large. 

Lonomoxt,  Colo.,  June  1,  19UU.

Madam.— I  find  nothing  delimit*  in  the  rules  of  our  or-

As  we  jour- 
neyed on,  messages  of  the  president's  favorable  condition 
were  heard  all  along  the  route,  and  when  we  arrived  in 
Cleveland  a  feeling  of  gladness?  seemed  to  fill  every  heart  as 
encouraging  words  came  from  the  physicians  attending 
President  McKinley  that  hid  lif  e  would  be  spared.  As  we 
passed  along  the  streets  we  noticed  that  groups  of  veterans 
were  gathered  around  the  bulletin  boards,  discussing  the 
terrible  deed  of  the  assassin,  and  when  the  hopeful  messages 
of  the  president's  condition  were  read  they  would  give  vent 
to  their  feeling's  in  hearty  cheers. 

The  citizens  of  Cleveland  had  been  many  months  in  pre- 
paring to  receive  the  veterans  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the 
occasion.  They  were  glad  to  honor  and  be  honored  by  the 
heroes  of  the  war  in  which  many  of  the  citizens  had  taken 
an  active  part.  The  10,01)0  names  of  soldiers  who  enlisted 
from  Cuyhoga  county  from  '01  to  '<>.">,  and  are  inscribed  on 
the  tablets  within  the  monument  in  the  public  square,  testi- 
fied to  the  loyalty  of  these  people  during  the  dark  days  of 
our  nation's  history. 

The  committees  having  the  work  of  the  encampment  in 
charge  had  anticipated  great  crowds  of  visitors  and  had 
made  ample  provision  for  their  entertainment.  From  early 
Sunday  morning  till  late  Wednesday  evening  thousands  of 
veterans  and  visitors  poured  into  the  city. 

The  spacious  parks,  shaded  with  majestic  trees,  offered  a 
delightful  resting  place  for  the  great  crowds  that  came  for 
enjoyment  and  recreation.  The  whole  city  was  swathed 
with  patriotic  colors;  above  the  public  buildings,  and  pri- 
vate residences  floated  the  national  emblem  while  the  build- 
ings themselves  were  nearly  hidden  by  festoons  of  tri-col- 
ored  bunting.  Mottoes,  emblems  and  colored  lights  Hashed 
out  and  added  to  the  brilliancy  of  the  decorations  in  the 
evening.  On  one  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  flag  of  col- 
ored incandescent  lights  flowed, twinkled  and  dissappeared, 
then  flashed  again,  which  gave  it  the  appearance  of  a  Hag 
iloating  in  the  breeze.  The  electrical  illumination  in  the 
public  square  was  the  center  of  attraction  for  thousands 
during  the  evenings.     Suspended  by  a  cable  in  the  center  of 
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the  square  was  an  fuimense  globe  composed  of  thousands 
of  small  lamps  from  which  strings  of  colored  incandescent 
lamps  reached  out  to  and  were  gracefully  festooned  between 
the  white  columns  that  bad  been  placed  in  two  rows  on 
each  side  of  the  square.  The  scene  was  dazzlingiy  beauti- 
ful. 

The  national  color  of  the  (band  Army  and  Woman's  Re- 
lief corps  was  largely  used  in  the  decorations;  the  great 
white  columns  that  formed  the  court  of  honor  through 
which  the  parade  of  the  Veterans,  passed,  and  the  grand 
stands,  were  all  gracefully  festooned  in  yellow. 

Tuesday,  September  10,  the  SSth  anniversary  of  iVrry's 
victory  on  Lake  Krie,  was  commemorated  in  a  land  parade 
by  the  Naval  Veteran  association,  the  crews  from  the  gov- 
ernment  war  vessels  stationed  on  the  lakes,  the  Naval  Re- 
serves from  Michigan  and  Ohio  and  the  ex- prisoners  of  war. 
This  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  the  week. 
On  Wednesday  was  the  great  parade  of  .the  veterans  of  the 
war  of  10  years  ago.  There  was  nothing  different  or  unus- 
ual from  the  parades  of  former  years;  it  was  estimated  Unit 
there  were  J."),tXK)  in  line;  $omc  of  these  swung  along  with  the 
vigorous  step  of  youth,  others  feeble  and  bent  with  age, 
some  leaning  on  crutch  and  cane,  yet  anxious  to  inarch  past 
the  reviewing  stand  and  salute  the  commander-in-chief. 

Thousands  of  spectators  were  upon  the  stands,  lined  the 
walks,  filled  the  windows  anil  sat  upon  the  roofs  of  build- 
ings and  cheered  "these  gray  haired  veterans  as  they  passed. 
Many  of  the  departments  carried  the  old  tattered  battle 
tlags  wound  carefully  around  the  stalf  and  covered  with  net. 
As  the  tlags  appeared  in  view  men  stood  in  silent  reverence 
with  uncovered  heads;  tear  dimmed  eyes  told  how  dear  were 
these  sacred  relics  of  man)'  a  hard  fought  held. 

At  the  head  of  the  street  beyond  the  grand  stand  was 
the  living  tlag  of  2,<X)0  children  and  as  the  veterans  passed, 
the  children  sang  patriotic  songs,  and  as  those  represent- 
ing the  different  stripes  would  alternate  in  rising  it  pre- 
sented the  appearance  of  a  waving  Hag.  This  was  very 
pleasing  to  the  old  veterans  and  they  cheered  again  and 
again  as  they  passed. 

The  march  was  well  planned  and  the  parade  was  less 
tiresome  to  the  veterans  than  those  of  former  years,  as  the 
opportunity  was  given  them  to  rest  on  the  well  shaded 
lawns  along  the  line  of  march,  until  it  was  time  to  fall  into 
the  places  assigned    them  in  the    parade.      There    can  be  no 
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more  long  inarches  for  these  veterans;  many  of  them  are 
bent  with  age  and  enfeebled  with  di.-easc  and  the  ,  parade, 
however  brief,  becomes  tiresome. 

The  national  headquarters  of  the  Woman's  Relief  corps 
were  established  at  The  I  lollenden,  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  commodious  hotels  in  the  city.  The  reception  com- 
mittee appointed  to  receive  visitors  was  promptly  on  hand 
early  on  Monday  and  rendered  valuable  service. 

The  national  convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  corps 
opened  in  the  First  M.  \i.  church  Thursday  morning  at  it) 
o'clock.  The  ehnrch  was  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  city,  a 
gallery  running  around  the  entire  building  which  afforded 
ample  room  for  the  visiting  members.  Like  many  of  our 
public  buildings  its  acoustic  properties  were  poor  and  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  hear  any  of  the  speakers  On  the 
platform,  in  the  back  part  of  the  room.  The  decorations  of 
the  ehnrch  were  a  profusion  of  Hags  with  boating  in  the 
national  color  festooned  along  the  front  of  the  gallery' front 
which  hung  silken  banners  bearing  mottoes. 

There  was  a  buoyancy  of  feeling  among  the  members 
when  the  convention  opened,  as  the  morning  bulletin  had 
announced  that  the  president  was  recovering. 

The  report  on  the  work  of  the  convention  would  be  too 
lengthy  for  a  paper  like  this  and  as  the  published  proceed- 
ings have  been  forwarded  to  all  permanent  lit*  present  at  i  yes 
of  the  national  convent  ion^  department  officers,  delegates 
and  corps  presidents,  all  who  desire  can  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  of  reading  the  full  account  nspublished 
and  it  will  be  unnecessary  for  me  to  speak  further  of  the 
work. 

Department  President  Mrs.  Johnson,  Senior  Vice  Presi- 
dent Mrs.  Killin,  Department  Treasurer  Mrs.  Critchcll,  Past 
Department  Presidents,  Mary  Jewett  Telford,  Alice  M. 
Seeds  and  every  delegate  a  fact  worthy  of  note  -from  the 
department  of  Colorado  were  present  when  the  convention 
was  called  to  order  and  were  constant  in  attendance  during 
the  entire  session.  National  Aide  Martha  \V.  Kvans  was  al- 
so present  and  discharged  her  duty  faithfully.  Past  De- 
partment S.  V.  P.  Camilla  Fair  Maltbey  and  Past  President 
Kmma  Ormsby  of  Colorado  Springs  corps  were  among  the 
visiting  members. 

The  reception  given  by  the  National  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  to  the  Coiunt ander-in-Chief,  Leo  KVissieitr,  in  the 
Chamber  of    Commerce,   was  one  of  the    pleasant   events  of 
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the  week.  The  great  ball  was  an  ideal  place  for  a  recep- 
tion; brilliantly  illuminated  with  hundreds  of  electric 
lights  and  gay  with  d rapines  of  national  colors.  There  was 
ample  room  for  the  thousands*  who  paid  their  respects  to 
the  national  officers,  and  there  was  no  difficulty  in  moving 
in  or  out  of  the  great  auditorium. 

Delightful  receptions  were  given  by  many  of  the  de- 
partments at  their  headquarters  during  the  week;  this  ex- 
change of  courtesies  has  become  one  of  the  features  of  con- 
vention week  and  adds  much  to  the  social  enjoyment. 

Colorado  and  Wyoming  entertained  on  Wednesday  ev- 
ening in  the  parlors  of  The  Ilollenden  in  honor  of  the  na- 
tional president  and  national  secretary.  Our  own  depart- 
ment president,  Arabella  Johnson  and  staff,  and  National 
Treasurer  Sarah  K.  Phillips,  assisted  by  Department  Com- 
mander Sherman  and  stall"  formed  the  receiving  line.  A 
genuine  surprise  was  given  the  two  national  officers  when 
Commander  Sherman,  in  an  eloquent  speech,  presented  the 
national  president  with  a  handsome  silver  pie  knife  given 
by  department  officers,  and  a  collection  of  souvenir  spoons 
from  the  various  corps  in  the  department."  A  beautiful 
chatelaine  bag  was  presented  the  national  secretary  from 
the  department  and  a  cut  glass  rose  bowl,  silver  tray,  ex- 
quisite piece  of  embroidery  from  her  own  corps,  Meade  of 
Denver.  Giving  seemed  to  be  the  order  of  the  hour  as  the 
national  secretary  presented  a  cut  glass  berry  dish  to  the 
national  president  and  a  handsomely  embossed  cop)-  of 
Colorado  views  to  the  national  treasurer.  The  arrange- 
ments for  these  presentations  had  been  made  in  order  to 
avoid  taking  up  time  which  is  usually  given  to  such  things 
in  a  national  convention  The  appreciative  words  of  the 
recipients  of  the  gifts  evidenced  the  warm  friendship  for 
those  in  the  home  department. 

The  committee  had  arranged  for  President  McKinlcy  to 
hold  a  reception  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Thurs- 
day evening  where  he  could  receive  his  comrades;  the  tra- 
gic occurrence  of  September  li  changed  all  this,  and  on  the 
evening  on  which  he  was  to  have  been  present  a  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Central  Armor)- for  thanksgiving  and  praise 
for  his  recovery,  which  at  that  time  seemed  to  be  of  but  lit- 
tle doubt.  The  noted  speakers  of  the  evening  were  inti- 
mate friends  of  the  president  and  paid  him  main  tributes 
of  respect  and  love,  and  spoke  such  assuring  words  of  his 
recovery     that  a  feeling    of   joyousness     seemed    to   fill    all 
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hearts.  A  few  hours  later  and  these  friends  were  hastening 
to  his  bedside;  a  change  for  tlje  worse  had  suddenly  taken 
place  and  the  physicians  were  fearful  of  the  result.  The 
news  on  Friday  morning'  had  a  depressing  influence  on  all. 
The  encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  elected  its  officers, 
plaeed  all  business  in  the  hands  of  the  council  and  immedi- 
ately adjourned.  The  national  eonveniion  of  the  \V.  K.  C. 
continued  its  work  with  saddened  hearts.  Late  in  the  af- 
ternoon a  message  came  10  the  national  president  announc- 
ing the  death  of  President  McKinley.  As  it  was  repeated  to 
the  eonvention  a  low  moan  broke  from  the  lips  of  all;  mem- 
bers gave  vent  to  their  Feelings  in  sobs  and  tears.  The 
strain  was  intense  when  the  deep  and  thrilling  words  of 
prayer  from  Past  Department  President  Maxon  brought  a 
feeling  of  ealmness  to  all.  Though  this  message  of  his 
death  proved  untrue  all  felt  that  the  end  was  near.  The 
convention  hurriedly  closed  its  work  and  the  officers  were 
installed  in  the  evening  with  little  ceremony.  As  we  waited 
at  a  late  hour  for  the  last  sad  news  in  our  rooms  at  the  ho- 
tel the  tolling  bells  sounded  the  dread  tidings  that  the  end 
had  come. 

The  newly  elected  and  retiring  national  president  were 
delegated  by  the  convention  in  ease  of  President  McKinley's 
death  to  attend  the  funeral  Ceremonies  at  Canton.  Past 
National  Presidents  Mary  1..  Carr,  Kinuia  Stark  Hampton, 
Past  National  Treasurer  Isabelle  Uagley  represented  the 
Order  at  the  funeral.  A  beautitul  wreath  of  palms  and  yel- 
low roses  tied  with  royal  purple  ribbon  was  the  tribute  of 
love  and  respect  from  the  Woman's  KVlief  corps. 

The  early  dawn  following  the  close  of  the  convention 
found  the  massive  white  columns  around  the  public  square 
and  down  the  Court  of  Honor  heavily  draped  in  black  and 
on  many  of  the  buildings  where  that  week  had  hung  the 
glowing  colors  of  our  order  intermingled  with  the  national 
colors,  the  picture  of  the  dead  president  was  placed  heavily 
draped  in  black;  ilags  that  floated  high  in  the  air  in  honor 
of  the  great  gathering  of  the  veterans  hung  at  half  mast 
for  the  martyred  soldier  president,  and  the  city  that  only  a 
week  before  had  welcomed  with  royal  acclaim  the  greal 
patriotic  hosts,  and  proud  to  honor  the  chief  executive  of 
the  nation,  was  ho  wed  in  grief.

The  official  headquarters  special  train  will  be  run  over 
the  Chicago,  Rock  island  Ac  Pacific  ami  Lake  Shore  &  Mich- 
igan Southern  railroads,  and  will  start  from  Colorado 
Spring's  at  1:30  o'clock  p.  in.,  September  Sth.

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III.  That  the  president-elect  Ik-  furnished  with  a  ropy 
of  the  decisions  of  convention  within  fifteen  days  after  its 
adjournment. 

IV.  That  the  rate  of  representation  to  department  con- 
vention be  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members',  and  one 
additional  delegate  for  the  fraction  uf  more  than  one-half 
that  number.

In  behalf  of  the  delegates  and  visiting  members,  it  becomes 
my  pleasant  duty  to  thank  you  for  this  cordial  and  hearty 
welcome;  for  the  courtesies  extended  and  for  the  kind  greet- 
ings that  have  everywhere  come  to  us  from  the  citizens  of 
Cheyenne  and  from  J.  P.  Reynold's  Corps. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  words  of  appreciation  should  come 
from  Colorado,  for  we  have  been  wont  to  look  upon  our 
neighbors  of  our  sister  city  of  Cheyenne  as  the  embodiment 
of  whole  heartedness  and  enthusiasm,  such  a£  you  have  re- 
cently proven  yourselves  to  be.

Address  of  Department  President. 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Nineteenth  l)eparinunt  (Jon- 
vent  ion: 

Greeting  and  welcome  to  you  all  in  the  spirit  of  Fraternity, 
Charity  and  Loyalty. 

So  swiftly  has  the  shuttle  of  lima  gone  in  and  out  in  the 
web  of  life,  that  it  seems  incredible  that  a  year  has  passed 
since  you  bestowed  on  me  the  highest  gift  in  your  power, 
and  intrusted  to  me  a  sacred  charge.  To-day  I  bring  to  you 
for  your  approval  or  your  criticism,  the  result  of  the  year's 
work.  In  accepting  the  position,  1  realized  it  was  full  ot 
care  and  responsibility,  and  not  for  one  moment  have  I  for- 
gotten my  obligation  to  you,  and  have  endeavored  to  per- 
form the  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I  have  been  ably 
assisted  by  my  associate  co-workers  and  what  measure1  of 
success  has  been  achieved  has  been  by  their  efficient  aid. 

In  reviewing  the  work,  we  can  but  give  a  slight  outline,  a 
few  bare  facts,  but  if  you  will  read  between  the  lines  you 
will  find  hours* of  consecrated   labor  unselfishly  and  uneom- 

fdainingly  given.  All  has  not  been  accomplished  which  we 
nul  mapped  out.  We  seldom  reach  the  ideal  height  to  which 
we  aspire,  but  it  is  a  pleasing  thought  to  know  that  the  at- 
tempt was  made. 

THE    VVOKK   OF  THE    YEAR. 

On  assuming  the  office  of  President,  1  gave  up  all  other 
duties — club,  literary  and  social,  and  devoted  my  entire 
time  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  My  official  correspon- 
dence has  been  great,  but  all  letters  have  been  promptly 
answered,  the  important  ones  on  the  day  they  were  received, 
if  possible.. 

Eight  General  Orders,  one  Memorial  Order,  one  Circular 
Letter,  two  Charters  and  two  Rosters  have  been  issued  from 
Department  Headquarters.  I  have  traveled  4.0(10  miles 
visiting  Corps,  which  shows  what  a  large  tract  of  country  is 
included  in  our  Department.  (This  does  not  include  the  trip 
to  the  National  ('on vent  ion  at  Washington.) 
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MEMBERSHIP1. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  gradual  increase  in  member- 
ship. There  are  fewer  suspensions  and  more  interest  Las 
been  taken  among  the  older  Corps  in  bringing  the  work  no 
to  a  higher  standard.  While  the  days  of  phenomenal  growth 
are  past,  yet  women  are  realizing  as  they  never  did  before 
that  the  work  to  be  done  for  the  Union  veteran  must  be  done 
now.

The  numberless  societies  for  women  which  have  sprung  up 
in  every  town  and  hamlet,  have  drawn  from  our  order,  the 
mother  of  all  women  organizations.  Yet  many  are  return- 
turning  through  the  efficient  help  of  the  Department  Aides, 
and  are  working  with  untiring  zeal.  The  Corps  showing 
the  greatest  increase  in  membership  is  Victor,  having 
gained  twenty-three  by  initiation  since  January. 

On  September  17th  I  organized  at  Pagosa  Springs,  assist- 
ed by  our  worthy  Department  Treasurer,  General  Ed  Hatch 
Corps,  with  a  charter  membership  of  twenty-three.  On  May 
22d,  M.  L.Jennings,  Department  1.  and  I.  Officer,  assisted  by 
Fast  Department  President  Minnie  E.  Kingst'ord,  organized 
at  Rock  Springs,  Wyo.,  John  A.  Campbell  Corps  with  a 
charter  membership  of  twenty-one.  By  request  Application 
Blank  for  charter  has  been  forwarded  to  Buffalo,  Wyo.  Un- 
doubtedly, a  Corps  will  be  organized  at  this  point  in  the  near 
future,  as  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  h  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  Fort  MeKinuey,  adjacent  to  Buffalo. 

We  have  now  a  membership  of  1915. 

I  therefore  make  recommendation  No.  1  :  That  the  repre- 
sentation to  the  Department  Convention  remain  the  same- 
one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one  delegate  for 
the  major  fraction  thereof. 


DISHANDKl)   COUPS. 

I  regret  to  announce  the  disbanding  of  four  Corps  during 
the  year,  namely: 

Phil  Sheridan,  No.  44,  3  members. 
Myron  W.  Reed,  No.  7,  11  members. 
Pikes  Peak,  No.  39,  15  members. 

Mulligan,  No,  22,  It)  members. 

Total  membership  of  four  Corps,  thirty-nine. 
Of  these,  eighteen  requested  transfer  cards.     These  Corps, 
with  the  exception  of  Pikes  Peak,  were  small  isolated  Corps, 
and  with  little  interest  in  the  order.     One  Corps  had  not  met 
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since  the  Inspector  was  there  the  year  before.  Oik?  bud  had 
no  meeting  since  the.  election  of  officers  in  December.  Three 
of  the  Corps  had  never  seen  the  Ritual  exemplified  outside 
of  their  own  Corps.  I  tried  in  every  way  to  encourage  them, 
urged  them  to  invite  their  friends  to  join  the  order  and  to 
induce  the  dropped  members  to  be  reinstated,  but  to  no 
avail.  They  were  discouraged,  and  there  was  nothing  to  but 
disband. 

FINANCE. 

Owing  to  the  state  of  the  treasury  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year's  work,  and  uo  favors  having  been  shown  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  way  of  free  transportation,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  practice  the  strictest  economy.  We  have  had  the  expense 
of  five  quarters  to  meet,  with  the  per  capita  tax  of  four. 
While  every  item  has  been  carefully  weighed  and  no  unnec- 
essary expense  has  been  incurred,  the  income  has  not  been 
sufficient,  at  times,  to  meet  the  demands.  The  per  capita 
tax  to  the  National  having  been  reduced  to  two  and  a  half 
cents  per  member,  will  be  of  some  aid,  bur.  not  sufficient  to 
reduce  the  per  capita  tax  to  the  Department.  Hence,  recom- 
mendation No.  2:  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same, 
15  cents  per  member  per  quarter, 

KKUEF   WORK. 

The  relief  work  has  been  carried  on  in  a  systematic  man- 
ner, both  in  Corps  and  Department.  The  amount  contrib- 
uted by  the  Corps,  cash  and  other  than  money,  amounts  to 
the  goodly  sum  of  $;J, 70S. 00.  The  amount  given  by  the  De- 
partment to  cases  not  covered  by  Corps  amounts  to  #10S.7o. 

I  commend  the  Department  Relief  Committee  for  then* 
good  work,  especially  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Lucy  M  Camp- 
bell, who  so  willingly  and  promptly  has  given  her  time  and 
strength  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  sick  and  needy. 
As  the  demands  for  relief,  outside  the  legitimate  work  of  the 
Corps,  is  confined  almost  entirely  to  Denver,  and  as  so  many 
avenues  arc  now  open  for  help  to  the  needy,  and  as  the  De- 
partment Council  has  the  power  to  vote  money  into  the  Re- 
lief Fund  in  extreme  eases,  I  make  Recommendation  No.  8: 
That  the  six  per  cent,  of  the  per  capita  tax  now  placed  in  the 
Department  Relief  be  reduced  to  two  per  cent.,  and  that  all 
former  legislation  on  this  matter  be  rescinded. 

DKPAKTMKNT   A1DKS. 

A  Department  Aide  was  appointed  in  each  Corps,  and  a 
commission  forwarded  those  accepting.  This  not  merely  an 
honorary  position,  but.  an  important  one  which  requires 
much  thought  and  study.  An  Aide,  with  energy  and  tact, 
can  arouse  interest  in  discouraged  members,  lessen  the  nunc 
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ber  of  suspensions  and  be  of  great  .help  to  the  President  in 
various  ways. 

As  there  has  been  a  misunderstanding  and  some  confusion 
'concerning  the  Aide's  budges,  I  would  recommend.  No.  4: 

That  the  badges  of  Department  Aiders  be  the  property  of 
the  Corps,  the  same  as  officer's  badges. 

INSPECTION. 

Every  Corps  in  the  Department  was  personallv  visited  and 
inspected  by  a  Department  officer,  l&irly  in  my  administra- 
tion it  was  found  utterly  impossible  to  abide  by  Decision  No. 
3  of  last  Annual  Convention,  in  a  Department  of  illimita- 
ble distances,  and  where  the  Corps  are  scattered  from  the 
eastern  to  the  western  boundary,  and  from  the  mirth  to  the 
south  line,  the  question  of  mileage  is  an  important  factor. 
To  miuimize  expenses  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  combine 
inspection  and  official  visits.  The  Department  Inspector 
kindly  giving  way  for  me  to  inspect  as  many  Corps  as  pos- 
sible, I  therefore  selected  those  most  remote  and  seldom  vis- 
ited by  the  President. 

In  September  I  inspected  the  Corps  on  the  western  and 
southern  slope,  going  as  far  west  as  Grand  .Junction  and  as 
far  south  as  Durango.  On  this  trip  1  was  away  from  head- 
quarters three  weeks,  returning  in  time  to  make  preparations 
for  the  National  Convention  in  October,  in  November  I 
visited  the  extreme  southeastern  Corps  at  Springfield.  It 
required  two  davs  and  one  night  traveling  and  waiting  at 
stations  to  reach  this  Corps.  One  day  I  spent  with  the 
Corps  ladies  and  one  day  to  return  to  Lamar.  It  was  a  cold 
dreary  ride  of  one  hundred  miles  by  stage,  but  they  were  so 
anxious  for  instruction  1  felt  repaid  for  all  inconvenience. 
I  think  but  one  Department  President  had  visited  them  be- 
fore. For  the  closing  ode  they  sang  "Cod  be  with  you  till 
we  meet  again, "  and  with  the  silent  pressure  of  the  hand  the 
hand  the  adieiix  were  made  Ar  this  time  1  visited  the  l\>n>> 
at  La  .Junta,  Rocky  Ford,  Pueblo,  Colorado  Springs.  Maui* 
ton,  Victor  and  Cripple  Creek.  I  was  surprised  at  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  work  done  by  many  of  the  Corps.  Many  of 
the  members  had  never  seen  the  work  performed  outside  of 
their  Corps,  yet  the  energy  and  zeal  madifested  is  wonderful. 
The  smaller  Corps,  where  they  have  but  a  handful,  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  determination  and  perse verenee  to 
keep  their  corps  alive  in  order  to  aid  the  worthy  and  needy 
veteran. 

I  would  urge  upon  Inspectors  the  duty  of  fully  knowing 
the  law  of  the  Order,  and  when  instructing  refer  to  Chapter, 
Article   ami   Section,  Rules  and   Regulations  for  authority.

As  the  expense  of  inspection  is  great,  owing  to  the  long  dis- 
tances between  the  -'Corps,  I  would  suggest  tliat  the  Depart- 
meiit  President  eonfoi'in  to  (he  law  and  appoint  many  Assis- 
tant Inspectors. 

Cordial  hospitality  coupled  with  courtesy  and  kindness  was 
shown  me  on  every  hand;  .Many  miles  had  to  he  traveled, 
many  a  weary  hour  of  waiting  for  a  belated  train,  hut  ii  was 
all  cancelled  by  rhe  warm  greeting  and  the  hearty  liaud 
clasp  of  the  Relief  Corps  women.  My  thanks  are  tendered 
to  each  one  who  contributed  in  any  way  to  my  pleasure  and 
happiness. 

OFFICIAL   VISITS. 


I  fully  intended  when  1  assumed  the  duties  of  President  to  | 

visit  every  Corps  in  the  Department  and  only  a  lack  of  funds 
prevented.  I  have  inspected  and  visited  oiVn  hilly  thirty-four 
Corps,  twelve  of  these  without  expense  to  the  Department. 
J  had  the  pleasure  of  installing  the  officers  of  Nathaniel  Lyon 
No.  27,  Mc.Phersou  No.  32  and  II.  S  Grant  No.  15  (mvhome 
Corps).     All  held    joint    installation    with    the    Posts    fol-  j 

lowed  by  receptions.  It  was  with  regret  I  was  unable  to 
accept  other  invitations  tendered  to  install  officers,  also  to 
attend  re-unions  and  camp  tires.  I 

The  legislation  of  the  Kighteeuth  Convention  nsfpiiring 
the  President  to  visit  each  corps,  outside  of  inspection,  while 
notmade  compulsory,  implies  that  special  effort  should  he  ,    j 

made  tt>  earry  out  this  measure.  If  all  the  conditions  of  the 
Department  were  equal,  this  would  beeominendable;  With 
many  of  the  corps  a  visit  from  the  President  is  only  a  social  j 

function,  (very  pleasant  withal)  while  with  others  her 
presence  is  very  much  needed  to  allay  discord  or  prevent  dis-  [ 

sensions;  and  also,  the  visiting  of  every  corps  would  cause  j 

an  outlay  which  the  treasury  can  ill  afford,  as  there  is  at  no  I 

time  a  large  surplus  of   funds  on  hand,  over  and  above  the  j 

amount  needed  for  the  regular  running  expenses  of  the 
Department,  and  that  which  is  paid  to  the  National  Treas- 
erM*,  I  therefore  make  reeomim'itdat ion  No.  ."):  j 

That  the  action  of  the  Eighteenth  Convention  be  rescinded  j 

and  the  visiting  of  corps  he  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
President. 

SOlilMF.HS'    AND   SAILORS'    HOME. 

In  September  aeeom pan icd  by  the  Department  Treasurer 
and  through  the  courtesy  of  the  President  of  Joe  Hooker 
Corps,  I  visited  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Aloute 
Vista.  I  was  agreeable  surprised  with  tin;  surroundings  of  . 
the  Home.  It  was  not  the  dreary  waste  I  had  pictured  in 
niv  imaginings.     Trees  and  lawns  surrounded  the  luiihliniis 
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which  wit.Ii  the  addition  tit  the  new  Assembly  Hall  will  make. 
the  quarters  ample  mid  commodious.  I  found  the  veterans 
well  eared  for  and  surrrounded  by  the  com  torts  of  lite.  The 
Home  is  well  kept,  clean  and  inviting,  with  an  abundance  of 
good  food  temptingly  prepared. 

'In  March  I  visited  the  Wyoming  Home  at  Obeyenue.  This 
Home  is  soon  to  be  transferred  to  old  Fort  McKinney,  near 
Buffalo.  We  are  loth  to  have  the  veterans  moved  so  far 
away;  but  owing  to  the  limited  quarters  at  Cheyenne  ami 
the  commodious  buildings  at  the  Fort  standing  unused  ami 
owned  by  the  state,  it  was  deemed  wise  to  take  this  step.  It 
is  claimed  to  be  an  ideal  spot  and  a  most  favorable  loca- 
tion for  the  Home.  There  were  thirty-live  comrades  at  the 
Home  and  all  seemed  contented  and  happy. 

Many   courtesies  were   received  at  both    Homes  for  which 
thanks  are  due  and  tendered.

Cripple  Creek,  Colorado,  May  13,  1903.    , 
Annie  B.  Sanborn,  Department  Secretary,  W.  R.  C: 

Madam: — I  hereby  submit  my  report  to  this  Convention 
as  Department  Inspector  for  the  past  year. 

Every  Corps  in  this  Department  has  been  inspected  by  a 
Department  officer. 

As  you  all  know,  our  Convention  was  held  very  late,  yet 
our  Department  President  found  time  to  issue  her  General 
Orders,  become  acquainted  with  the  duties  of  each  officer 
and  inspect  20  Corps,  among  them  Mulligan  No.  22,  Spring- 
field, fifty-five  miles  from  railroad.  How  she  did  it,  only 
she  can  tell. 

Our  Department  Senior  Vice  President,  Minnie  L.  Benson, 
was  also  anxious  to  do  all  she  could  to  make  a  thorough  in- 
spection with  the  least  expense, 

While  we  have  lost  four  Corps  during  the  year  we  have 
gained  two  new  ones  whose  combined  membership  is  43,  so 
we  feel  the  Department  has  suffered  no  serious  loss. 

Wp  found  the  Corps,  with  few  exceptions,  doing  the  work 
in  very  creditable  manner. 

While  I  would  like  to  say  more  about  the  corps  inspected, 
as  I  certainly  appreciated  all  the  courtesies  shown  me,  and  I 
could  not  fail  to  see  all  the  good  work  they  are  doing,  yet  I 
feel  the  finances  of  the  Department  must  be  considered,  con- 
sequently, I  wrote  the  condition  of  each  Corps  as  briefly  as 
possible.

Mrs.  Atniie  11.  Sanborn,  Department  Secretary: 

In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  yon,  and  through  yon  to  our  Department 
President,  and  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Colorado  aiul  Wyoming,  a  report, 
consolidated  from  the  returns  forwarded  to  me  from  Corps 
Patriotic  Instructors  of  our  Department,  for  the  year  ending 
J  line  30,  lOO.'J,  and  a  meager  account  of  the  work  accomp- 
lished by  them  and  myself  during  this  administration.  My 
desire ?was  to  present  this  report  in  a  simple  and  concise 
, manner,  but  as  this  work  is  apparently  new  with  Corps,  "not 
patriotism,"  I  have  had  to  do  much  writing  to  explain 
what  was  required,  as  the  tabulated  report  does  not  show 
the  credit  due  us,  yet  we  will  find  a  way  to  overcome  this  iu 
time.  I  was  quite  willing  to  accept  the  olliee  of  Patriotic 
Instructor,  when  1  was  so  appointed  by  our  Department 
President,  thinking  that  1  would  enjoy  the  work  as  I  have 
always  had  an  ambition  to  do  something  along  this  line, 
lint  this  has  been  a  very  busy  year  with  me,  as  I  have  as- 
sumed other  responsibilities  as  well;  still  I  have  not  neg- 
lected my  patriotic  duties  during  the  time,  and  my  great  de- 
sire has  been  to  be  able  to  accomplish  more.  In  fact,  I  be- 
came (piite  impatient  at  times  when  blanks  did  not  arrive  on 
time,  and  leaflets  promised  were  a  little  late,  and  many 
Corps  asking  for  them,  lint  I  had  had  kind  assurances 
given  me  by  a  good  sisterly  letter  from  our  worthy  National 
Instructor,  Mrs.  Luc  Stuart  Wads-worth,  that  if  1  needed  ad- 
vice or  assistance,  she  would  gladly  give  it  if  possible.  1 
suspect  I  wrote  her  a  doleful  letter,  but  it  bore  my  message 
and  was  rewarded  by  a  kind  answer,    giving   me   new    hope 
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and  encouragement.  After  replying  to  many  letters,  I  sent 
to  each  Corps  two  blank  reports  and  two  Hag-salute  leaflets, 
and  later,  Memorial  Day  and  Flag  Day  leaflets;  also  Hag 
drills  and  leaflets  on  humane  teaching.  I  received  a  few 
letters  saying  that  Corps  Instructors  could  do  better  work  if 
they  had  the  Patriotic  Primer  and  other  supplies  to  dis- 
tribute and  why  1  did  not  send  them.  I  replied  to  these 
letters  explaining.  My  sueeessor  can  avoid  this,  1  think,'  if 
she  secures  a  price  list  of  Corps  P.  I.  supplies,  telling  where 
they  may  be  obtained,  and  enclose  with  blanks,  whim  sent 
out.  I  would  have  sent  out  a  circular  letter  but  the  National 
Instructor  and  our  Department  President  in  their  General 
Orders  to  Corps, explained  the  duties  of  the  Corps  Instructor, 
so  well  that  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  for  me  to  do  so. 
Our  Department  President  inserted  in  a  recent  order,  that 
Corps  Instructors  fill  out  their  blanks  and  i\  turn  to  Depart- 
ment P.  I.  by  May  L'Oth.  On  May  2Gth  I  had  received  but 
three  reports. 

Becoming  anxious,  I  sent  each  of  the  other  Corps  asking 
them  to  fill  out  blanks  by  June  3d  and  forward  to  me,  and 
also  write  something  telling  of  their  work  in  this  line,  for 
the  past  year. 

To  my  glad  surprise,  they  began  to  come,  and  I  have  now 
heard  from  thirty  Corps;  and  while  no  great  things  have 
been  reported  done,  we  can  safely  say  our  Corps  are  doing 
most  excellent  work,  and  the  efforts  made  bv  the  noble 
women  under  adverse  circumstances  are  to  be  congratulated, 
and  we  say  to  them,  'take  courage  and  go  on.'  Your  work 
is  being  felt  and  appreciated  throughout  the  laud.

Several  of  our  largest  and  best  Corps  have  sent  no  report, 
but  we  are  pleased  for  the  following: 
Sophia  M.  Cooper,  Farragut,    Denver,   reports  40  public 
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schools  visited;  live  with  2,500  pupils.  In  one  room  the 
Oleograph  and  history  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  were  placed. 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  Chart,  1  room;  also  Patri- 
otic Primer,  National  Anniversaries  and  Flag  Day  observed. 

Lucinda  Smith  of  Upton  Corps,  Pueblo,  reports  fifteen 
schools,  visited  eight;  placed  Hags  in  21  rooms;  making  in 
all  119  Hags;  Declaration  of  Independence  Chart  in  eight 
rooms,  Patriotic  Primer  in  three.  National  Anniversaries 
and  Flag  Day  observed.  Humane  teaching  in  schools. 
One  Band  of  Mercy  formed  by  VV.  h\  C.  Seventy-five,  leaf- 
lets distributed;  The  tiags  given  by  the  Corps  are  of  Pongee 
silk,  32x48  inches,  mounted  on  staffs  with  standards.  She 
also  enclosed  the  following  clipping  taken  from  a  Pueblo 
paper: 

"One  of  the  most  impressive  object  lessons,  in  the  line  of 
patriotic  teaching,  was  given  on  Friday  last  in  the  city,  when 
six  members  of  the  Upton  Corps,  W.  It.  C,  acted  as  pall- 
bearers at  the  funeral  of  an  old  soldier  who  died  here  seem- 
ingly friendless  and  alone.  One  comrade  of  the  (J.  A.  It. 
preceded  the  casket,  and  demonstrated  the  fact  to  onlookers 
that  in  Pueblo,  at  least,  no  matter  how  short  the  notice 
given  no  old  soldier  would  be  laid  away  without  some  trib- 
ute of  loving  appreciation.  A  woman's  auxiliary  to  the 
G.  A.  It.  was  beautifully  illustrated.  It  may  be,  and  prob- 
ably is  a  fact,  that  nowhere  else  has  such  a  touching  scene 
been  witnessed.  A  visitor  in  the  city  desires  -to  thank  the 
members  of  Upton  corps  for  the  lesson,  so  appropriate  to 
this  "Memorial  Season." 

Ella  A.  Courier,  Colorado  Springs  Corps,  reports  1-1 
school  buildings,  3  visited  by  P.  I.  The  children  gave  the 
Hag  salute.     National  Anniversaries  and  Flag  Day  observed. 

E.  S.  Hitchcock  of  F.  II.  Dodd  Corps,  Colden,  reports  two 
school  buildings,  flags  in  each  room.  Flags  hoisted  on 
National  holidays.  National  Anniversaries  and  Flag  Day 
observed. 

Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin  of  Geo.  Mead  Corps,  Denver,  re- 
ports that  her  long  siege  of  sickness  has  prevented  her  from 
doing  but  little  work  in  this  line.  Still,  as  she  lives  near 
the  Broadway  schools,  has  visited  them  and  learned  that  all 
schools  held  patriotic  exercises  on  Friday,  May  29tli,  and 
closed  at  noon  that  the  children  might  gather  flowers  to 
decorate  the  graves  of  the  fallen  veterans  on  May  30th;  I 
called  unexpectedly  on  them  at  the  Broadway  school  on  Fri- 
day morning,  to  give  them  an  Oleograph.  1  asked  for  the 
Principal,  and  when  1  explained  the  nature  of  my  visit,  1 
was  taken  to  the  rooms  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades,  where  they 
were  holding  patriotic  exercises,  all  bearing  on  the  Civil 
War  and  Memorial  Day.     I  was  invited  to  address  the  child- 
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reu  and  then  m'^euted  the  Oleograph  and  history  of  tin- 
Stars  anil  Stripes.  The  principal  accepted  these  gilts  with 
thanks. 

Anna  Ohnhaus  of  J.  F.  Reynolds  Corps,  Cheyenne,  re- 
ports seven  schools,  5  public,  i  convent  and  1  private.  Five 
visited  by  Instructor.  '1  flags  placed  in  schools.  f>  schools 
hoist  flag  during  school  hours.  Vi  Patriotic  Primers  placed 
in  rooms.  National  Anniversaries  observed,  also  Flag  Day.

Report  of  Delegate  at  Large. 

Kooky  Ford,  Colo.,  June  1,  1903. 
Mrs.  Annie  B.  Sanborn,  Department  Secretary  \V.  K.  C: 

On  October  a,  li)02,  I  left  Denver  over  the  official  Route, 
"The  Rock  Island,"  lor  Washington,  I).  C,  to  attend  the 
20th  National  Convention  of  the  VV\  R.  C.  I  met  old  friends 
and  made  many  new  ones  on  the  long  journey  to  the  Na- 
tional Capital. 

Owing  to  the  constant  rain,  we  lost  our  right  away,  and 
so  ran  behind  our  schedule  time,  causing  us  to.  remain  side 
tracked  a  good  share  of  our  time,  but  through  it  all  good 
nature  prevailed,  and  if  we  hit  the  meal  stations  on  time  well 
and  good,  if  not  we  bought  chicken  sandwiches  and  hot 
coffee,  which  were  in  evidence  at  every  station,  peddled  by 
Sons  of  Ham,  in  every  shade  of  color,  from  the  darkest  eb- 
ony to  the  light,  almost  white  tint. 

Our  route  ran  through  the  Blue  Ridge  and  Alleghany 
Mountains,  and  the  scenery  was  most  beautiful,  especially 
along  the  banks  of  the  Kanawa  and  Blue  Rivers.  We 
passed  through  Charlottsville,  the  old  home  of  Jefferson, 
and  through  the  battle  fields  of  Hull  Run  and  Mannasas, 
The  glimpses  we  had  of  those,  however,  were  most  tantaliz- 
ing. 

We  reached  Washington  on  Tuesday,  7  a.  m.,  and  were 
soon  comfortably  settled  in  our  Headquarters,  and  proceeded 
at  once  to  the  business  of  sight  seeing. 

On  Wednesday  I  witnessed  the  grand  parade  with  35,000 
veterans  in  line/  The  procession  took  5  hours  and  a  quarter 
to  pass  the  reviewing  stand.  Colorado  and  Wyoming  came 
out  200  strong,  headed  by  the  George  W.  Cook  Drum  Corps 
of  Denver,  which,  because  of  its  size  and  proficiency,  at- 
tracted a  great  deal  of  attention,  throughout  the  entire  En- 
campment. 

Many  of  Comrades  seemed  very  feeble  and  unable  to  stand 
the  strain  of  the  long  march,  it  was  a  very  impressive 
sight,  and  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

On  Thursday  morning  at  0  o'clock,  the  20th  National  Con- 
vention of  the  W.  R.  0.  met  in  the  Church   of  Our   Father, 
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presided  over  by  the  National  President,  Mrs.  Calista  Rob- 
inson Jones;  National  Headquarters  were  at  the  Ebbitt 
House. 

t)ur  Past  National  President,  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Carr,  Past 
National  Secretary,  Mrs.  Fannie  I).  W.. Hardin,  Department 
President,  Mrs.  Emily  II.  Jones,  Delegate  Mrs.  Lydia 
Young  and  your  Delegate  at  Large,  Mrs.  Emma  A.  Godding, 
were  present  from  Colorado. 

A  pleasant  feature  of  the  morning  was  the  presentation  to 
the  President,  Mrs.  Jones,  of  two  gavels.  One  of  them,  pre: 
sented  by  Mrs.  Hattie  Ford  of  Rhode  Island,  was  made 
from  wood  from  the  old  Gaspey  House  in  Providence,  It.  i. 
The  other,  presented  by  Mrs.  Mary  M.  North,  was  made 
from  wood  grown  on  the  Mount  Vernon  estate.  A  magnifi- 
cent basket  of  roses  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Jones  in  behalf 
of  the  Department  of  Vermont. 

The  Committee  on  Courtesies  presented  to  the  Convention 
Miss  Clara  Barton,  of  Hod  Cross  fame,  and  Mrs  John  A. 
Logan.  Miss  Barton's  extreme  feebleness  prevented  her 
from  making  an  address.  Mis.  Logan's  presence  was  a  very 
interesting  feature  of  the  Convention. 

Of  the  routine  work  of  the  Convention  I  will  not  speak  at 
length,  fis  all  of  you  have  had  the  opportunity  of  reading  it, 
and  it  would  be  but  a  tiresome  repetition. 

The  reception  of  the  VV.  K.  ('.was  held  in  Convention 
Hall,  the  largest  hall  in  the  city,  and  was  a  very  brilliant 
affair.  Thursday  afternoon  from  four  to  six,  Mrs.  Roose- 
velt received  the  members  of  the  patriotic  organizations,  in 
the  Corcoran  Art  Gallery.  Assisting  her  were  the  wives  of 
the  cabinet  officers.  The  famous  Marine  Band  gave  beauti- 
ful selections  from  hidden  recesses  in  the  immense  building. 
Mrs.  Roosevelt  has  a  very  gracious  manner,  and  is  certainly 
a  most  charming  woman. 

The  city  was  gay  with  Hags  and  bunting  and  everything 
was  done  to  add  to  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  thousands 
of  visitors  who  poured  into  the  eity  during  the  week. 

Two  landmarks  are  eonspieions  upon  the  hills  that  en- 
circle Washington. 

The  Collonaded  porticoes  of  Arlington  House  on  the  west, 
and  the  towers  of  the  U.S.  Soldiers'  Home  on  the  south. 
The  Soldiers'  Home  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  men  who  have 
been  honorably  discharged  from  the  regular  army  or  who 
have  been  disabled  by  wounds  or  sickness.  Just  north  of 
the  grounds  is  the  National  Cemetery,  where  7,000  soldiers 
are  sleeping  their  last  sleep.  The  grounds  comprise  512 
acres  of  lawn  slope  and  meadow. 

We  visited  Arlington,  where  rest  IS, 000  soldier  dead.      It 
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is  surely  consecrated  ground,  to  which  thousands  of  visitors 
come  every  year  to  honor  those  "Who  £ave  their  lives  that 
their  Country  might  live."  The  mansion  is  on  the  brow  of 
the  hill  whose  slope  stretches  one  half  mile  to  the  Potomac 
River.  The  traveller  of  to-day,  though  he  come  from  distant 
lands,  will  pronounce  the  view  one  of  the  most  beautiful  he 
has  ever  beheld. 

It  is  wide  and  far  reaching  and  the  Federal  Cemetery  and 
National  City  stand  close  together,  and  it  is  well,  for  if 
it  needs  have  been  that  the  men  who  rest  at  Arlington, 
should  die  for  their  country,  what  is  more  fitting  that  in  the 
Bivouac  of  the  long  night,  they  should  sleep  on  the  heights 
overlooking  the  Capitol  itself,  close  to  the  heart  of  the 
Nation  they  gave  their  blood  to  maintain. 

The  grounds  of  Arlington  are  most  beautiful,  but  above 
all  that  the  skill  of  man  has  done,  one  sees  the  majesty  of 
the  site  itself,  with  its  slopes,  ravines  and  hills  covered  with 
the  grand  old  trees  that  have  withstood  the  storms  of  centu- 
ries past.  It  would  seem  as  if  it  had  been  foreordained,  for 
its  final  purpose,  that  of  the  resting  place  of  the  Nation's 
heroic  dead. 

The  most  impressive  sight,  is  the  field  of  dead  on  the  level 
plateau,  where  the  headstones  stretch  away  in  lines  endless 
to  the  vision,  and  marshalled  as  battalions  for  review,  18,000 
strong.  Among  the  many  beautiful  monuments  erected  at 
the  graves  of  the  Officers  buried  there,  is  one  at  the  grave 
of  General  Cook,  and  depicts  the  surrender  of  the  Apache 
Chief  Geronomo,  and  among  the  portraits  chisseled  on  the 
face  of  the  monument,  is  that  of  Capt.  Jack  Crawford. 

Arlington  House  was  built  in  1803,  and  was  originally  the 
property  of  Martha  Custis  Washington,  and  came  into  the 
family  of  Robert  E.  Lee  through  inheritance. 

We  next  visited  the  quaint  old  city  of  Alexandria,  one  of 
the  most  interesting  reminders  of  George  Washington.  We 
were  shown  through  the  Carlyle  House,  a  picturesque  ruin 
on  the  banks  of  the  Potomac,  built  in  1732., 

We  stood  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  where  Washington 
waited  for  Miss  Sallie  Fairfax  to  descend,  and  in  the  rooms 
where  they  danced  the  minuet.  Tradition  has  it  that  here 
Miss  Sallie  refused  the  hand  and  heart  of  Washington,  there- 
by rendering  him  uneonsolable  until  he  met  the  fair  widow 
Martha  Custis. 

We  saw  the  Marshall  House,  where  Colonel  Elmer  Ells- 
worth paid  the  penalty  of  his  life,  for  tearing  down  a  Con- 
federate flag,   one  of  the    most  dramatic   incidents  of  the 

Civil  War , 

A  very  interesting  spot  is  the    old    Christ   Church,  where 
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both  Lee  und  Washington  worshiped;  and  the  Masonic  Hall, 
where  Washington  presided  as  Worshipful  Master,  as  well 
as  many  other  historic  spots,  which  space  prevents  my 
"mentioning. 

Our  next  point  of  interest  was  Mt.  Vernon.  The  mansion 
occupies  a  beautiful  spot  on  the  banks  of  the  Potomac  and 
the  house  and  grounds  have  been  restored  by  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Ladies'  Association  of  the  Union,  who  have  made  it  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  same  place  as  when  Washington  lived 
there. 

The  association  of  Washington  with  the  place  during  his 
life  and  the  presence  of  his  tomb  makes  Mt.  Vernon  a  shrine 
of  patriotism,  and  to  the  Ladies'  Association  we  owe  the 
preservation  of  Mt.  Vernou  to  the  Country,  as  a  National 
possession. 

The  Washington  Monument  is  an  imposing  shaft  of  white 
marble,  standing  on  au  elevation  of  ground  near  the  Poto- 
mac. It  is  seen  towering  against  the  sky,  and  its  immense 
height  confronts  one  at  every  turn;  from  the  Capitol,  from 
Arlington,  far  down  the  Potomac,  on  the  way  to  Mt.  Vernon, 
it  is  an  ever  present  feature  of  the  landscape. 

We  Were  unable  to  go  through  the  historic  White  House, 
much  to  our  regret,  it  being  closed  to  visitors. 

The  Library  of  Congress  beggars  description,  no  pen  of 
mine  can  do  it  justice,  and  the  Capitol,  State,  War  and  Navy 
buildings  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated. 

Mr.  Otto  Mears,  who  is  known  to  some  of  you  no  doubt, 
gave  the  Colorado  ami  Wyoming  delegation  a  delightful  day 
at  his  resort,  the  Chesapeake  IV. uh  R.v  Resort.  We  were 
treated  to  a  ride  by  rail  down  the  Potomac  a  distance  of  ;Vi 
miles,  uutil  we  reaelud  Chesapeake  Bay,  and  were  given  the 
freedom  of  the  beautiful  grounds,  where  we  rambled,  picked 
flowers  and  gathered  souvenirs  to  our  hearts'  content,  caus- 
ing us  to  do  ample  justice  to  the  elegant  dinner  served  in  the 
large  dining  hail  of  the  Club  House. 

My  trip  to  the  20th  Annual  Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C,  I 
shall  always*  remember  as  one  of  the  pleasantest  experiences 
of  my  life.

I  am  certainly  gratified 
to  see  the  large  number  that  are  in  this  Convention,  which 
shows  the  interest  in  the  work,  not  only  that,  hut  it  wonkl 
be  a  pleasure  to  the  Grand  Army,  if  they  could  come   in   and  j 

see  the  many  that  are  here,  more  than  we  have  in  the  C.  A. 
R.  hall.     Our  Department  is  getting  smaller  year  by  year,  j 

and  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  will  not  have  enough  to  be 
represented  in  the  Encampment. 

I  will  just  give  you  a  little  incident  to  show  you  my  love 
and  respect  for  the  Relief  Corps  During  the  time  I  was  in 
the  field,  I  took  suddenly  very  sick,  and  for  five  days  and 
nights  I  lay  unconscious,  very  near  to  death's  door,    hut   I  i 

was  tenderly  and  carefully  nursed  and  brought  back  to  lite. 
When  I  was  better,  I  learned  that  had  it  not   been  for  two  j 

ladies  who  cared  for  me,  I  would  have  died.  These  two 
ladies  are  members  of  the  W.  R.  C,  and  ever  since  tint  close  \ 

of  the  war  they  have  devoted  their  time  to  the  care  of  soldiers 
that  were  crippled  and  helpless,  keeping  them  from  want 
and  supplying  them  with  comforts.  That  is  why  I  have  a 
very  warm  spot  in  my  heart  for  the  \V.  R.  C. 

Mr.  Mi n gay:— 
Ladies  and  Sisters: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  stand  here  and  look  into  your  bright 
faces  and  thank  you  from  our  hearts  for  the  brave  work  you 
are  doing.  Now  these  old  hearts  of  ours  have  cast  their 
burdens  upon  you. 

You  have  ever  been  readv  to  assist  those  in  need.  Cod 
bless  you,  sisters  for  it.  Your  work  was  not  given  in  the 
hope  of  reward,  but  there  is  One,  above  all  who  takes  note, 
and  every  act  of  yours  is  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Hooks,  and 
it  shall  bring  you  your  reward  wnen  you  pass  beyond.  I 
have  a  most  kindly  feeling  toward  the  Corps.  Had  it  not 
been  for  them  i  would  not  be  here  and  alive,  for  they  watched 
over  me  in  time  of  sickness.  I  remember  one  incident  which 
may  interest  you. 

It  was  on  the  fith  of  April,  18(i5.  We  were  bringing  up 
the  rear  of  the  retiring  army  and  I  was  well  nigh  starved. 
For  three  days  I  had  not  had  anything  to  eat  I  came 
across  a  little  hut  away  back  in  the  woods  I  took  the  butt 
of  my  musket  and  rapped  softly  upon  the  door.  x\o  answer. 
I  rapped  a  little  louder  and  finally  a  voice  called  out. 
"WhoVthar?"     "A  Union  soldier."     "What  do  you  want? 
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"I  only  want  something  to  eat."  The  door  was  opened  and 
a  very  fat  colored  woman  stood  in  the  doorway.  (Her  skin 
was  black,  but  her  heart  was  white.  She  had  a  big  warm 
heart.  God  bless  her.)  "Well  bless  you  soul,  honey,  J 
ain't  got  nuthing  in  this  air  house  to*  eat."  She  stood  a 
moment  and  said,  "yes,  I  have  too."  She  stepped  back'  into 
the  room  and  went  to  the  chimney  corner  and  took  out  a 
hunk  of  Johnny  cake  and  said,  "This  is  all  I  have  got,  but 
you  can  have  half."  I  took  it  and  was  glad  to  get  it.  That 
colored  woman  was  a  lady,  an  augel. 

From  that  day  to  this,  whenever  1  hear  any  man  speaking 
of  a  negro  woman  or  disparagingly  of  any  woman,  I  always 
take  good  care  to  call  him  down  and  call  him  down  hard. 
That  man  or  woman  who  speaks  of  the  colored  people  as 
niggers  is  a  mean  one.  "Nigger"  means  a  bad,  vicious  person, 
whether  white  or  black,  and  the  one  who  speaks  of  colored 
people  as  "niggers"  is  a  "nigger"  himself.  I  am  glad  to  see 
among  you  here  to-day  some  colored  women,  for  you  are 
sisters  all,  white  or  black,  working  for  the  cause  of  hu- 
manity. 

And  now  I  can  onlv  say,  God  bless  von  all.

The  19th  Annual  Convention  really  began  the  night  of  the 
16th  when  the  Commander,  with  a  delegation  of  G.  A.  ITs, 
arrived  at  Cheyenne.  At  the  same  time  the  battalion, 
staff  and  band  of  the  second  infantry  arrived  from  the  west, 
hailing  from  Manila.  Upon  meeting,  an  informal  reunion 
occurred  between  the  old  and  new  veterans. 

The  17th,  Wednesday,  at  2:30  p.  m.  the  annual  parade  of 
the  veterans  occurred.  They  were  escorted  by  the  regular 
and  State  troops,  Cook's  Drum  Corps  led  the  procession . 
After  the  different  troops  and  the  city  representatives  had 
passed,  came  the  old  soldiers,  two  hundred  strong,  who 
inarched  four  abreast  behind  the  stars  and  stripes.  When 
they  came  opposite  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  headquarters, 
the  ladies  of  all  the  orders,  who  filled  the  balcony,  began  to 
sing  the  old  soul  stirring  words,  "Marching  Thro'  Georgia," 
which  was  responded  to  by  the  veterans  by  hurrahs,  waving 
of  hats,  and  finally  joining  in  the  singing  which  was  kept  up 
with  fervor  until  the  last  soldier  had  passed. 

In  the  evening  a  camp  fire  was  tendered  at  Keefe  hall.  A 
program  was  reudered  that  was  much  enjoyed  by  all,  especi- 
ally the  violin  renditions  of  Miss  Buchanan  which  were  ex- 
quisit.  A  speech  of  welcome  was  made  by  Gov.  Chatterton. 
Department  Commander,  J.  W.  Huff,  replied.  Senator 
.  Warren,  Judge  Gibson  Clark,  Emily  11.  Jones,  Dept.  Pros, 
of  W.  R.  C,  followed  with  interesting  talks.  Mrs.  Ross, 
Dept.  Pres.  of  L.  of  G.  A.  U.,  read  a  paper  S.  C.  Taylor 
responded  for  the  Sons  of  Vererans.  Several  others  were 
called  upon  and  responded  briefly.  Selections  from  the  band 
and  Cook's  Drum  Corps  concluded  the  evening's  successful 
entertainment. 

The  18th,  Thursday  afternoon,  the  different  orders  ad- 
journed their  regular  sessions  until  evening  to  accept  an 
invitation  to  see  the  military  drill  and  maneuver's  at  Fort 
Russell.  It  was  rather  a  disappointment  when  reaching 
there  to  learn  there  would  be  no  drill.  However  the  Second 
Infantry  baud  and  Cook's  Drum  Corps  rendered  some  good 
musical  selections.  Hard  tack  was  passed  around,  each 
securing  at  least  one  square.  The  "boys"  from  Manila  were 
interviewed  in  regard  to  service  and  country,  having  only 
arrived  from  there  two  days  before.  The  train  was  then 
taken  back  to  the  city. 

In  the  evening  a  ball  was  held.     Many  of  the  veterans  and 
ladies  took  advantage  of  it,  some  as  onlookers,  while  others 
tripping  the  light  fantastic. 
Friday  evening,  the  19th,  a  reception  was  given.     Unfor- 
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tunately  the  larger  part  of  the  delegates  had  to  leave  for 
home.  However  the  new  Commander  and  staff  stopped  over 
and  enjoyed  a  royal  time  with  the  citizens  of  Cheyenne.

G.  That  the  number  of  Department  Journals  printed,  be 
reduced  to  250,  one  for  each  Department  officer  and  delegate 
present  and  voting  at  Annual  Convention. 

7.  *That  Department  purchase  Corps  Treasurer  Bond 
Blanks. the  same  to  be  sent  by  Department  Secretary  with 
Corps  Election  Blanks.

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Soldier's  and  Sailor's 
Home  at  Monte  Vista,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Wom- 
an's Relief  Corps  to  contribute,  yearly,  something  for  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  the  Veterans  there.  This  year 
nothing  has  been  asked  of  the  Corps. 
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I  found  on  a  recent  visit  that  they  were  well  supplied  with 
all  the  necessaries  of  life,  food  clothing,  bedding,  medical 
attendance,  a  liberal  supply  of  reading  matter,  etc.,  but 
there  was  adearth  of  everything  in  the  way  of  amusements. 

A  large  assembly  hall  has  just  been  completed  which  will 
be  used  for  all  purposes  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  a 
pool  and  billiard  tabl^e  combined,  would  afford  them  both 
amusement  and  exercise  and  would  be  a  suitable  and  worthy 
gift  from  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Many  Soldier's 
Homes  throughout  the  United  States,  are  equipped  with 
both  billiard  and  pool  tables,  which  gives  much  pleasure  to 
the  inmates. 

The  days  are  long  and  lonely  to  these  men,  many  of  whom 
have  left  families  and  friends  behind,  and  if  we  can  in  any 
way  brighten  the  few  days  remaining  before  "the  low  green 
tents  whose  curtains  never  outward  swing"  are  pitched,  it  is 
obligatory  on  us  to  do  so. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  Corps  throughout  the  Depart- 
ment, to  contribute  as  liberally  as  they  can  to  this  object.

Decisions  of  Department  Conventions. 

I.  A  Roll  of  Honor  is  hereby  established  for  all  Corps 
sending  reports  of  both  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  with  per 
capita  tax  enclosed,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  after  the  close 
of  the  quarter. 

II.  That  rituals  and  badges  (new  ribbons  being  supplied 
the  latter)  belonging  to  disbanded  Corps,  be  sold  at  regular 
prices. 

III.  That  the  President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
the  Decisions  of  Convention  within  fifteen  days  after  the  ad- 
journment. 

IV.  That  the  rate  .of  representation  to  Department  Con- 
vention be  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one 
additional  delegate  for  the  fraction  of  more  than  one-half 
that  number. 

V.  That  the  per  capita  tax  be  15  cents  per  quarter. 

VI.  That  all  orders  for  supplies  be  properly  made  on 
requisition  blanks,  with  the  accompanying  money  sent  made 
payable  by  either  post  ofliee  or  express  order,  and  sent  direct 
to  the  department  treasurer. 
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VII.  That  at  least  two  members  of  the  Executive  Board 
be  elected  from  Corps  nearest  the  Department  President,  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  auditing  of  books  and  accounts. 

VIII.  That  the  Corps  Secretary  file  and  preserve  quarter- 
ly reports  for  at  least  one  year.

X.  That  the  records  of  disbanded  Corps  be  kept  on  file  at 
Headquarters  for  one  year. 

XL  That  a  record  be  kept  at  Headquarters,  giving  the 
date  of  organization  of  Corps  and  names  of  charter  members; 
also  a  record  of  all  disbanded  Corps  and  causes  of  same,  with 
a  full  list  of  members  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  dis- 
band ment. 

XII.  That  a  complete  file  of  Department  and  National 
Journals  be  bound  aud  kept  at  headquarters,  and  that  great 
care  be  taken  in  the  preservation  of  the  same. 

XIII.  That  Corps  hereafter  organized  be  given  the  vacant 
numbers  on  the  roster,  commencing  with  the  first  vacant 
number,  and  that  the  date  of  organization  be  added  to  the 
roster.  . 

XIV.  That  on  election  returns  sent  to  the  Department 
Secretary  be  written  the  address  of  the  Corps  President, 
Secretary  and  Chaplain,  with  street  and  number  of  ■. those 
living  in  cities. 

XV.  That  a  general  order  containing  the  address  of  the 
Department  Chaplain  be  sent  to  all  Corps  Chaplains.     - 

XVI.  That  the  silver  pins  for  National  Delegates'Badges 
ordered  by  the  Eighth  Annual  Convention,  remain  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Department,  and  in  the  custody  of  the  Depart-
